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New Members 


SALNAVE ZAMOR, REPRESENTATIVE OF 
Harrr.—At the meeting held January 15, 
1958, the Council of the Oas welcomed the 
new Representative of Haiti to the Council, 
Ambassador Salnave Zamor. 

Ambassador Zamor was born in Cerca- 
La-Source, Haiti, February 28, 1903. He 
completed his studies in philosophy at the 
Institution St-Louis de Gonzague, where 
he received his bachelors degree in 1924. He 
received his law degree in 1929, and was 
professor of history and geography at the 
Lycée Phillipe Guerrier of Cap-Haitien. 

Ambassador Zamor was a member of the 
Haitian Chamber of Deputies for several 
years. He served as Deputy from Valliéres 
from 1930 to 1932, and again from 1946 to 
1947. He was Deputy from Cap-Haitien 
from 1932 to 1937, and was President of 
the Chamber of Deputies for the 1956-57 
term. 

He was a member of the Haitian Delega- 
tion to the Seventh and Twelfth General 
Assemblies of the United Nations and ap- 
pointed a member of the permanent mis- 
sion to the UN in 1957. 





Vireo Diaz Orpd6NEZ, REPRESENTA- 
TIVE OF THE DomiINnicAN Repusiic.—At 
the meeting of February 3, 1958, the Coun- 
cil of the Organization welcomed the new 
Ambassador of the Dominican Republic to 
the Oas, Dr. Virgilio Diaz Orddéiiez. 

Ambassador Diaz Orddéifiez was born on 
May 5, 1895, in San Pedro de Macoris, 
Dominican Republic. He attended the Uni- 
versity of Santo Domingo, where he re- 
ceived his doctorate in law, in 1928. He was 
professor and dean of the School of Philos- 
ophy at the University of Santo Domingo

in 1940, and Rector of the University that 
same year. He also served as Rector of the 
University in 1956. 

In 1934 Dr. Diaz Orddiiez was appointed 
a judge in the land courts and was named a 
superior judge in 1937. In 1938 he was 
named Secretary of Justice, Education, and 
Fine Arts, and became legal consultant to 
the Presidency in 1940. In 1943 he was 
designated Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary and in 1947 received 
the rank of Ambassador. In 1948 Ambas- 
sador Diaz Ordofiez was appointed Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs. 

The Ambassador was elected to the 
Senate of the Dominican Republic in 1953, 
and in 1955 was the chief of the Dominican 
Delegation to the United Nations. 

Ambassador Diaz Ordoiiez has published 
several literary, historical, and_ political 
books. 


C8LEO DAvitaA, REPRESENTATIVE OF 
Honpuras.—At the Council meeting of 
April 2, 1958, a cordial welcome was ex- 
tended to the new Representative of Hon- 
duras, Dr. Céleo Davila. 

Dr. Davila, who is also his- country’s 
Ambassador to the United States, was born 
in Trujillo, Honduras, in 1890. He is a 
graduate of the University of Honduras, 
where he received his law degree and a 
degree in political and social science. For a 
time he was professor of constitutional law 
and economic science in the law school of 
the University. 

Tor two years Dr. Davila was the director 
of the daily newspaper La Tribuna, in 
Tegucigalpa. 

In the political field Dr. Davila has held 
the posts of Undersecretary of Foreign 
Affairs, Minister of Foreign Affairs, Min- 
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ister of Public Education, and Minister of 
Finance. 

He has served his country in the diplo- 
matic field as Secretary to the Honduran 
Legation in Washington, D. C., and later 
as Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States. 

Vicror MANuEL PREZ PrEROozO, ReEp- 
RESENTATIVE OF VENEZUELA.—At the meet- 
ing held June 20, 1958, the Council of the 
Organization extended a cordial welcome to 
the new Representative of Venezuela, Am- 
bassador Victor Manuel Pérez Perozo. 

Dr. Pérez Perozo was born in Trujillo, 
Venezuela, on December 18, 1898. He 
received the degree of Doctor of Law and 
Political Science from the Externado de 
Derecho, in Bogota, Colombia, in 1921. He 
later completed special studies in law at the 
Royal University of Milan, Italy, and at 
Bocconi University, also in Milan. 

Dr. Pérez Perozo has held a number of 
posts in the academic field, having served 
as Rector of the University of the Andes, in 
Mérida, Venezuela, and as professor of 
constitutional law, of public international 
law, of political economy, of administra- 
tive law, and of legal medicine. 

In 1923 Dr. Pérez Perozo began his 
career in the foreign service of his country 
as an attaché in the Venezuelan Legation in 
Ecuador. He held that post until 1928 at 
which time he was appointed Secretary. He 
was Consul General in Milan, Italy, from 
1930 to 1934. In 1937 he returned to Ecua- 
dor, again as Secretary in the Legation, 
until 1940, during which time (1938) he was 
also Chargé d’Affaires in Peru. He served 
as Counselor of the Legation in Ecuador 
(1941-43), and Counselor of the Legation 
in Panama and Central America, with resi- 
dence in Costa Rica as Chargé d’Affaires 
ad interim (1943-45). 

Dr. Pérez Perozo has been closely asso- 
ciated with the United Nations since 1947, 
when he was appointed Minister Coun- 


selor of the Venezuelan Delegation, and has 
served as Venezuelan Delegate to all ses- 
sions of the General Assembly, from the 
First through the Eleventh. 

In 1947 he received the rank of Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary and was appointed Ambassador in 
July 1952. In February 1956 he was ap- 
pointed Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary to Ecuador. 

The Ambassador is the author of mono- 
graphs on such subjects as ‘Economi: 
Corporativa’”’ (Corporate Economy) and 
“Las Sociedades Comerciales en el Derecho 
Internacional” (Private Companies and In- 
ternational Law). He has also published 
various books of poetry and a play. 


Activities of the Council during the first 
half of 1958! 


ELECTION OF THE VICE CHAIRMAN OF 
THE Counciu.—On April 25, 1958, Ambas- 
sador Gonzalo J. Facio, who was elected 
Vice Chairman of the Council in November 
1957, resigned his post as Costa Rica’s 
Ambassador to the Oas and to the United 
States, thus leaving the office of Vice Chair- 
man of the Council vacant. 

Article 22 of the Regulations of the Coun- 
cil provides that an election for Vice Chair- 
man shall be held if the office becomes 
vacant during the first half of the term. In 
accordance with this provision the Council, 
at the meeting held May 21, 1958, elected 
Ambassador José Gutiérrez Gémez, Repre- 
sentative of Colombia, to the post of Vice 
Chairman for the remainder of the term 
ending November 1958. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF COMMITTEE ON PRo- 
GRAM AND BupGer.—At the meeting of the 
Council of the Organization held April 30, 
1958, the Representative of the United 
States presented a draft resolution? which

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would abolish the Council’s Finance Com- 
mittee and establish a Committee on 
Program and Budget. The change was 
suggested to make possible a more thorough 
and integrated study of the program activ- 
ities and annual budget of the Pan American 
Union. The draft resolution was referred to 
the General Committee for study. 

At the meeting of June 30, the General 
Committee presented its report’ on the 
matter, together with a revised draft reso- 
lution. The Council approved the resolu- 
tion, after some changes, as follows: 


WHEREAS: 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States is responsible, under Article 51 of the 
Charter of the Organization of American States, 
for the proper discharge by the Pan American 
Union of the duties assigned to it; 

The adoption, by the Council, of the budget for 
a greatly expanded work program for the Pan 
American Union in the coming year, with 
prospects for further increases in the future, 
gives added significance to the important responsi- 
bility assigned to the Council with respect to the 
program of the Pan American Union; 

The work program of the Pan American Union 
should be examined in relation to its financial 
implications; and 

The ‘Report on the Procedure for Preparing 
the Annual Program of the Pan American Union”’, 
which was approved by the Council on June 25, 
1952, and which provides a method of keeping the 
Council informed of the views of its organs on 
the formulation of the program of the Union, 
should be reviewed in the light of present cir- 
cumstances, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 

{ESOLVES: 

1. To abolish the Finance Committee. 

2. To establish the Committee on Program and 
Budget, composed of nine members, which, in 
addition to carrying out the present functions of 
the Finance Committee, shall also review the work 
programs of the Pan American Union, as well as 
the budget estimates therefor submitted by the 
Secretary General, and prepare recommendations 
to the Council regarding both, taking into account

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the necessary priority of such activities and also 
the funds available. 

3. To request the Committee on the Regula- 
tions of the Council and the Pan American Union 
to recommend the changes in the Regulations of 
the Council and the Pan American Union made 
necessary by this resolution. 

4. To request that the Committee on Regula- 
tions review the “Report on the Procedure for 
Preparing the Annual Program of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union’’, approved on June 25, 1952, to deter- 
mine whether any changes therein are required 
in view of the functions assigned to the Committee 
on Program and Budget in this resolution. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF I’ ELLOWSHIP 
PROGRAM OF THE Oas.—Recommendation 
22 of the Inter-American Committee of 
Presidential Representatives‘ outlined a 
proposed fellowship program of the Oas, in 
addition to the regular fellowships already 
offered by the Organization and the indi- 
vidual governments. This recommendation 
was reiterated by the Economic Conference 
of the Oas in its Resolution 1v.° 

As a result of these recommendations the 
tepresentative of Brazil presented a draft 
resolution to the Council, at the meeting of 
November 25, 1957, on the organization of 
the fellowship program. The draft resolution 
was studied by a special committee and on 
November 29, 1957, the Council resolved to 
initiate the program and appointed another 
committee to draw up the general policy 
to be followed in carrying out the program.® 

On January 13, 1958, this committee, 
under the chairmanship of the Representa- 
tive of Panama, presented a report and 
draft resolution’ to the Council for consid- 
eration. The report gave the general back- 
ground used in drafting the policy for the 
fellowship program. The main sections are 
printed below.

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NATURE AND OBJECTIVES 


In preparing the first part of the proposed gen- 
eral policy, the committee incorporated the deci- 
sion taken by the Council that the program be 
established as a regular activity of the Oas. 
It is considered that if the program operates on a 
firm basis it will produce results that will help 
meet the needs of the member states, by channel- 
ing trained personnel continuously and in ever- 
increasing numbers into the fields where they are 
most urgently needed for the development of each 
country. 

The committee also believes that the program 
should, as recommended by the Inter-American 
Committee of Presidential Representatives, be a 
program of the Organization. In other words, 
the fellowship program should be suitably incor- 
porated into the general framework of Oas ac- 
tivities. At the same time the committee feels 
that, since the purpose of the program is to con- 
tribute to the economic, social, scientific, and 
cultural development of the member states, its 
activities should likewise endeavor to supplement 
any national programs that have similar objec- 
tives. It can, and in fact does, happen that basic 
needs vary widely from one country to another. 
The program should therefore take into account 
the particular preferences expressed by each 
government with respect to specific fields of spe- 
cialization. 

After a careful analysis of the question of the 
level of professional training at which the fellow- 
ship program should function, it was decided 
that the program would be more effective and 
productive if it were confined to advanced studies 
and research. Experience has shown that a fellow- 
ship program is more effective and fruitful when 
its benefits are granted to individuals who are in a 
position not only to apply and utilize the new 
skills acquired but also to extend them to others. 
In this way the effects of a fellowship program 
can be multiplied and not be confined exclusively 
to the direct beneficiaries, as might happen if a 
lower level of professional training were permitted. 

The fellowship program should likewise be 
directed so that it will contribute to the maximum 
utilization of existing educational and training 
institutions in this hemisphere, and in this way 
endeavor to utilize effectively the resources that 
the member states have available and reduce the 
over-all costs of the fellowships, thus increasing 
the effectiveness of the program. The committee 
is convinced that the program fellowships need 
not be channeled predominantly toward a single 
country and that great benefits may be obtained 


if an attempt is made to distribute them wisely 
among institutions of recognized standing in the 
member states. Furthermore, facilitating such 
an exchange among the different countries of 
this hemisphere will promote better understand- 
ing and mutual appreciation. 


FINANCING AND ADMINISTRATION 


A necessary corollary to the principle that the 
fellowship program should be a regular activity 
of the Oas is the inclusion of the program in the 
budget of the Pan American Union, a course re- 
commended by the Finance Committee when it 
submitted the budget estimates for 1958-1959 
to the Council. 

The committee discussed one aspect of Recom- 
mendation No. 22 of the Crr that emphasizes 
the need of studying the ways in which the mem- 
ber states that so desire may contribute in whole 
or in part to meeting their financial contribution 
to the program through the granting of fellow- 
ships. The committee felt that fellowships should 
be created for this purpose specifically, since the 
utilization of already existing fellowships would 
in no wise represent a genuine broadening of 
opportunities for advanced study and training, 
which is one of the basic objectives of the program. 
For this reason, the committee included in the 
draft resolution the provision that such fellow- 
ships should be in harmony with the requirements 
of the program and be administered in accordance 
with the general policy. In this way, a uniform 
administration of the program can be guaranteed. 

With a view to giving the program a basic 
uniformity for purposes of accounting, the com- 
mittee recommends that the value of these fellow- 
ships be fixed in dollars through prior agreement 
between the interested government and the Sec- 
retary General of the Oas, and that each year 
the Pan American Union reimburse the govern- 
ments an amount equal to the value of the fellow- 
ships that have been duly utilized. 

The committee felt the need of imposing two 
important restrictions on this system, without 
which both the quality and the success of the 
program would be some what jeopardized. The 
administrative office of the program should be 
free to use, or not to use, all or part of the fellow- 
ships offered by the member states. A country 
might offer, for instance, fellowships in a field 
of specialization in which the other countries 
are not interested or for which there are no suita- 
ble candidates; in other words, the number of 
fellowships offered might be greater than the de- 
mand. The administrative office of the program

should be given sufficient leeway to decide each 
case in the best interest of the member states and 
the program itself. The second restriction con- 
sists of placing a limit on the total value of the 
fellowships offered by a member state, which 
limit should not exceed the total monetary con- 
tribution of that state to the program. The com- 
mittee feels that in this way the multilateral 
nature of the fellowship program of the Oas will 
be maintained. 

The committee forsees that some institutions 
and agencies, public and private, will contribute 
special funds and voluntary contributions of 
various kinds to the program. The Secretary 
General is now authorized to accept such funds 
and contributions under the Regulations of the 
Pan American Union and he should be authorized 
to establish the necessary supplementary condi- 
tions. 

The fellowship program should be carried out 
under the direction of the Secretary General of 
the Oas. Bearing in mind the suggestions made in 
Recommendation 22 of the Cer and Resolution 
1v of the Economic Conference of the Organiza- 
tion, the committee included in its draft resolu- 
tion a paragraph to the effect that the Secretary 
General shall ensure the closest possible coordina- 
tion between this program and the Program of 
Technical Cooperation. To that end, the Secretary 
General will endeavor to utilize the administrative 
services of the Program of Technical Cooperation, 
making the necessary arrangements with the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council to do so. 
The committee believes that the Secretary General 
will thus be in a position to assure the govern- 
ments that all the existing resources of the Organi- 
zation will be employed in the administration of 
the program and that any duplication of services 
will be avoided. The authority of the Secretary 
General to carry out and coordinate the program 
is established in such a way as to guarantee a 
minimum of expenditures and a maximum of 
benefit. 

In view of the important functions of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council and the 
Inter-American Cultural Council in connection 
with the annual program, the committee included 
two paragraphs, which provide that these organs 
will present to the Council their observations 
and recommendations on such aspects of the fel- 
lowship program as are pertinent to their sphere 
of action. 

The committee recommends that the Council 
assign to a committee the task of studying the 
recommendations presented by the Secretary 
General and other measures relating to the better 
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operation and development of the program. 
The membership and nature of this committee 
would be subject to a later decision of the Council. 
It would be advisable for the Council to take into 
consideration at that time the points of view of 
the Inter-American Economic and Social Council 
on the establishment of appropriate coordination 
with the work programs that it is carrying out in 
the economic, social, and technical fields. 

The committee likewise believes that the Sec- 
retary General should take advantage of the broad 
experience acquired in similar activities by the 
specialized organizations and other inter-Ameri- 
can technical organizations, especially the Techni- 
cal Cooperation Board. To that end, it is recom- 
mended that the Secretary General promote the 
adoption of measures necessary to ensure the co- 
operation of the said organizations with the pro- 
gram. 


AWARD OF FELLOWSHIPS, SELECTION OF 
CANDIDATES, AND DISTRIBUTION 
oF FELLOWSHIPS 

The committee devoted much effort to estab- 
lishing clearly what conditions the candidates 
should meet and how the fellowships should be 
awarded. 

In its opinion, no collective applications for 
fellowships should be accepted, but only in- 
dividual applications. The fellowships should vary 
according to circumstance and at a maximum 
should cover travel, registration fees, tuition, 
study and work materials, and room and board. 
With this formula, the committee wished to 
provide for situations that might arise, in which 
the fellowship would not be required to cover 
registration fees and tuition, for instance, as 
would be the case if a fellowship holder attends a 
research center or an institution with free re- 
gistration and tuition. The committee has thus 
established a maximum and leaves the administra- 
tive office free to decide each case on its own 
merits. 

Ixxperience has shown that only a careful 
screening of candidates will ensure that a high 
percentage of them will vindicate the confidence 
reposed in them. In order to ensure a high quality 
of fellowships holders, it has been provided that 
the prerequisite for the award of any fellowship 
should be the assurance that the candidate is fully 
qualified to take advantage of it. Another require- 
ment is that applicants prove that they have 
had advanced training in the field for which they 
are applying for a fellowship for purposes of spe- 
cialization, whether or not it be at a university. 

The committee believes it necessary to make 
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sure, as far as possible, that the fellowship holder 
will return to the country that has sponsored him, 
in order to devote himself there to the profession 
or field of specialization related to the fellowship 
requested. However, it is deemed desirable that 
the terms of this agreement be flexible and that 
they be fixed by the respective government. 
Finally, the committee proposes to establish as 
an inflexible rule the principle that every fellow- 
ship shall be tenable only at an institution that 
is in a member country other than that in which 
the candidate maintains permanent residence. 

The length of the fellowships should be flexible 
and adapted to specific cases. Sometimes a fellow- 
ship for a short, intensive period of specialization 
will be sufficient; at other times, however, a longer 
period will be necessary. The committee believes 
that a minimum of three months and a maximum 
of two years might cover almost all situations 
satisfactorily, and genuinely exceptional cases, 
outside these limits, should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary General, who will be 
responsible for determining in greater detail the 
period of the fellowships. 

The committee also devoted much effort to a 
study of the problem of the procedure of selecting 
the candidates. Once the general policy has been 
established, the Secretary General has the au- 
thority and the responsibility for its fair and 
equitable application. He may call upon the na- 
tional selection committees, where they exist, 
and other competent agencies and technical ex- 
perts for advice. The committee desires to em- 
phasize once more that, insofar as fields 
of specialization are concerned, the needs ex- 
pressed by the governments should be given 
attention. 

The committee considered the distribution of 
fellowships in the light of the principle established 
thereon in Recommendation 22 of the Cpr. It 
feels that no procedure for a predetermined dis- 
tribution of fellowships by country should be 
allowed to supplant the principles of requiring 
high quality in applicants and satisfying the basic 
needs expressed by the member states. For this 
reason, the committee recommends that any 
distribution procedure should operate, not over 
periods of one year, but over periods of a reasona- 
ble number of years, within which an equitable 
balance will be maintained among the different 
countries. 

In accordance with the general policy, it is 
recommended that in the distribution of fellow- 
ships consideration be given to the following 
criteria: 

a. The population of each member state; 


b. The needs of its population; 

c. Its national income; and 

d. The level and rate of its economic develop- 

ment. 
However, the committee suggests that the num- 
ber of fellowships awarded to applicants from 
any one country be not less than 2 per cent nor 
more than 15 per cent of the total, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the monetary contribution of a 
member state to the program may exceed 15 per 
cent, and that for this purpose the scale of as- 
sessments and contributions of the member states 
to the budget of the Pan American Union be 
also taken into account. 
On these bases, it will be possible to administer 

the program so that it will provide evident, direct, 
and equal benefits to all countries. 


The draft resolution presented with the 
report was discussed by the Council at the 
January 13 meeting and again on January 
15. At the latter meeting the Council 
adopted the following resolution: 


WHEREAS: 

The Inter-American Committee of Presidential 
Representatives recommended, in its report to 
the chiefs of state of the American republics, 
that an annual program of 500 fellowships be 
initiated as a regular activity of the Organization 
of American States and that it have, among other 
objectives, that of supplementing the technical 
cooperation activities of the Organization; 

The above-mentioned committee recommended 
that this program be carried out pursuant to the 
general policy to be established by the Council 
of the Organization, with the advice of its com- 
petent technical organs in accordance with the 
provisions of the Charter; 

Resolution tv of the Economic Conference of 
the Organization of American States supported 
Recommendation 22 of the Inter-American Com- 
mittee of Presidential Representatives and pro- 
posed that the fellowship program be properly 
coordinated with other activities of a similar 
nature carried on in Latin America; and 

The Council of the Organization resolved on 
November 29, 1957, to initiate beginning on July 
1, 1958, as a regular activity of the Oas, the said 
fellowship program, and to establish a special 
committee to study its general policy, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING SEEN the report of the special com- 
mittee on the fellowship program, 
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THE COUNCIL 7 


RESOLVES: 

To adopt the following general policy for the 
fellowship program: 
I...Nature and Objectives 

A. The fellowship program is a regular and 
continuing educational activity of the 
Organization of American States. 

B. The purpose of the fellowship program is 
to contribute to the economic, social, 
scientific, and cultural development of the 
member states. To this end, through the 
granting of fellowships for specialization, 
the program shall: 

1. Supplement any other activities of the 
Organization and any national pro- 
grams that have similar objectives; 

2. Seek to meet the basic needs of the 
member states in accordance with their 
preferences; and 

3. Contribute to the maximum utiliza- 
tion of existing educational and train- 
ing institutions in the member states. 

Il. Financing and Administration 

A. Financing 

1. The program shall be financed by 
appropriations allocated in the budget 
of the Pan American Union. The mem- 
ber states may also contribute through 
fellowships created for the purpose, in 
addition to those available under pro- 
grams that they are carrying on at 
present, provided the additional fellow- 
ships satisfy the requirements of the 
program; these fellowships shall be 
administered in accordance with the 
general policy established by the pres- 
ent resolution. 

2. Each year the Pan American Union 
shall reimburse the governments 
amounts of money equal to the value 
of the fellowships they have offered 
and that have been utilized. The 
amount thus paid to a member state 
shall not exceed its total monetary 
contribution to the program. The value 
of the fellowships, as well as the amount 
of the reimbursements, shall be quoted 
in dollars, in accordance with an agree- 
ment between the interested govern- 
ment and the Secretary General. 

3. In addition, the program may receive 
special funds and voluntary contribu- 
tions of any nature from member states 
and other sources, public and private, 
to which the regulations of the Pan 
American Union shall apply. The Sec- 


retary General is authorized to es- 
tablish the necessary supplementary 
conditions for the utilization of such 
funds and contributions. 

B. Administration 

1. The program shall be carried out by 
the Secretary General of the Organiza- 
tion of American States. The Secretary 
General shall ensure the closest possible 
coordination with the Program of 
Technical Cooperation, and to that end 
he shall endeavor to utilize the admin- 
istrative services of that program in 
accordance with arrangements to be 
made with the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council. 

2. The Secretary General shall keep the 
Council informed on the development 
of the program, submitting such recom- 
mendations as he deems appropriate. 
The Council of the Organization of 
American States shall assign to a com- 
mittee the task of studying these recom- 
mendations of the Secretary General 
and of proposing other measures that 
will contribute to the better operation 
and development of the program. 

3. The Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council may present to the 
Council its observations and recom- 
mendations on the pertinent aspects 
of the fellowship program and, partic- 
ularly, on its coordination with the 
Program of Technical Cooperation. 

4. The Inter-American Cultural Council 
may likewise submit to the Council its 
observations and recommendations on 
the pertinent aspects of the fellowship 
program. ; 

5. The Secretary General shall take 
advantage of the experience of the 
specialized organizations and other 
inter-American technical organizations, 
especially the Technical Cooperation 
Board, and to that end he shall promote 
the adoption of measures necessary to 
ensure the proper cooperation of the 
said organizations with the activities 
developed under the program. 

III. Award of Fellowships, Selection of Candi- 
dates, and Distribution of Fellowships 
A. Award of Fellowships 
The fellowships shall be awarded on the 
basis of the following criteria: 

1. The fellowships shall be individual and 

vary according to circumstance; at a 
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maximum they shall cover travel, 
registration fees, tuition, study or 
work materials, and room and board. 
The prerequisite for the award of any 
fellowship shall be the assurance that 
the candidate is in the best position to 
take full advantage of it. 
. In accordance with the spirit of the 
principle expressed in I.B.1, the fellow- 
ships shall be assigned to persons who 
give evidence of having advanced 
training in the field of the fellowship 
for which they are applying with the 
intention of specializing in that field, 
whether or not they have university 
training. 

. Furthermore, upon accepting a fellow- 

ship, the applicant shall agree to re- 

turn, at the termination of his fellow- 
ship, to the country that has sponsored 

him, in order to devote himself, for a 

minimum period set by the government 

of that country, to the profession or 
field of specialization related to the 
fellowship in question. 

5. The fellowship may be used at qualified 
institutions located in the member 
countries and they shall not be granted 
for periods of less than three months 
nor more than two years; these periods 
may, in exceptional cases, be modified 
at the discretion of the Secretary 
General; under no circumstance shall a 
fellowship be tenable at an institution 
in the country in which the candidate 
maintains permanent residence.

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B. Selection of Candidates 


The selection of candidates, in accordance 
with the criteria expressed in subpara- 
graphs 2, 3, 4, and 5 of the preceding para- 
graph, shall be made by the General 
Secretariat on the basis of the needs ex- 
pressed by the governments, and in ac- 
cordance with the procedures established 
in consultation with each of them. The 
Secretary General may call upon the 
national selection committees and other 
competent agencies and technical experts 
for advice. 

. Distribution of Fellowships 

Once the requirements mentioned in 


III.A.2, 3, and 4 have been met, the Secre- 
tary General shall, in order that the pro- 
gram may benefit all the American coun- 
tries equitably and as fully as possible, 
endeavor to maintain over a reasonable 


number of years a balance in the distribu- 

tion of the fellowships, taking into ac- 

count: 

1. The number of fellowships available 
each year and the cost and length of 
each; and 

2. The population of each member state, 
the needs of its population, its national 
income, the level and rate of its eco- 
nomic development, and its monetary 
contribution to the program. 

The number of fellowships awarded to 

applicants from any one country shall not 

be less than 2 per cent nor more than 15 

per cent of the total, notwithstanding the 
fact that the monetary contribution of a 
member state to the program may exceed 

15 per cent. 


TEMPORARY PROVISION 


The Secretary General, within the general 
policy set forth in this resolution, shall draw up 
the regulations for the award and administration 
of the fellowships, and bring them to the attention 
of the Council of the Organization. 


At its meeting of February 6, 1958, the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil received from its Committee on Tech- 
nical Cooperation a report and draft reso- 
lution’ on the necessary coordination 
between the Fellowship Program of the Oas, 
the Program of Technical Cooperation, and 
direct technical assistance services. The 
committee reported that it had studied the 
Oas Council resolution of January 15 
(printed above) on the Fellowship Program 
of the Oas, and had also considered the 
basic resolutions of the Program of Tech- 
nical Cooperation. The Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council discussed the 
report and, taking into consideration points 
II.B.3 and 5 of the Oas Council resolution, 
approved Resolution 2/58. This resolution 
authorized the Chairman of the Committee 
on Technical Cooperation to appoint one or 
more representatives from the committee to 
discuss with the Secretary Genera! <f ‘he 
Oas the coordination of the Fellowship

Program of the Oas and the Technical 
Cooperation Program, and requested the 
committee to make such recommendations 
as it deemed necessary, after taking into 
consideration the report of the representa- 
tives. 

At the I-A Ecosoc meeting of March 13, 
1958, the Committee on Technical Coopera- 
tion presented the following report:° 


1. The representatives of Brazil, Costa Rica, 
and the United States, appointed by the Chairman 
of the Committee on Technical Cooperation in 
compliance with Resolution 2/58 of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council, met with 
the Secretary General of the Oas to discuss the 
basis on which agreements on coordination be- 
tween the Fellowship Program and the Program of 
Technical Cooperation should be drawn up. As 
a result of these discussions, the committee feels 
that it would be advisable ultimately to integrate 
the administrative services of the Program of 
Technical Cooperation and the Fellowship Pro- 
gram. 

2. In view of the complex nature of the prob- 
lems that would arise from the total integration 
of the present office of the Executive Director of 
the Program of Technical Cooperation into the 
Pan American Union, and in view of the fact that 
the adoption of a decision with respect to this 
office’s participation in the administration of the 
Fellowship Program was urgently needed, it was 
thought that such integration should, in any case, 
be carried out in two stages: a preliminary stage 
and a final one. 

3. The preliminary stage would begin, once the 
draft resolution attached to this report has been 
approved by the I-A Ecosoc, with acceptance 
thereof by the Secretary General. On the basis of 
the experience acquired, the Secretary General 
would present to the I-A Ecosoc, prior to Decem- 
ber 31, 1958, a proposal on the final stage. 

4. With a view to putting into effect the pre- 
liminary stage, an agreement with the Secretary 
General would be reached on the following bases: 

a. The Secretary General would organize, 

within the Pan American Union, an office 
that would, on the one hand, assume the 
duties of the present Division of Technical 
Cooperation and, on the other, as an organ 
directly responsible to the Secretary Gen- 
eral, be responsible for carrying out the

Fellowship Program. The Secretary Gen- 
eral would entrust to the Executive Director 
of the Technical Cooperation Program the 
administration of that office. 

b. The I-A Ecosoc would authorize the 
Executive Director of the Program of 
Technical Cooperation to accept, as an 
official of the Pan American Union, the 
duties pertaining thereto entrusted to him 
by the Secretary General, with the under- 
standing that the performance of these 
duties would not interfere with the admin- 
istration of the Program of Technical 
Cooperation. 

. The present staff of the office of the Execu- 
tive Director would continue to be paid 
with funds from the Program of Technical 
Cooperation, to which the Pan American 
Union would repay half the salary of the 

Executive Director. Travel expenses, when 

Fellowship Program business also was 

attended to, would be divided between the 

Pan American Union and the Program of 

Technical Cooperation in the appropriate 

proportions. 

d. The Pan American Union would provide 
the space needed by the office charged with 
carrying out the two programs, with the 
understanding that the services of the 
respective staffs could be utilized without 
distinction in any activity relating either 
to the Fellowship Program or to the Pro- 
gram of Technical Cooperation, provided 
that such a policy did not interfere with 
the carrying out of these programs.

The draft resolution received with this 
report was approved by I-A Ecosoc as 
Resolution 4/58, and reads as follows: 


The Inter-American Economie and Social 
Council, 
CONSIDERING: 

That the Chairman of the Committee on Tech- 
nical Cooperation was authorized, in Resolution 
2/58, to appoint from among its members one or 
more representatives to discuss with the Secretary 
General the basis on which agreements on coordi- 
nation between the Fellowship Program and the 
Program of Technical Cooperation should be 
drawn up; and 
HAVING SEEN: 

The report of the Committee on Technical 


Cooperation (Document ES-T-i-2/58), 
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RESOLVES: 

1. To approve the aforesaid report of the Com- 
mittee on Technical Cooperation. 

2. To authorize the Executive Director of the 
Program of Technical Cooperation, as an official 
of the Pan American Union, to assume the ad- 
ministrative duties related to the Fellowship 
Program that are entrusted to him by the Secre- 
tary General of the Organization of American 
States, as set forth in the above-mentioned report. 

3. To authorize the Committee on Technical 
Cooperation to put into effect with the Secretary 
General the preliminary agreement referred to in 
point 4 of the above-mentioned report. 


Resolution 2/58, referred to above, also 
provided that the Council of the Oas would 
be requested to grant adequate representa- 
tion of I-A Ecosoc on the committee that 
would be assigned the task of studying the 
measures and recommendations relating to 
the development and operation of the fel- 
lowship program. This request was directed 
to the Chairman of the Oas Council in a 
note from the Chairman of I-A Ecosoc. 
On February 19 the Council of the Oas 
referred the note and the request to the 
Special Committee on the General Policy of 
the Fellowship Program of the Oas. 

The special committee submitted a re- 
port!® to the Council of the Oas, at the 
meeting of April 30. The report was dis- 
cussed and at that meeting a resolution was 
approved establishing a standing committee 
on the fellowship program and setting forth 
its duties. The text of the resolution is 
printed below. 

WHEREAS: 

The resolution on the general policy of the 
Fellowship Program of the Oas provided that 
“the Council of the Organization of American 
States shall assign to a committee the task of 
studying these recommendations of the Secretary 
General and of proposing other measures that will 
contribute to the better operation and develop- 
ment of the program’’; 

In the report of the Special Committee on the 
General Policy of the Fellowship Program (Doc. 


10 Document C-i-365, Rev. 2, Pan American Union, April 30, 
1958. 


C-i-355, Rev. 2), it is stated that ‘“‘the member- 
ship and nature of this committee would be sub- 
ject to a later decision of the Council’’ and that 
‘it would be advisable for the Council to take 
into consideration at that time the points of view 
of the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council on the establishment of appropriate 
coordination with the work programs that it is 
carrying out in the economic, social, and tech- 
nical fields’’; 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, in Resolution 2/58, requested the Council 
of the Organization to grant it adequate repre- 
sentation on the Committee on the Fellowship 
Program of the Oas ‘“‘so that the committee may 
be duly apprised of the points of view of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council’’; and 

For the proper operation of the Fellowship 
Program, it is advisable to have fully available 
the advisory services of the competent technical 
organizations, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To establish the Committee on the Fellow- 
ship Program of the Oas, to be composed of seven 
members of the Council. 

2. The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council and the Inter-American Cultural Council 
shall be entitled to representation, with the right 
to voice, on the committee, either regularly or 
when such representation is deemed advisable. 

3. The duties of the committee shall be: 

a. To study the recommendations, observa- 
tions, and proposals of the member states 
and of the Secretary General on the develop- 
ment and operation of the Program; 

b. To recommend to the Council changes in 
the general policy of the Program and 
other measures whose adoption is considered 
advisable; and 

c. To promote an appropriate coordination 
and collaboration between the Fellowship 
Program and other similar activities of the 
Oas, for which purpose it may consult 
other committees and the organs of the 
Council. 


In accordance with the temporary pro- 
vision of the resolution approved by the 
Council of the Oas on January 15, Secretary 
General Mora prepared the regulations for 
the award and administration of the fellow- 
ships and presented them to the Council at 
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the meeting held June 4, 1958.1 At that 
time it was agreed that the representatives 
on the Council would forward the regula- 
tions to their governments and that they 
would also be transmitted to the Commit- 
tee on the Fellowship Program for its infor- 
mation. The text of the regulations is 
printed below. 


REGULATIONS ON THE AWARD 
AND ADMINISTRATION OF 
OAS FELLOWSHIPS 


I 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE FELLOWSHIP PROGRAM 


ARTICLE 1. The fellowship program shall be 
carried out by the Secretary General of the Oas, 
and he shall apply the general-policy directives 
established therefor by the Council of the Organ- 
ization of American States. 

ARTICLE 2. The Secretary General of the Oas 
shall be assisted in the administration of the 
program by the Executive Director of Technical 
Cooperation, the Technical Secretary, and an 
Advisory Board. 

ARTICLE 3. The Executive Director of Tech- 
nical Cooperation shall supervise the Technical 
Secretariat. 


II 
THE TECHNICAL SECRETARIAT 


ARTICLE 4. The Technical Secretariat shall be 
responsible for: 

a. Dealing with matters relating to the pro- 
gram and serving as secretary of the Ad- 
visory Board; 

b. Keeping statistical data on applicants, 
fellowship holders, and fellowships; 

ce. Collecting all information that might prove 
helpful to the fellowship program; 

d. Keeping in contact with and assisting the 
fellowship holders; and keeping in contact 
also with administrative, cultural, scien- 
tific, and technical centers; 

e. Preparing the preliminary budget estimates 
and drafting the annual report, as well as 
the reports and recommendations which 
the Secretary General is to submit to the 
Council of the Oas; 

f. Supervising the publication of a series 
that will contain such studies or reports

g. Keeping a register of fellowship holders 
and taking the necessary measures to as- 
certain what benefit and use has been de- 
rived from the studies and research of the 
fellowship holders; and 
. Preparing plans for cooperation with the 
governments of the member states, special- 
ized organizations of the Oas, world or 
regional international organizations, and 
official or private foundations whose ob- 
jectives are similar to those of the Fellow- 
ship Program of the Oas.

III 
Apvisory BoarpD 


ARTICLE 5. The function of the Advisory Board 
shall be to advise the Secretary General of the 
Oas. 

Artic.Le 6. The Advisory Board shall be com- 
posed of a Chairman, who shall be the Executive 
Officer of the General Secretariat of the Oas, 
and six members and two alternates appointed 
by the Secretary General of the Oas from among 
the technical experts of the Organization. 

ARTICLE 7. The regular and alternate members 
shall be appointed for three years and shall be 
renewable by halves. 

Artic.Le 8. The alternates shall replace mem- 
bers who are unable to attend meetings of the 
Advisory Board. 

ARTICLE 9. Five members shall constitute a 
quorum of the Advisory Board. 

ArTICLE 10. Decisions and recommendations 
shall be taken by a simple majority of the votes. 

ARTICLE 11. The duties of the Advisory Board 
shall be: 

a. To propose dates for announcing that 
fellowship applications will be received; 

b. To examine acceptable applications sub- 
mitted by the Technical Secretariat to it 
for consideration, prepare recommenda- 
tions on candidates, and draft the condi- 
tions of their fellowships; 

ce. To take cognizance of and make recom- 
mendations on: 

(1) The expiration of a fellowship or its 
renewal when there is reason therefor, 

(2) The reasons for the renunciation of a 
fellowship that has been partially 
utilized, and 
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(3) Requests for extensions of fellow- 
ships; 

d. To study the report drafted by the Tech- 
nical Secretariat; 

e. To examine the proposals made by the 
Technical Secretariat for the publication 
of studies by fellowship holders; and 

f. To propose amendments to these regula- 
tions. 


IV 
FELLOWSHIPS 


ArticLe 12. An Oas Fellowship is understood 
to be a fellowship granted by the Organization 
of American States, after consideration of the 
applicant’s study plans, to a person with advanced 
training in the branch of knowledge in which he 
has specialized, so that he might have an oppor- 
tunity to study abroad, the basic needs expressed 
by the countries having been taken into account. 

ArticLe 13. A fellowship shall provide funds 
sufficient to cover, as a maximum and in accord- 
ance with the needs of the applicant, travel ex- 
penses, registration fees, tuition, study or work 
materials, and room and board. 

ArTICLE 14. The fellowship shall not cover the 
regular household expenses of the fellowship 
holder, of either himself or his family; therefore 
it shall not be considered as a substitute for any 
salary that he might receive in his own country. 

ARTICLE 15. There shall be two classes of fellow- 
ships: (1) for advanced studies or specialization; 
and (2) for research. 


Vv 


APPLICATIONS, SELECTION OF CANDIDATES, AND 
OBLIGATIONS OF FELLOWS 


ArtIcLe 16. An application for an Oas Fellow- 
ship may be filed by: 

a. A person who has a university degree or 
its equivalent; and 

b. A person who gives evidence of special 
ability in the technical field or subject of 
his proposed study. 

ARTICLE 17. Applications for fellowships shall 
be submitted on the forms furnished by the Oas 
for the purpose, and they shall include the follow- 
ing information: 

a. General information on the applicant (full 
name, age, position, profession or occupa- 
tion, and address); 

b. The curriculum vitae and the respective 
academic or technical certifications; 

c. Place and purpose for which the fellowship 
is to be granted; 


d. Length of the fellowship; 

e. Institution or center where the applicant 
desires to study or work, listing three or 
more in order of priority and in different 
countries if possible; 

Full name and address of three persons of 
recognized standing in the specialized field 
in which the applicant intends to study, who 
can give information concerning the appli- 
cant and his plans; 

g. Languages known by the applicant; and 

h. Fellowships or grants received or applicd 
for by the applicant. 

ArtTIcLE 18. The form shall be accompanied by 
the following documents: 

a. For advanced-study fellowships 

(1) A person with a university degree or its 
equivalent shall present a detailed state- 
ment on the plan and the program of stud- 
ies or work that he intends to carry out 
(indicating also the professor or other 
responsible person with whom he plans to 
work or study, and the amount of the fellow- 
ship in cases where it has not been pre- 
viously determined). 

(2) A person without a university degree or 
its equivalent shall present a study of his 
own dealing with a subject in the specialized 
or technical field in which he wants to take 
advanced studies, or other evidence of 
proficiency in that field. 

b. For research fellowships. The applicant 
shall present a detailed plan of the research 
that he plans to carry out. 

If the applicant’s language is different from the 
language of the country where the center chosen 
by the applicant is located, he shall also submit 
a translation of his plan or program of work, 
study, or research into the language of that coun- 
try. 

Artic.e 19. A certificate of health issued by a 
hospital or public health office of the applicant’s 
place of residence shall be attached to the appli- 
cation. 

ArticLE 20. The applicant for a fellowship 
may submit with the application as many docu- 
ments or studies as he wants to have taken into 
account. In addition to the merits of the candi- 
date, however, the decision on his application 
shall be based primarily on the proposed plan of 
studies or work. 

ArTicLE 21. The Advisory Board may, after 
examining the application, studies, and documents 
in its possession, ask the applicant for clarifying 
statements or additional information. 

ARTICLE 22. The application shall be accom- 
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panied by a document or affidavit issued by the 
study center selected, certifying that the applicant 
may enroll there. Should the applicant be unable 
to attach such an affidavit to the application, he 
should do so within a reasonable period so that 
the Advisory Board may consider his application. 

ARTICLE 23. The administrative office of the 
program reserves the right to designate another 
study center if it is impossible to award the fel- 
lowship for use at the center chosen or if another 
study center is considered to be more suitable 
for the applicant. 

ARTICLE 24. Each fellowship holder shall pre- 
sent periodic reports on his studies to the Tech- 
nical Secretariat while the fellowship is in effect. 
Within three months after the expiration of the 
fellowship, he shall present a study dealing with 
some topic in the field for which the fellowship 
had been granted. With this study he shall pre- 
sent a note explaining how his work was carried 
out. 

ArticLE 25. A fellowship holder shall specifi- 
cally mention the Oas Fellowship in any published 
study directly based on his work as a fellow. 


VI 
PROCESSING OF APPLICATIONS 


ARTICLE 26. In view of the permanent and con- 
tinuing nature of the Fellowship Program of the 
Oas, an application for a fellowship may be sub- 
mitted at any time, with the understanding, how- 
ever, that a minimum period of six months shall 
intervene between the date of the application and 
the date on which the applicant plans to begin 
his studies. 

ARTICLE 27. Applications submitted as a re- 
sult of a fellowship announcement shall be in 
conformity with the terms and provisions of 
that announcement. 

ARTICLE 28. Once an application has been re- 
ceived, it shall be examined by the Technical 
Secretariat, which shall return it if it does not 
meet the conditions set forth in the resolution of 
the Council of the Oas or in these regulations. 
The applicant may, in any event, submit a new 
application, bearing in mind any observations on 
his previous one. 

ArtTIcLE 29. Acceptable applications shall be 
transmitted to persons of recognized standing 
whose advice the administrative office of the 
program thinks would be helpful. 

ARTICLE 30. Once the required information 
has been assembled by the Technical Secretariat, 
the file shall be referred to the Advisory Board 
for study and recommendation. The Board shall 


take into account the needs expressed by the 
respective governments. 

ARTICLE 31. In making its recommendation to 
the Secretary General of the Oas, the Advisory 
Board shall keep in mind the opinions expressed 
by the National Selection Committees or equiva- 
lent entities, and by other competent organiza- 
tions and technicians. 

ARTICLE 32. This recommendation, which shall 
be submitted to the Secretary General of the Oas, 
shall cover the following points: 

a. Approval of the study plan; 

b. The effective date and length of the 
fellowship; 

c. Center or institution selected; and 

d. Value of the fellowship, amount that 
is to be paid for travel and other ex- 
penses, and manner of payment. 

ARTICLE 33. The beneficiary of a fellowship for 
advanced study shall enter the center selected 
and work under the guidance of a professor or 
other responsible person. 

ArticLe 34. The Technical Secretary of the 
program shall send directly to the applicant 
notification of the decision taken by the Secretary 
General of the Oas, and transmit a copy of every 
favorable decision to the respective government 
and to the institution in which the fellow is to 
study. 

ArticLE 35. The documents attached to re- 
jected applications for fellowships shall be re- 
turned to the applicants together with the ap- 
propriate notification. 

ArtIcLE 36. Upon the expiration of a fellow- 
ship, the Technical Secretary shall advise the 
respective government of that fact. 


VII 


FORFEITURE, RENUNCIATION, AND CANCELLATION 
OF FELLOWSHIPS 


ARTICLE 37. The right to the fellowship will be 
forfeited by any unjustified interruption of stud- 
ies, failure to use the fellowship on the effective 
date, lack of progress, or misconduct reported by 
the center in which the fellow is studying. 

ARTICLE 38. The fellowship may be renounced 
prior to its effective date; renunciation without 
justifiable cause while the fellowship is in effect 
shall obligate the fellow to return all funds re- 
ceived. 

ARTICLE 39. The Secretary General of the Oas 
may, at any time, and after the fellowship holder 
has been heard by the Advisory Board, cancel a 
fellowship, when, in his judgment, such action 
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should be taken in the interest of the Organiza- 
tion of American States. 


VIII 


Artic.LeE 40. In the administration of the fel- 
lowship program, the standards of the Pan Amer- 
ican Union, and the regulations based thereon, 
shall be applied in those cases not provided for in 
these regulations. 


First Report OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
THE ELEVENTH INTER-AMERICAN CONFER- 
ENCE.—At the meeting held June 4, 1958, 
the Council of the Organization received a 
report” from the Committee on Prepara- 
tions for the Eleventh Inter-American 
Conference. 

The committee reported that in the course 
of several meetings dealing with prepara- 
tions for the Eleventh Inter-American 
Conference, to be held in Quito, Ecuador, 
it had drawn up some preliminary documen- 
tation for consideration by the Council and 
the member states. 

The report included suggested standards 
to be considered in the preparation of the 
agenda for the conference, a preliminary list 
of topics for the agenda, and some proposed 
amendments to the Regulations of the Inter- 
American Conference. 

In view of the fact that the Inter-Ameri- 
can Conference is the supreme organ of the 
Oas, the Council of the Organization felt 
that the member states, the organs of the 
Council, and the specialized organizations 
should have the opportunity to present their 
observations on items in the report. The 
Council, therefore, at the June 4 meeting, 
approved a resolution to transmit the com- 
mittee report to the governments of the 
member states, and the preliminary list of 
topics to the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council, the Inter-American Council 
of Jurists, the Inter-American Cultural 
Council, and the specialized organizations. 
The resolution also requested the govern-

ments to transmit their observations on the 
preliminary list of topics and the proposed 
amendments to the Regulations, prior to 
September 15, 1958. 


CANCELLATION OF THE CALL FOR A 
MEETING OF ConsuULTATION.—On May 1, 
1957, the Council of the Organization con- 
sidered a note from the Government of 
Honduras, invoking the Inter-American 
Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance for appli- 
cation in a dispute that had arisen between 
that country and Nicaragua. On May 2, the 
Council approved a resolution convoking a 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs and constituting itself to 
act provisionally as Organ of Consultation. 

The Council later, on May 17, appointed 
an ad hoe committee to collaborate with 
the Governments of Honduras and Nicara- 
gua in finding a peaceful solution to their 
differences. The committee negotiated a 
cease-fire agreement between Honduras and 
Nicaragua and drew up troop-withdrawal 
plans. On July 5 the committee reported 
that both countries had agreed to submit 
the difference between them to the Inter- 
national Court of Justice." 

On June 16, 1958, the Ambassador of 
Honduras informed the Secretary General 
of the Oas, by letter, that on July 1, his 
government would present its claim to the 
International Court of Justice. 

At the June 27 meeting of the Council of 
the Organization, the ad hoc committee of 
the Council acting provisionally as Organ 
of Consultation presented a report! setting 
forth the above information and stating that 
since the difference between Honduras and 
Nicaragua was in the process of final solu- 
tion it believed that the call for the Meet- 
ing of Consultation should be canceled and 
the activities of the Council acting pro-

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visionally as Organ of Consultation termi- 
nated. The Council discussed the draft 
resolution to this effect that was presented 
by the committee and approved the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States acting provisionally as Organ of Consulta- 
tion, 

CONSIDERING: 

The background information and facts pre- 
sented in the attached report of the ad hoc Com- 
mittee of the Council acting provisionally as 
Organ of Consultation, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To cancel the call for a Meeting of Consulta- 
tion of Ministers of Foreign Affairs that was made, 
in accordance with the Inter-American Treaty 
of Reciprocal Assistance, in the resolution of the 
Council of the Organization of May 2, 1957; and, 
consequently, to terminate the provisional activ- 
ities of the Council as Organ of Consultation. 

2. To request the Secretary General of the 
Organization of American States to bring the 
information referred to in the preceding para- 
graph to the attention of the United Nations 
Security Council. 

3. To express its appreciation to the Govern- 
ments of Honduras and Nicaragua for the co- 
operation they have given the Council of the 
Organization of American States, acting provi- 
sionally as Organ of Consultation, in settling the 
disagreement that existed between the two govern- 
ments. 


Costa RIcAN DRAFT RESOLUTION ON 
Arms Limiration.—At the Council meeting 
held March 5, 1958, the Representative of 
Costa Rica, Ambassador Gonzalo J. Facio, 
made a statement on arms limitation and 
presented the following draft resolution: 


WHEREAS: 

The lofty ends sought by the Organization of 
American States are closely linked to the economic 
and social development of the peoples of this 
Hemisphere; 

It is therefore necessary to intensify national 
efforts and inter-American cooperation designed 
to raise the living standards of the American 
peoples; 

The great progress made through the collective- 
security structure of the inter-American system 
has made war between nations of this Hemisphere 
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practically impossible, and any extracontinental 
military aggression extremely difficult; 

None of the Latin American nations have 
nuclear weapons, nor have they shown any in- 
terest in acquiring or producing them, inasmuch 
as the Latin American governments have, in 
repeated statements, made clear their determina- 
tion to channel the technical skills and resources 
of their countries into the peaceful application of 
nuclear energy; 

The maintenance of military forces equipped 
with conventional arms consumes a large pro- 
portion of the resources of the Latin American 
countries; 

The engineering corps of the armed forces of 
several countries of this Hemisphere are doing 
work that furthers the economic development of 
their respective countries, and the armed forces 
of all the Latin American countries, if properly 
organized and equipped, could greatly increase 
the construction of public works and open more 
new areas for economic exploitation, without 
detriment to their military functions; 

At the United Nations all the American coun- 
tries, without exception, have warmly supported 
the idea of world disarmament and have vigor- 
ously endorsed the plans of the western powers 
for achieving a progressive limitation of arma- 
ments and military forces; and 

The Tenth Inter-American Conference, in 
Resolution xvi, requested the Council of the 
Organization to carry out studies and prepare 
drafts regarding topics that would be dealt with 
by the Inter-American Conference or the Meeting 
of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To appoint from among its members a special 
committee to study the needs of inter-American 
defense and of the defense of each American coun- 
try, with a view to determining whether it is pos- 
sible for the Latin American countries: 

a. To renounce the use and possibility of ac- 
quiring nuclear weapons; 
. To place greater emphasis on the civil- 
engineering functions of their armed forces; 
To limit their military expenditures; and 
. To allocate the funds obtained by reducing 
military expenditures, to the financing of 
national or inter-American economic-de- 
velopment programs. 

2. If this study shows that it is possible and de- 
sirable to adopt all or part of the measures men- 
tioned in the preceding article, the special com- 
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mittee shall prepare the proposal or proposals 
required for putting them into effect. 

3. Any proposal or proposals that the special 
committee prepares in carrying out the task as- 
signed to it shall be submitted to the Eleventh 
Inter-American Conference, so that it may take 
cognizance thereof. 

4. The special committee may request the co- 
operation of the organs of the Council, as well as 
of the Inter-American Defense Board. 

5. To authorize the Secretary General to con- 
tract for such technical advisory services as are 
needed to enable the committee to carry out suc- 
cessfully the task assigned it in this resolution. 


The Council considered this draft resolu- 
tion at the meetings of March 5 and 6. On 
the latter date it was decided to suspend the 
discussion in order to give the delegations 
an opportunity to consult their govern- 
ments, and the Chairman was authorized to 
call a meeting of the Council for the purpose 
of giving further consideration to the mat- 
ter, taking into account any observations 
transmitted to him by the representatives. 


REQUEST FOR A TECHNICAL STUDY ON 
AsyLumM.—Under date of June 12, 1958, the 
Representative of Colombia on the Council 
of the Oas, Ambassador José Gutiérrez 
Goémez, addressed a note to the Secretary 
General of the Organization, in which he 
stated that his Government wished to re- 
quest the opinion of the Inter-American 
Council of Jurists in order to settle a tech- 
nical question, of an urgent nature, on the 
applicability of diplomatic asylum in cases 
of military personnel on active duty. In his 
note, the Ambassador of Colombia stated 
that his Government hoped that the 
Council of the Organization would deter- 
mine if the nature of this request called for 
a special meeting of the Council of Jurists, 
if consideration of the matter should be 
postponed until the next regular meeting of 
that Council, or if the matter should first be 
submitted to the Inter-American Juridical 
Committee for study. 

At the meeting of the General Committee 


of the Council of the Oas held June 18, 
1958, the Colombian Ambassador explained 
the background and scope of the question as 
follows: 


Immediately after the military uprising that 
took place in Bogoté on May 2, 1958, several of the 
officers involved in it sought and found diplomatic 
asylum in various missions accredited in Bogotd. 

After an exchange of notes, through which no 
agreement was reached, the Government of Co- 
lombia decided to submit the juridical point to the 
Oas for study. 

In view of Colombia’s traditional position on 
asylum, the Government attributes special im- 
portance to this case, the significance of which is 
evident for all Latin American countries as it 
pertains to the guarantee of a noble institution 
that, in the opinion of the Colombian Government, 
would be seriously impaired if it could be used to 
condone offenses comitted by men to whom the 
republics entrust the safeguarding of their politi- 
cal institutions. 

Since 1940 the Colombian Foreign Ministry has 
made known, impartially, its opposition to asylum 
for military personnel on active duty. Foreign 
Minister Lépez de Mesa expounded this doctrine 
in a case in which Colombia had no national in- 
terest. 

... The position of Colombia is clear and open. 
It is not a question of submitting conflicting or 
controversial claims to a court for decision, but in 
view of the fact that the right of asylum is a tra- 
dition in the American republics, the Government 
of Colombia believes that it is obliged to submit 
this eminently juridical, technical question to the 
Inter-American Council of Jurists or the Inter- 
American Juridical Committee for study. The 
Government of Colombia feels sure that this would 
provide a valuable contribution to the clarifica- 
tion and strengthening of the institution of 
asylum, eliminating discrepancies and forestalling 
deviations that might constitute a danger to the 
maintenance of the democratic institutions of our 
countries. 

Questions of a purely juridical nature are in- 
volved in the interpretation of the conventions 
on asylum agreed to by the participating coun- 
tries; therefore, nothing could be more fitting and 
proper than to submit any differences to an im- 
partial, technical organization, that is represen- 
tative of all countries interested in the institution 
of asylum. 

The Government of Colombia has little doubt 
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that the Council of the Oas will accede to its re- 
quest and that with this step the difficulties that 
have arisen will be surmounted. 

. .. The Government of Colombia will take into 
account the opinion of the Inter-American Council 
of Jurists or the Inter-American Juridical Com- 
mittee in settling the immediate question now un- 
der consideration. However, if the opinion should 
be contrary to the position that my Government 
now maintains, and has maintained since 1940, 
the Government will proceed to denounce the con- 
ventions in force, in order to revise a point that 
in its opinion is of great importance and serious- 
ness. 


The Council requested the General Com- 
mittee, on June 20, 1958, to consider the 
alternative measures proposed in the Co- 
lombian note and to present its recommen- 
dations at a later meeting. At the meeting 
held June 30, the committee presented a 
report!® and the following draft resolution, 
which was approved without change: 


WHEREAS: 

In a note dated June 12, 1958, the Ambassador 
of Colombia stated that his government wished 
to request the technical services of the Inter- 
American Council of Jurists, under Article 6 of 
the Statutes of this organ; 

In the General Committee, the Ambassador of 
Colombia called attention to the general and pre- 
eminently technical nature of the request for an 
opinion on the applicability of diplomatic asylum, 
in the light of the law on the subject of asylum, 
in cases involving military personnel in active 
service; 

In his note, the Ambassador of Colombia stated 
that his government wished the Council of the 
Organization to decide whether this request, be- 
cause of its nature, called for a special meeting of 
the Inter-American Council of Jurists, whether 
consideration of the matter should be postponed 
until the next regular meeting of that Council, 
or whether the matter should first be submitted 
to the Inter-American Juridical Committee for 
study; 

The next meeting of the Inter-American Coun- 
cil of Jurists is to be held during the first two weeks 
of January 1959, and the next meeting of the Inter- 
American Juridical Committee is to open on July 
15, 1958; and

According to the Statutes of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Council of Jurists, the Council of the Organi- 
zation is empowered to submit the matter to the 
Inter-American Juridical Committee for study, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVEs: 

To submit the above-mentioned request of the 
Government of Colombia for an opinion first to 
the Inter-American Juridical Committee, so that 
it may study it and report in due course to the 
Council of the Organization. 


IMPLEMENTATION OF THE AGREEMENT 
WITH THE CARO AND CUERVO INSTITUTE.— 
On December 28, 1957, the Director of the 
Caro and Cuervo Institute addressed a com- 
munication to the Secretary General of the 
Oas, regarding the organization of the 
Andrés Bello Center and the execution of 
certain other activities called for in the 
cooperative agreement between the Council 
of the Organization and the aforesaid Insti- 
tute, signed on May 1, 1957.!¢ 

The above-mentioned communication 
listed the following steps taken by the Insti- 
tute and the Government of Colombia to 
implement the agreement: 


1. Resolution No. 194, of October 1, 1957, of 
the Director of the Institute, established the 
Andrés Bello Center, with a seminar for spe- 
cialized training in Spanish-American philology 
and linguistics, and created the posts of Dean of 
the Seminar and Secretary General of the Center. 
This resolution was approved by Agreement No. 
21, October 28, 1957, of the Board of the Caro and 
Cuervo Institute. 

2. In fulfillment of paragraph 3 of the coopera- 
tive agreement the Institute prepared the Stat- 
utes of the Andrés Bello Center, which were 
approved by the Board of the Caro and Cuervo In- 
stitute, at its meeting held October 28, 1957, by 
Agreement No. 20 of that date, and which have 
been approved by the Government of Colombia, 
through Decree No. 2523, of December 14, 1957. 

3. For the maintenance of the Andrés Bello 
Center the Institute has obtained the support of 
the National University Fund, through a contract

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signed May 17, 1957, thanks to which the Fund has 
appropriated, this year, the sum of 150,000 pesos 
to defray expenses and the cost of office space for 
the Andrés Bello Center. The Board of the Caro 
and Cuervo Institute, by Agreement No. 22 of 
1957, incorporated this amount in the budget of 
the Institute and allocated it for the items neces- 
sary to cover the maintenance of the Center during 
the first year of activity. 

4. In order to establish the Andrés Bello Center 
as soon as possible, the Institute has made pro- 
vision to include the necessary office space for it 
in the plans for the headquarters building cur- 
rently under construction in Yerbabuena, where 
the Center will be able to avail itself of the library 
and other general services of the Institute. 

5. The furniture and office equipment needed 
for the Center has been acquired. 

6. In the organization of the Andrés Bello 
Seminar, which is charged with the teaching func- 
tion of the Center, the Reverend Félix Restrepo, 
S. J., has been named Dean, and Dr. Horacio 
Bejarano Diaz, Secretary General. These officers, 
in collaboration with the administration of the 
Institute and the professors, have been drawing 
up the plans of study, programs, academic calen- 
dar, and selecting texts and teaching staff. The 
academic year of the Andrés Bello Seminar will be 
divided into two semesters: the first semester, 
from February through June, and the second from 
August through December, each year. In 1958 the 
courses will begin with the second semester, in or- 
der to allow time for fellows from other countries 
to attend. To fill the teaching posts of the Semi- 
nar some of the most illustrious hispanists from 
Spanish and American universities have been in- 
vited to serve as full-time professors, among them, 
professors Leo Spitzer, Jacov Malkiel, Rafael 
Lapesa, Antonio Tovar, Samuel Gili Caya, and 
Bernard Pottier. 


In other paragraphs of the letter, the 
Director of the Institute requested the coop- 
eration of the Oas in carrying out various 
undertakings called for in the agreement. 

The Council of the Organization received 
this letter on January 15, 1958, and _re- 
ferred it to the Committee on Inter-Amer- 
ican Organizations for study. 

At the meeting held April 30, 1958, the 
Council considered a report!” from the

Committee on Inter-American Organiza- 
tions, regarding the Andrés Bello Center, 
and approved the following resolution, sug- 
gested in the report: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 
HAVING SEEN: 

The report on the Andrés Bello Center, pre- 
sented by the Committee on Inter-American (r- 
ganizations, and the cooperative agreement he- 
tween the Council of the Organization and the 
Caro and Cuervo Institute, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To appoint Dr. Alfredo Urdinola, Director 
of the Pan American Union Office in Bogoté, to 
represent the Council at the meetings of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Caro and Cuervo Institute and 
of the Council of the Andrés Bello Center, in con- 
formity with the above-mentioned agreement and 
with the understanding that this official will con- 
sult with the Council of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States regarding any matter that is of interest 
to it or that might involve it in any way. 

2. To request the Secretary General to take 
the necessary measures to have the Caro and 
Cuervo Institute invited to appoint a representa- 
tive to attend the Third Meeting of the Inter- 
American Cultural Council and participate in its 
deliberations when matters related to the activ- 
ities of the Institute are discussed. 

3. To authorize the Andrés Bello Center to use 
in its official documents the statement ‘‘Centro 
Andrés Bello—Establecido en conformidad con 
el Acuerdo entre el Consejo de la Oka y el Instituto 
Caro y Cuervo’’. [Andrés Bello Center—Estab- 
lished in conformity with the Agreement between 
the Council of the Oas and the Caro and Cuervo 
Institute] 

4. To express to the Caro and Cuervo Institute 
its deep statisfaction at the proposals adopted 
for the operation of the Andrés Bello Center and 
transmit the report to it. 


The report of the Committee on Inter- 
American Organizations pointed out that it 
is the responsibility of the Pan American 
Union: 

1. To notify the member states of the Oas of 
the organization of the Andrés Bello Center and 
urge them to send fellowship students to attend 
the Seminar when it begins its activities during 


the second half of 1958; 
2. To encourage the member states, and «lso 
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public and private institutions, to participate in 
the support and development of the Andrés Bello 
Center; and 

3. To request public and private institutions 
of the member states to cooperate by sending con- 
tributions of books and magazines for the Ameri- 
can authors section of the Institute library. 


After the approval of the April 30 reso- 
lution, the United States Representative on 
the Council of the Organization, Mr. John 
C. Dreier, made the following remarks: 


I wish to mention, as an example of the interest 
that my government has in the Institute, that this 
year 20 teachers of Spanish, from secondary 
schools of the United States, will participate in 
an 8-week seminar at the Caro and Cuervo Insti- 
tute, on the study of the Spanish language. The 
participation of these United States teachers in 
this important philological work of the Institute 
was made possible by fellowships granted by the 
Department of State. In 1959, 20 fellowships will 
be granted to university professors for the pur- 
pose of studying at the Caro and Cuervo Institute; 
in the same year my government will grant a fel- 
lowship to a lecturer from this country for 
residence at the Institute for an entire academic 
year. 

I thought, perhaps, it would be of interest to 
the members of the Council to know that our 
country, although it is not a Spanish-speaking 
country, is very much interested in having its 
people learn the Spanish language, and is going 
to take advantage of the excellent opportunity for 
improving teaching methods that is offered by the 
Seminar of the Institute. 


Stupy ON AN INTER-AMERICAN TRANS- 
PORTATION CrntTrER.—At the meeting held 
January 13, 1958, the Council of the Organ- 
ization received a draft resolution, proposed 
jointly by the delegations of Argentina and 
Panama, calling for a study to be made on 
the possibility of establishing an_ inter- 
American transportation center. 

In presenting the draft resolution the 
representative of Panama pointed out that 
tecommendation 5 of the Inter-American 
Committee of Presidential Representatives, ®

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of the Oas,!® and Resolution trx of the 
Seventh Pan American Highway Congress”° 
urged the Council of the Oas to consider the 
establishment of a center for technical re- 
search and training of personnel in urban, 
rail, highway, maritime, river, and air 
transportation. 

The draft resolution was discussed by the 
members of the Council and, after some 
editorial changes, was approved as follows: 


WHEREAS: 

An efficient production system requires that 
there be adequate means of transportation and dis- 
tribution and that all efforts directed toward 
promoting economic development must be ac- 
companied by measures for facilitating and ex- 
panding the movement of goods both inside and 
outside the country; 

The development of transportation systems is a 
basic need of the countries of America; 

The elements that a country needs in order to 
have an adequate transportation system and 
operate it efficiently are varied, inasmuch as the 
planning, establishment, and operation of a trans- 
portation system demands, in addition to the 
necessary financial resources, technical experts 
with experience and knowledge in the planning of 
transportation programs and personnel specialized 
in the execution of the various projects and in the 
management and administration of the services; 

The existence of these needs and the urgent 
necessity of meeting them was recognized by the 
Inter-American Committee of Presidential Repre- 
sentatives, which recommended (Recommenda- 
tion No. 5, paragraph 2) that the Council of the 
Organization of American States ‘‘study the pos- 
sibility of establishing, as a regular activity of 
the Organization, an inter-American center for 
technical research and training in urban, rail, 
highway, maritime, river, and air transporta- 
tion’’; 

In Resolution vi of the Economic Conference of 
the Oas it was deemed that the initiation of these 
activities would be of positive benefit for the ad- 
vancement of the economic development programs 
of the countries of America and Recommendation 
No. 5 of the Inter-American Committee of Presi- 
dential Representatives was consequently en- 
dorsed; 

It was also pointed out in Resolution x1x of the 
Economic Conference of the Oas that one of the

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principal requirements for achieving the progress 
of the American States is to have adequate means 
of transportation; 

In Resolution L1x of the Seventh Pan American 
Highway Congress, the Organization of American 
States is requested to study the possibility of 
establishing an inter-American center for techni- 
cal research and training of personnel in automo- 
tive land transportation matters; and 

Through the Pan American Highway Con- 
gresses, and the technical committees created by 
them, attention has also been paid to the trans- 
portation problem and several proposals have been 
made, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To establish a special committee, which will 
be composed of seven members of the Council and 
appointed by the Chairman of the Council, to 
initiate studies on an inter-American center for 
technical research and training of personnel in 
urban, rail, highway, maritime, river, and air 
transportation and, if it considers the establish- 
ment of such a center to be possible and accept- 
able, to propose for adoption measures leading to 
its establishment. 

2. To call upon the competent organs of the 

Council, the Secretary General of the Organiza- 
tion, and the Executive Director of the Program 
of Technical Cooperation, when necessary, for 
such technical advice as the special committee 
requires, 
Jn compliance with paragraph 1 of the 
above resolution, the Chairman appointed 
the representatives of Argentina, Brazil, 
Colombia, Honduras, Mexico, Panama, and 
the United States to serve on the special 
committee. 

Report ON THE INTER-AMERICAN Hous- 
ING CrENTER.—Resolution xxxv of the 
Tenth Inter-American Conference”! contains 
several provisions for strengthening of the 
Inter-American Housing Center. The reso- 
lution was referred to the Committee on 
Inter-American Organizations of the Council 
of the Organization, on May 19, 1954. 

On June 2, 1954, the chairman of the 
committee wrote to the Chairman of the 
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Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil pointing out that since the Housing 
Center was a part of the Program of Tech- 
nical Cooperation of the Oas, and I-A 
Ecosoc had been considering the future of 
the center, the committee would be in. 
terested in knowing the views of I-A Ecosoc 
on the matter. On October 19, 1956, I-A 
Ecosoc reported that its Committee on 
Technical Cooperation was giving the mat- 
ter its consideration. 

During the period that this matter was 
under consideration by these Councils, ree- 
ommendations were made by two other 
bodies. The Inter-American Committee of 
Presidential Representatives, in its Recom- 
mendation 18,” proposed that “the Pan 
American Union...take charge of the 
administration and execution of the pro- 
gram of the Inter-American Housing and 
Planning Center as part of its regular actiy- 
ities”. This recommendation was reiterated 
in Resolution vim of the Economic Con- 
ference of the Oas,™ held in Buenos Aires, 
in August 1957. That resolution also re- 
quested the Council of the Oas to include in 
the budget of the Pan American Union an 
item for the necessary funds for the main- 
tenance of the center. 

In compliance with these requests the 
Council included the amount of $120,000 
in the 1958-59 budget of the Pau, to cover 
the expenses of the center for the six mouths 
beginning January 1, 1959, at which time 
the center will be incorporated into the Pat 
program. 

At the Council meeting of March 6, 1958, 
the Committee on Inter-American Orgaui- 
zations presented a report‘ setting forth the 
above decisions and activities. The report 
stated that in view of these arrangements 
for the Housing Center the committee felt

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that no further action was needed to carry 
out the provisions of Resolution xxxv.2 
of the Tenth Conference. The Council took 
note of the report and the matter was 
closed. 

ELECTION OF UruGUAY TO THE INTER- 
AmerIcAN PEACE Commirrere.—Article 5 of 
the Statutes of the Inter-American Peace 
Committee provides that one member state 
of the committee shall be replaced each year. 
Since the two-year term of Argentina was to 
expire August 6, 1958, the Council of the 
Oas, at its meeting of June 20, considered 
the election of a member state to replace 
Argentina. As a result of the balloting Uru- 
guay was elected to the committee for a full 
five-year term. The Inter-American Peace 
Committee is now composed of the repre- 
sentatives of Mexico, the United States, 
Brazil, El Salvador, and Uruguay. 


TrentTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE AMERICAN 
DECLARATION OF THE RIGHTS AND DuTIEs 
or Man.—The Council of the Organization 
of American States held a special session 
on May 28, 1958, to commemorate the 
tenth anniversary of the adoption of the 
American Declaration of the Rights and 
Duties of Man.*° The meeting was opened 
by the Chairman of the Council, Ambassador 
Eduardo Augusto Garcia, Representative of 
Argentina, who spoke briefly on the signifi- 
cance of the Declaration and introduced 
the principal speaker, Ambassador Julio A. 
Lacarte, Representative of Uruguay. 

Ambassador Lacarte, Chairman of the 
Council’s Subcommittee on Human Rights, 
included the following remarks in_ his 
address: 


The Declaration whose anniversary we are 
celebrating represented an adjustment of the 
reigning trends and the degree to which the 


governments, as a whole—in accordance with the

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realities of that moment in history—were willing 
to go to bind themselves in the matter. 

Hence, even though the Declaration does have 
great moral force, it lacks juridical force. Never- 
theless, as far as the conscience of Ameria is con- 
cerned, it was an essential step forward: in that 
document not only are the rights and duties of 
man specifically enumerated, but man is recog- 
nized as the protagonist of international society. 

A salient feature of the Declaration is the incor- 
poration—in addition to the human rights ema- 
nating from natural laws—of the so-called social, 
economic, and cultural rights, such as the right to 
work and to fair remuneration, the right to leisure 
time and the use thereof, the right to social se- 
curity, the right of association, the right to the 
preservation of health and to well-being, the right 
to education, and the right to the benefits of cul- 
ture. 

Thus two kinds of rights—the ‘‘old”’ and the 
‘new’? as Maritain called them—were reconciled 
so that human dignity might everywhere be at- 
tained through the individual’s freedom of choice 
and his control over the basically human, moral, 
and spiritual values. 

In the light of this interpretation, we see the 
whole value of the concepts found in the introduc- 
tion to the Declaration, according to which ‘The 
American States have... recognized that the es- 
sential rights of man are not derived from the 
fact that he is a national of a certain state, but are 
based upon attributes of his human personality’’. 
When, in the same section, mention is made of 
conditions existing at the time it was drafted, 
that was done to indicate that action for the future 
is necessary and inevitable. This passage reads: 
“The affirmation of essential human rights by the 
American states together with the guarantees 
given by the internal regimes of the states, es- 
tablish the initial system of protection considered 
by the American states as being suited to the pres- 
ent social and juridical conditions, not without a 
recognition on their part that they should in- 
creasingly strengthen that system in the interna- 
tional field as conditions become more favorable’’. 

The originality that can be ascribed to the 
American document makes it the forerunner— 
and not in time alone—of the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights, proclaimed by the United 
Nations General Assembly on December 10, 1948. 

This is a fact that should be mentioned, not 
just to establish priorities, but to demonstrate 
that the American vocation for law and justice 
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finds expression, as on the world level, in positive 
statements of high human and doctrinaire value. 

The Declaration was a goal, because it gave 
expression—limited, it is true—to the require- 
ments of American conditions at the time, but it 
has also been a point of departure from which to 
make the gains that the juridical conscience of the 
American community still is calling for. 

Only a system with international jurisdiction 
can ensure that a satisfactory system for indi- 
vidual liberty and social justice will be, in effect, 
a system founded on respect for the essential rights 
of man as a necessary condition for security and 
peace, founded on moral order, and on justice, as 
is so admirably stated in the preamble to our 
Charter. 

In a field like this, said a well-known French 
jurist, where we run the risk of being bested by 
time, only the least excusable of policies can ex- 
plain our holding back. 

Nor should we forget the demands of internal 
security in our countries, and the necessity of 
eliminating every threat of subversive activities 
that would endanger the democratic form of gov- 
ernment and the social structure that is comple- 
mentary thereto. 

As has often been said, the prevention of totali- 
tarian intervention calls not only for restraining 
measures, but also for the strengthening of the 
democratic system as one of the most effective 
means of forestalling such intervention. The 
democratic system, in turn, inevitably presup- 
poses the protection of man’s rights and freedoms 
through international or collective action. 

It therefore becomes imperative that the 
Eleventh Inter-American Conference consider 
the approval of a convention on the protection of 
human rights and a statute for the Inter-American 
Court, and that the respective draft texts be pre- 
pared and submitted to the American govern- 
ments for study. 

With the American Declaration of the Rights 
and Duties of Man we took the first step. Now 
we must define those rights by a pact and make 
sure of measures for implementing it. 

We have thus outlined the road to be followed 
if the juridical vocation of America is to be once 
more affirmed. The inter-American system has 
justly been described as the loftiest expression 
of an international philosophy, characterized by 
ethical principles and professions of faith, in- 
spired by noble and generous considerations. 

Now it is incumbent upon us to safeguard zeal- 


ously the progress achieved, but is our no less 
inescapable duty to show, in view of the anxieties, 
fears, and hopes of a world that is yearning for a 
better life, that the peoples of America have in 
their institutions the surest formulas for the at- 
tainment of their well-being, the affirmation of 
their liberty, and the realization of their ideals 
of peace and culture. 

Violations of liberty mean the existence of alu- 
sive power, and this, in turn, means the break- 
down, not of moral law only, but of legal stand- 
ards. From such violations spring violence, 
oppression, and hatred, on the human level, and 
on the international level, threats to peace and to 


the rules governing harmonious relationships 
: 


among nations. 

“In the relationship, which has been irrefutably 
established,’’ says De Visscher, ‘‘between the 
rights of man on the one hand and the maintenance 
of peace and respect for law on the other, is to be 
found the first affirmation of a great moral and 
civilizing principle.” 

And since human values are the only ones that 
can be imposed by universal consent, it is on those 
values that the final union of peace and law rests. 

Our system has, then, a categorical mandate, 
which we cannot fail to obey without compromis- 
ing the very foundations of that system. The 
commemoration of this anniversary is a_pro- 
pitious time for us to pledge ourselves to perform 
the work that still remains to be done, in order to 
set the capstone on our Organization and thus 
satisfy the highest ideals of man in America. 


TriputeE to TomAs CARRASQUILLA, 
CoLomBIAN WrirEer.—At the meeting held 
February 3, 1958, the Council of the Org:ni- 
zation paid special tribute to Tomas Carras- 
quilla (1858-1940), celebrated Colombian 
writer, on the occasion of the first centenary 
of his birth. 

The Representative of Colombia, Ambas- 
sador Jose Gutiérrez Gémez, spoke in 
praise of Carrasquilla and presented to each 
member of the Council a copy of the com- 
plete works of the noted author. 

The Representative of Peru, Ambassador 
Juan Bautista de Lavalle, delivered an 
address to the Council in which he discussed 
the background and achievements of Car- 
rasquilla and his impact on the literature 
of the Americas. In the course of his address 
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Ambassador Lavalle included the following 
remarks: 

The rise of the career of this essentially Ameri- 
can author began in 1896 with the publication of 
Frutos de mi tierra, and ascended to the peak of 
literary dedication and reputation with La Mar- 
quesa de Yolombé, published in 1926. In this novel 
Carrasquilla drew upon Antioquian folklore, 
which he masterfully incorporated in the frame of 
the story. The regional scenes, vividly painted, 
present the picture of a colony in the mining area 
of San Lorenzo de Yolombé, about the middle of 
the eighteenth century. For its broad design, mag- 
nificent development, richness, and beauty of ex- 
pression, the literary critics agreed that this novel 
was the greatest work of the Antioquian writer. 

In 1935 a board composed of Jorge Zalamea, for 
the National Ministry of Education, Antonio 
Gémez Restrepo, for the Colombian Academy of 
the Spanish Language, and Baldomero Sanin 
Cano, for the press, awarded Carrasquilla the 
José Maria Vergara y Vergara National Prize for 
Literature, judging his work Por aguas y pedrejo- 
nes first among the 17 that were entered in the 
competition. ... 

In addition to his novels, Carrasquilla wrote 
stories, chronicles, and criticism. In the second 
of his Homilias, written about 1914 and addressed 
to the leaders of modernism in Bogotd, he ex- 
pressed with sincere eloquence his concept of the 
primary mission of the writer in Colombia and in 
America. In this essay he set forth his esthetic 
creed and revealed his interest in everything pe- 
culiarly of the Americas; an interest that later led 
to the production of the vernacular novel. In this 
Homilia he says, ‘‘...I do not grumble because 
your spirits are modern, I grumble because you 
reject spontaneity and vision, the eternal and 
universal elements of art, restricting yourselves 
to exotic and ephemeral forms from decayed civili- 
zations. I grumble because the modernism that 
you wish to engender here is incongruous with our 
national character. I grumble because manifesta- 
tions of the spirit should spring naturally and 
spontaneously from the temper of each nation 
during its various ages... because literary Co- 
lombia should not relinquish its own spirit, its 
own sentiment, its individual nationality”’. 

Unmistakably characteristic of this American 
writer is the feeling for the land, the love for its 
people, and the perceptive ear for regional speech, 
that he employs with such mastery in the pithy, 
picturesque, readable dialogue of his charac- 
Ch ee 


This identification of the author with environ- 
ment, region, and popular speech is not a limita- 
tion: in the milieu of each town, each region, each 
race, there are human elements of universal sig- 
nificance. 

At this time of tribute to Tomds Carrasquilla, 
peerless guide and master in the knowledge and 
understanding of the Antioquian country and in 
the inspiring and lasting revelation of the un- 
mistakable personality of that region, it is very 
gratifying to us that Colombia should be repre- 
sented on the Council by another illustrious Antio- 
quian, Ambassador José Gutiérrez Gomez, to 
whom we express our sincere thanks for the price- 
less gift of the complete works of Carrasquilla, 
published by the family of the master and edited 
by Benigno A. Gutiérrez, a gift that is doubtless 
the finest memorial to the glory of the noble Co- 
lombian writer on the first centenary of his birth. 


TRIBUTE TO ALEJANDRO ALVAREZ, 
CHILEAN Jurist.—At its meeting of Feb- 
ruary 19, 1958, the Council of the Organiza- 
tion paid special tribute to the eminent 
Chilean jurist, Alejandro Alvarez, on the 
ninetieth anniversary of his birth. 

Mr. Alvarez, who was born in Santiago, 
Chile, in 1868, has long been considered 
one of the architects of modern American 
international law. He is a co-founder of the 
American Institute of International Law 
and is the author of several books, such as 
American Problems in International Law and 
La Codificacién del Derecho Internacional 
en América (The Codification of Interna- 
tional Law in America). 

In addition to his primary interest in 
American international law Mr. Alvarez 
has taken a prominent part in world inter- 
national law as an author and as one of the 
founders of the Institut des Hautes Etudes 
Internationales, in Paris. 

In a speech delivered at the February 19 
meeting of the Council, the Ambassador 
of Chile, Mariano Puga, commented on the 
brilliant career of Mr. Alvarez, emphasizing 
his outstanding role in conferences and 
meetings on international law. He informed 
the Council that, although in his ninetieth 
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year, Mr. Alvarez is currently working on a 
new book, soon to be published under the 
title El derecho internacional nuevo en su 
relacién con la vida actual de los pueblos 
(The New International Law in relation to 
Present-day Life). 

Ambassador Puga’s closing remarks were 
as follows: 


At this time when all the nations of the world 
are preparing to celebrate the anniversary of the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights, pro- 
claimed by the United Nations General Assembly 
in December 1948, the same year in which, earlier, 
the Ninth International Conference of American 
States approved the American Declaration of the 
Rights and Duties of Man, it is fitting to mark the 
contribution that Alejandro Alvarez, together 
with other eminent writers on international law, 
has brought to the clarification and establish- 
ment of those human rights. Alvarez established 
himself as one of the precursors of these declara- 
tions when, in his book La reconstruccién del de- 
recho de gentes (The Re-evaluation of the Law of 
Nations), he observed that ‘“‘the state has, in ad- 
dition to a spirit...a particular psychology” 
and that ‘‘moral forces of great importance spring 
from it’’. In Declaracién sobre las bases funda- 
mentales y los grandes principios del derecho inter- 
nacional moderno (Declaration on the Basic Prin- 
ciples of Modern International Law), a work that 
drew applause from such highly respected insti- 
tutions as the International Law Association and 
the International Diplomatic Academy, he states 
in Article 28, ‘‘The state should guarantee to each 
individual within its territory full and complete 
protection of the right to life, liberty, and prop- 
erty, without distinction as to nationality, sex, 
language, or religion’’. 

Thus it was through these great declarations 
that Alvarez first achieved regional acclamation 
and, later, world-wide recognition of those un- 
dying principles that are not merely American 
but universal—and when these principles are vio- 
lated it only serves to emphasize how vital they 
are to the welfare of mankind. 

I thank you, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of 
the Council, for giving me this opportunity to pay 
tribute to the man who has been called ‘‘the 
scientific father of American international law’’. 
It is particularly fitting that such tribute should 
be paid here, where the keys to American peace, 
based on the great principles to which Alvarez 
contributed so much, are guarded. 


Following these remarks by the Repre- 
sentative of Chile it was agreed that a 
message of congratulations would be sent 
to Mr. Alvarez, expressing to him the 
esteem and good wishes of the Council. 


Deatu oF Roscoe Snipes.—During the 
meeting held June 20, 1958, the Chairman 
of the Council paid tribute to the memory 
of the United States newspaperman, Mr. 
Roscoe Snipes, correspondent for United 
Press International, who died June 10. 

During the last 20 years Mr. Snipes 
specialized in covering news of Latin 
America. He resided, for a time, in Buenos 
Aires, and came to be well-known in inter- 
American political and diplomatic circles. 
In the last 10 years of his life he covered, as 
a correspondent, all of the inter-American 
conferences and all meetings of the Council 
of the Oas. 

The Chairman of the Council closed his 
tribute to Mr. Snipes with the following 
remarks: “Those that knew and worked 
with Snipes will never forget his generous 
nature and integrity nor his unstinting labor 
in the exacting task of reporting the news 
to the public. He was modest, he was gentle, 
he was kind; he was one of those Southern 
gentlemen to whom tradition has ascribed 
all virtues; and he died young, scarcely 52 
years old. It will be difficult to fill the void 
that he has left, and more difficult still to 
console his colleagues for their irreparable 
loss. With these few words I offer my 
sincere appreciation for all that he has done 
in furthering the ideals that are held by all 
of us here.” 

ProrocoLtary Mertines.—During _ the 
first half of 1958 the Council of the Organiza- 
tion held several protocolary meetings to 
receive visiting dignitaries of the member 
states and to commemorate special events. 

On February 25, the Council met in honor 
of the President-elect of Guatemala, General 
Manuel Ydigoras Fuentes. The President- 
elect of Costa Rica, Mario Echandi, was 
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guest of honor at the protocolary meeting 
held March 28. 

On Pan American Day, April 14, there 
was a special meeting of the Council at 
which the principal speaker was Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles, of the United 
States. 


The Council met again in protocolary 
session on April 16, to commemorate the 
tenth anniversary of the signing of the 
Charter of the Oas. At that meeting the 
Council was addressed by the Colombian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Carlos Sanz de 
Santamaria.

ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERNATIONAL 
CoFFEE ORGANIZATION.—On April 25, 1957, 
the Special Committee on Coffee of the 
Inter-American Economic and_ Social 
Council presented a document, Proposals 
for an International Coffee Organization, 
together with other papers, to I-A Ecosoc 
which approved a resolution transmitting 
them to the governments of the member 
states.” 

As a result of these proposals, the Govern- 
ment of Brazil convoked an International 
Coffee Conference to be held in Rio de 
Janeiro in January 1958, and invited the 
Inter-American Economic and_ Social 
Council to send representation. At its 
meeting of January 6, 1958, I-A Ecosoc 
agreed to accept the invitation (Resolution 
1/58) and appointed Chairman Harold M. 
Randall, of the United States, and Vice 
Chairman Rafael Glower Valdivieso, of 
El Salvador, as representatives. 

The International Coffee Conference met 
in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, from January 20 
to 27, 1958. The conference was attended 
by delegations from Belgium, Brazil, Colom- 
bia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, E] Salvador, France, Guatemala, 
Haiti, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Peru, 
Portugal, and Venezuela. There were also 
observers from Argentina, Canada, Chile, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, the Federal 
Republic of German, India, Indonesia, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, Panama, 
Paraguay, Poland, Spain, Sweden, the 
United Kingdom, and the United States. 
The conference was also attended by

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representatives of Ecita, Fao, I-A Ecosoc, 
Inter-American Institute of Agricultural 
Sciences, Inter American Statistical Insti- 
tute, and the Oas, as well as by observers 
from several nongovernmental organizations. 

The conference was formally opened hy 
the President of Brazil, Juscelino Kubit- 
schek, who spoke at the inaugural session, 
as did the Chairman of the Brazilian 
Delegation, José Maria Alkmim, Minister 
of Finance of Brazil, and Mr. Alfonso Rochac, 
Chairman of the Delegation of El Salvador, 
who spoke on behalf of the delegations to the 
conference. 

Prior to the inaugural session there was a 
preliminary meeting at which Mr. Alkmim 
was elected President of the conference, and 
at which the order of precedence was 
established, committees appointed, and the 
Regulations and agenda for the conference 
approved. 

The first plenary session was addressed 
by Dr. José A. Mora, Secretary General 
of the Oas, who expressed his pleasure at 
having the Proposals for an International 
Coffee Organization, prepared by the secre- 
tariat, used as a working document for the 
conference. 

The work of the conference was sum- 
marized in a report presented to the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council 
on March 24, 1958, by its Chairman and 
Vice Chairman, in their capacity as observers 
at the conference. Excerpts from this 
report are printed below. 

At the first plenary session the delegation of 
Cuba presented, for the consideration of the 
conference, a vote of appreciation to I-A Ecosoc, 
the Secretary General of the Oas, and the Co- 


ordinating Committee for the Creation of the 
International Coffee Organization, for the work

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carried out and for the preparation of those 

documents that would serve as a basis for the 

deliberations of the conference. This motion was 
seconded by the delegation of Peru and approved 
unanimously. 

Subsequent to this session a working group 
was established, spontaneously, composed of the 
representatives of the producing countries par- 
ticipating in the conference, which, taking as a 
basis the draft agreement prepared by the Co- 
ordinating Committee for the Creation of the 
Organization, as well as the amendments pre- 
sented to this draft, drew up the final text of the 
Convention; it was in this working group, pre- 
sided over by Paulo Guzzo, President of the 
Brazilian Coffee Institute, that for the first time 
in international cooperative relations in coffee 
matters all the representatives of the various 
coffee-producing areas of the world met around 
one table. Significantly, a perfect understanding 
was revealed, with regard to the objective of the 
conference, on the part of all those participating 
in this working group. 

The Convention Constituting the International 
Coffee Organization was drawn up and, after 
review by the Style Committee, was presented to 
the fourth plenary session, where it was unan- 
imously approved. A proposal on privileges and 
immunities for the Organization was also ap- 
proved at that session, for submittal to the 
governments of the countries represented at the 
conference to be considered as a basis for an 
agreement on the matter. The session also dis- 
cussed and approved the establishment of a 
Preparatory Committee for the International 
Coffee Organization, with the following duties: 

a. To draw up the draft statutes of the 

International Coffee Organization; 

. To plan the structure of the Organization 
and its activities for the first fiscal year; 

c. To make preparations for the meeting of 
the first General Assembly; 

. To propose to the General Assembly all 
measures necessary for the early func- 
tioning of the Organization, including 
the budget estimates for the first fiscal 
year and the manner in which contribu- 
tions should be collected; 

e. To initiate contact with 

organizations concerned 
matters; and 

f. To provide the governments and interested 

groups with information on the objec- 
tives and activities of the Organization, 
so that these may be understood as 
fully as possible. 
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Finally, this same plenary session approved, 
by acclamation, a vote of recognition, presented 
by the Delegation of El Salvador, paragraph 2 of 
which express appreciation to the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council ‘‘for the enthusiastic 
and warm manner with which it supported the 
work that culminated in the valuable basic docu- 
mentation for the conference.”’ 

The second and third plenary sessions were 
devoted, mainly, to hearing the statements from 
some of the observers, such as those from the 
Netherlands and from the United States of Amer- 
ica, as well as the statements of the representa- 
tive of international agencies. 

The closing session was held on the afternoon 
of January 27, at which time 15 of the 17 delegates 
signed the Convention Constituting the Inter- 
national Coffee Organization. ... 


Appended to the report was the text of 
the speech delivered by Mr. Randall, as 
Chairman of I-A Ecosoc, at the first 
plenary session of the coffee conference; 
the texts of the resolutions establishing the 
Preparatory Committee and the vote of 
appreciation to the Secretary General of 
the Oas, to I-A Ecosoc, and to the Coordin- 
ating Committee; and a summary of the 
Convention Constituting the International 
Coffee Organization. 

The full text of the Convention, as signed 
at Rio de Janeiro, January 27, 1958, is 
printed below. 


CONVENTION CONSTITUTING THE 
INTERNATIONAL COFFEE ~ 
ORGANIZATION 
PREAMBLE 


The signatory governments, considering the 
importance of coffee production and the coffee 
trade in the world economy, and considering the 
need to establish effective means of cooperation 
among the countries interested in the coffee 
industry, agree to the present Convention Con- 
stituting the International Coffee Organization: 


ARTICLE I 
INTERNATIONAL COFFEE ORGANIZATION 


Section 1. Establishment and purpose. There is 
established by the present Convention an Inter- 
national Coffee Organization, whose objects shall 
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defend the coffee economy, to provide an inter- 
national forum for the discussion of coffee prob- 
lems, and to contribute to the expansion of trade 
in coffee to the benefit of producing and con- 
suming countries. 

Section 2. Members. The states whose govern- 
ments ratify or accede to this Convention shall 
be members of the Organization. 

Section 3. Legal status. The Organization shall 
have juridical personality and legal capacity to 
conclude contracts and undertake obligations, 
and may, in accordance with the laws in force in 
the respective member countries, acquire, dispose 
of, and encumber its goods and assets and institute 
legal action and administrative proceedings. The 
Organization shall be governed by the present 
Convention and by the statutes and regulations 
adopted in accordance with the said Convention. 


ARTICLE II 
ACTIVITIES 


Section 1. Promotion and protection. The Or- 
ganization shall carry out a comprehensive 
programme for the promotion of increased con- 
sumption of coffee in established markets as well 
as in potential consuming markets. To this end, 
the Organization may use the services of inter- 
national or national agencies and undertake 
promotional activities in cooperation with roasters 
or distributors of coffee, or with other commercial 
organizations. In these activities the Organization 
may not discriminate with respect to the origin, 
source, classification, grade, or brand of coffee. 

The Organization shall watch the interests of 
the coffee industry by endeavouring, in particular, 
by all means available to it, to prevent adultera- 
tion. 

Section 2. Information and_ statistics. The 
Organization, acting in cooperation with the 
governments of the producing and consuming 
countries and with the appropriate international 
organizations, shall serve as a centre for the 
compilation and exchange of information on 
production, trade, consumption, stocks, and 
trends in the world coffee market. It shall develop 
suitable methods for the collection and interpreta- 
tion of coffee statistics and for the preparation of 
forecasts regarding production and consumption. 
It shall prepare a glossary that may be used for 
both statistical and trade purposes in regard to 
coffee, including the establishment of standards 
of quality. The Organization may give assistance 
to countries wishing to improve their methods of 
compiling and publishing national statistical 
information on coffee. 


The member countries agree to cooperate with 
the Organization in these activities and to pro- 
vide it with appropriate information on their 
exports and imports of coffee. They shall also 
make available to the Organization, as it may 
require, such additional data on production, 
distribution, consumption, stocks and prices as 
are normally obtainable through government 
agencies. Governments may refrain from pro- 
viding the Organization with such data when they 
consider it confidential, and in such a case they 
shall formally notify the Organization of their 
decision in this regard. 

In no case may information be published that 
will permit the identification of operations carried 
on by specific persons or agencies. 

Section 3. Technical research. The Organization 
may carry out, by itself or by contract or agree- 
ment, which may be with member countries, 
technical research on: 

a. The cultivation and processing of coffee, 
with a view to the improvement of 
quality and increased efficiency in 
production; 

b. Methods of classification, storage, trans- 
port and preparation, in order to reduce 
the cost and improve the quality of 
coffee supplied to the consumer; and 

c. New uses for coffee, especially as a bever- 
age and in the preparation of food. 

The Organization shall serve also as a point of 
contact and a centre for the exchange of informa- 
tion on all technical aspects of the industry. 

Section 4. Economic studies. The Organization 
shall give continuing study to the production and 
consumption of coffee and the trends of the world 
coffee market. It shall give publicity to reports 
and studies that will contribute to a wider under- 
standing of coffee matters or to the attainment of 
the purposes of this Convention. In the interest 
of producers and consumers alike, the Organiza- 
tion shall give continuing study to measures to 
ensure a progressive expansion of consumption 
and a satisfactory development of the coffee 
economy. 

If the Organization reaches the conclusion that 
collective action by the member countries is 
necessary, the proposals it adopts thereon, with 
the approval of a majority of the basic votes, 
shall be transmitted to the member countries and, 
if it is so decided, to the competent international 
organizations. Such measures or proposals shall 
recognize the right of every country to determine 
its own policy with respect to the production and 
marketing of coffee. 
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Section &. Relations with governments. In con- 
ducting its activities, the Organization shall 
observe international practice with respect to 
requesting the permission of the governments in 
whose territories it proposes to carry them out. 


ARTICLE III 
ORGANIZATION 


Section 1. Structure. The Organization shall 
have a General Assembly, a Board of Directors, a 
Secretary General, and a Secretariat. 

Section 2. Offices. The Organization shall have 
its main office in Brazil. The General Assembly 
may change the location of the main office, if it 
considers this step to be in the interests of the 
Organization. Offices may also be established in 
other localities. 


ARTICLE IV 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Section 1. Composition. The General Assembly 
of the Organization shall be composed of a princi- 
pal delegate and an alternate delegate, appointed 
by each of the member countries. Each member 
country may also appoint one or more advisers 
to accompany its delegate. Each delegate shall 
cast the votes of the member country he represents. 
In the absence of the principal delegate the 
alternate shall act in his place with the same 
powers. The General Assembly shall elect one of 
its members annually as President. 

Section 2. Powers. The General Assembly is the 
supreme organ of the Organization. When the 
General Assembly is not in session, its powers 
shall be exercised by the Board of Directors with 
the exception of the following, which are reserved 
to the General Assembly: 

a. To approve budgets on the basis of the 

contributions of the member countries; 

b. To adopt the statutes of the Organization 
and amendments thereto; 

c. To decide on the admission and withdrawal 
of member countries; 

d. To transfer the location of the main office 
and to establish offices in other coun- 
tries; and 

e. To adopt amendments to the present 
Convention and to decide as to its 
termination. 

The decisions referred to in subparagraph a of 
this section shall be taken by a majority vote; 
those with respect to b, c, and d shall require a 
majority of three fourths of the votes; and those 
mentioned in subparagraph e shall require, in 


addition to three fourths of the total votes, a 
majority of the basic votes. 

Section 3. Meetings. The General Assembly shall 
meet in regular session once a year. It shall meet 
in special session whenever it or the Board of 
Directors may so decide, or at the request of at 
least five member countries or of a lesser num- 
ber of member countries representing at least 10 
percent of the votes. Meetings shall be held in 
the main office of the Organization, unless the 
Assembly itself decides otherwise. At any meet- 
ing the presence of delegates whose votes repre- 
sent at least two thirds of the total votes shall 
constitute a quorum. When not in session, the 
General Assembly may adopt resolutions on 
specific questions put to it by the Board of Direc- 
tors, without the necessity of holding a meeting, 
in accordance with the relevant provisions in the 
statutes. 

Section 4. Voting. 

a. Each member country shall have five basic 
votes plus one vote for each unit of 
10,000 bags, or fraction larger than 
5,000 bags, of average net coffee exports 
during the last two years with respect to 
which trustworthy information is avail- 
able; 

b. At the beginning of each regular session 
the General Assembly shall calculate 
and determine the number of votes of 
each member country and this number 
shall remain in effect until the General 
Assembly, in the following regular 
session, determines a new distribution of 
votes; and 

c. Decisions of the General Assembly shall 
require a majority of the votes of the 
member countries taking part in the 
voting, except in cases whiere, in ac- 
cordance with this Convention or with 
the statutes, a special majority is re- 
quired. 


ARTICLE V 
Boarp OF DIRECTORS 


Section 1. Composition. The Board of Directors 
shall be composed of six directors, who shall be 
appointed in the manner indicated below, and 
who shall represent the countries that have ap- 
pointed or elected them: 

a. One director appointed by the Govern- 
ment of Brazil; 

b. One director appoint by the Government of 
Colombia; 

c. Two directors elected by vote of the 
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delegates of the governments of the 
remaining producer countries of the 
Western Hemisphere that are members 
of the Organization; and 

d. Two directors elected by vote of the 
delegates of the governments of the 
producer countries of Africa, Asia, and 
Oceania that are members of the Or- 
ganization. 

The number of directors may be increased by 
the General Assembly in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 4 of Article IX. 

Section 2. Alternates. The governments of the 
member countries or groups of member countries 
to which the preceding section of this article 
refers shall also appoint an alternate director 
with full powers to act in place of the director in 
case of the absence or the incapacity of the latter. 

Section 3. Mandate. The term of office of the 
directors shall be three years and may be renewed. 
The directors shall continue in office until their 
successors have been appointed or elected. The 
directors referred to in a and b of Section 1 shall 
be subject to removal by the government naming 
them. The remaining directors may be removed 
from office in cases provided for in the statutes 
and in accordance with the procedure therein 
established. Each director shall exercise the right 
to vote that belongs to the country or countries 
he represents. The provisions of this section shall 
be equally applicable to the alternate directors. 

Section 4. Powers. The Board of Directors shall 
be entrusted with the direction of the activities 
of the Organization, and may: 

a. Adopt the regulations necessary for the 
proper functioning of the Organization; 

b. Appoint the Secretary General, a majority 
of three fourths of the votes being 
required for this purpose; 

c. Agree upon the organization of the Sec- 
retariat and establish the rules govern- 
ing the appointment and administration 
of the staff; 

d. Present to the General Assembly in regular 
session a statement of the work carried 
out by the Organization and a report on 
the situation and outlook of the world 
coffee market; 

e. Prepare and submit to the General As- 
sembly in regular session a plan of work 
and draft budget for the Organization 
for the following financial year; and 

f. Exercise the remaining functions with 
which they are vested in accordance 


with this Convention, the statutes, and 
the regulations. 

Section &. Meetings. The Board of Directors 
shall function permanently at the seat of the 
Organization and may meet at other places when- 
ever they so decide. 

A majority of the directors whose votes rep- 
resent at least two thirds of the total shall con- 
stitute a quorum at any meeting of the Board of 
Directors, and their decisions shall be adopted by 
a majority of the votes represented at the meeting, 
except in cases in which a special majority is 
required. 

During their first meeting, the Board of Di- 
rectors shall elect their chairman for the current 
term of office by a majority of at least two thirds 
of the votes of the producer countries present. 


ARTICLE VI 
SECRETARY GENERAL AND SECRETARIAT 


Section 1. Secretary General. The Secretary 
General shall be appointed by the Board of 
Directors on the basis of integrity and com- 
petence. The office of Secretary General is in- 
compatible with that of delegate to the General 
Assembly or that of director or alternate director. 
The conditions of his employment shall be subject 
to contract. 

The Secretary General shall be the chief execu- 
tive officer of the Organization and shall be 
responsible for organizing and directing the 
activities of the Secretariat. 

Section 2. Secretariat. The officials and em- 
ployees of the Secretariat shall be appointed on 
the basis of merit. 

Section 3. Prohibitions. The Secretary General 
and the officials and employees of the Secretariat 
may not have any financial interest in the coffee 
trade nor receive instructions on the performance 
of their duties from any authority or source 
outside the Organization. 


ARTICLE VII 
FINANCES 


Section 1. Financial year. The financial year of 
the Organization shall be from July 1 to the fol- 
lowing June 30. 

Section 2. Budget. The General Assembly shall 
adopt a budget to cover the activities of the 
Organization during each financial year. 

Section 3. Contributions. Each member country 
shall pay to the Organization a contribution 
equivalent to 25 cents in United States currency 
for each 60-kilogram bag of its net exports of 
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coffee in the bean or the equivalent of this quan- 
tity if the coffee is exported in another form. 
The minimum quota shall be that corresponding 
to a net export of 50,000 bags. Contributions 
shall be paid in United States currency or in any 
other convertible currency. 

Nevertheless, a producer country that exports 
both to foreign countries and to countries and 
territories dependent upon the same government 
in the sense of Article IX, Section 5, shall pay a 
contribution of 15 cents per bag to the Inter- 
national Coffee Organization in respect of its 
sales to foreign countries. This contribution shall 
be paid in United States currency or in any other 
convertible currency. 

As a complementary participation in publicity 
each such producer country undertakes to pay to 
its national publicity organization a contribution 
in respect of all sales of coffee made between the 
countries and territories dependent on the same 
government in the sense of Article IX, Section 5. 
Should a member country not have a national 
organization, it shall pay an appropriate con- 
tribution to the International Coffee Organiza- 
tion. The national organizations shall prepare 
their publicity programmes in close collaboration 
with the International Coffee Organization. 

The General Assembly may recommend to the 
governments of the member countries such 
changes in their contributions as may be con- 
sidered necessary for carrying out the purposes of 
the Convention, provided such recommendations 
are approved by a majority of three fourths of the 
total votes of the member countries. 

The payment of the contributions shall be 
governed by the relevant provisions of the stat- 
utes. 


ARTICLE VIII 
WITHDRAWAL OF MEMBER COUNTRIES 


Section 1. Voluntary withdrawal. Any member 
country may withdraw from the Organization by 
giving written notice to the Oranization, and its 
withdrawal shall take effect on the date on which 
such notice is received in the main office. 

Section 2. Compulsory withdrawal. The General 
Assembly may, by a majority of three fourths of 
the votes of the member countries, require a 
member country to withdraw from the Organiza- 
tion when it considers that that member has 
failed to fulfil the obligations imposed by the 
present Convention. 

Section 8. Financial arrangements related to 
withdrawal. The withdrawal of a member country 
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does not terminate the obligations that it has 
contracted with the Organization. In the case of 
either voluntary or compulsory withdrawal, the 
government of the country withdrawing shall pay 
to the Organization the contributions assigned to 
it, either for the financial year during which the 
withdrawal takes place or for the six months 
following the date of withdrawal, whichever is 
the longer period. The Board of Directors shall 
proceed to settle the account of any country that 
withdraws from the Organization, in accordance 
with the provisions of this article and with the 
relevant provisions of the statutes. If the country 
withdrawing does not agree to the settlement 
made by the Board of Directors, it may bring the 
case before the General Assembly for final de- 
cision. 


ARTICLE IX 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. Signature. This Convention shall 
remain open for signature by the governments of 
the countries whose names appear in the Annex, 
in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, until July 31, 1958. 

Section 2. Ratification. This Convention shall 
be subject to ratification or acceptance by the 
signatory governments in accordance with their 
respective legal procedures. The instruments of 
ratification or acceptance shall be deposited with 
the Government of Brazil. 

Section 3. Entry into force. This Convention 
shall enter into force upon the deposit of instru- 
ments of ratification or acceptance by govern- 
ments representing at least two thirds of the votes 
of the governments which sign the Convention at 
the closing session of the International Coffee 
Conference. The first meeting of the General 
Assembly shall be held within the three months 
following the date of the entry into force. 

Section 4. Admission of new members. The 
General Assembly may approve the entry of new 
members and establish the conditions for their 
admission. In the case of new members that are 
not coffee producers, the General Assembly shall 
establish the rules governing their voting rights 
and their contributions to the Organization, as 
well as their representation on the Board of 
Directors. A majority of three fourths of the total 
votes of the member countries shall be required 
for the decisions to which this section refers. 

Section 5. Territorial application. The govern- 
ments that ratify or accept this Convention shall 
assume the duties and obligations set forth herein, 
with respect to their metropolitan territory as 
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well as to all other territcries for whose inter- 
national relations they are responsible, unless in 
the respective instrument of ratification or ac- 
ceptance the metropolitan territory or any of the 
dependent territories is excluded. 

Section 6. Scope of decisions. No decision of the 
General Assembly or of the Board of Directors, 
which depends for its execution upon the assent 
of a particular government, shall be binding upon 
that government if it expresses an objection 
thereto within 60 days. 

Section 7. Registration. As soon as the present 
Convention enters into force, the government of 
Brazil shall send a certified copy of it to the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations, for 
registration in accordance with Article 102 of the 
Charter of the United Nations. The Organization 
shall inform the Secretary-General of amendments 
that may subsequently be made to the Conven- 
tion. 

Section 8. Privileges and immunities. The 
delegates of the member countries and the official 
members of the respective delegations, as well as 
the Organization, its property and assets, direc- 
tors, Secretary General, advisers, and employees 
shall enjoy the privileges and immunities con- 
sidered necessary for the performance of their 
duties and the exercise of their activities. These 
privileges and immunities shall be laid down, in 
due course, by agreement between the Organiza- 
tion and the member countries. 

Section 9. Amendments. The General Assembly 
may adopt amendments to this Convention, by a 
majority of three fourths of the votes of the 
member countries, provided that those countries 
also represent a majority of the basic votes. The 
amendments shall not enter into force until they 
have been ratified or accepted by countries that 
have among them the minimum number of votes 
necessary for the adoption of amendments. 
Ratification or acceptance shall be in accordance 
with the legal procedure of the respective country. 

Section 10. Termination. When the General 
Assembly considers that this Convention no 
longer offers the possibility of achieving its 
aims, it may declare the said Convention to be 
terminated and may decide on the manner in 
which the liquidation and distribution of the 
assets of the Organization shall be carried out, 
after settlement of outstanding obligations. 
Decisions adopted by the General Assembly in 
accordance with this section shall require a 
majority of three fourths of the votes of the 
member countries and a majority of the basic 
votes. 


ARTICLE x 


TRANSITORY 


Until the General Assembly makes a new 
distribution of votes, member countries shall 
each have the number of votes indicated in the 
Annex to this Convention. 

The member countries shall be obliged to pay 
to the Organization the contributions referred to 
in Article VII, Section 3, from the date on 
which this Convention enters into force. 

When this Convention enters into force, the 
signatory countries that have not yet ratified or 
accepted it shall be considered members of the Or- 
ganization provided that they make their finan- 
cial contributions and fulfil their other ob- 
ligations. 

The first financial year of the Organization 
shall be the period between the date of entry into 
force of this Convention and June 30 following. 


The following countries signed the Con- 
vention at the closing session of the con- 
ference: Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Peru, Portugal, and 
Venezuela. The Convention was later rati- 
fied by the Dominican Republic. 


REporRT OF THE First MEETING OF THE 
PERMANENT TECHNICAL COMMITTEE ON 
Ports.—The Inter-American Port and 
Harbor Conference, held in San José, 
Costa Rica, April-May 1956, approved a 
resolution establishing a permanent techni- 
cal committee on port matters.4 By means 
of Resolution 5/57 of the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council and a resolu- 
tion of April 3, 1957, of the Council of the 
Oas this technical committee was attached 
to I-A Ecosoc.® 

Resolution 5/57 convoked the first meet- 
ing of the committee and requested it to 
present a report on the progress of its 
work to the Economic and Social Council. 

In accordance with these resolutions the 
Permanent Technical Committee on Ports

was formally installed at a meeting of the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil, at the Pan American Union, on March 
24, 1958. The meeting of the technical 
committee continued through March 28, 
1958. 

The meeting was attended by representa- 
tives of Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Peru, the United States, and Uruguay 
(Chairman), the countries designated as 
members by the Port and Harbor Con- 
ference. The meeting was also attended by 
observers from the International Labor 


Organization and from several United 
States port and cargo associations. 

On March 28, 1958, the Chairman of the 
committee, Mr. Daniel Méndez Schiaffino, 
of Uruguay, submitted his report on the 
meeting. In addition to the chairman’s 
comments, the report contained the resolu- 
tions approved by the committee and an 
appendix on “Information to be submitted 
to financial institutions when making 
application for port improvement or modern- 
ization loans”. 


6 Document ES-9/58, Pan American Union, April 1958. 
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In the report the chairman summarized 
the work of the committee and listed the 


following results: 

1. Having carefully reviewed its terms of 
reference, and studied each of the documents to 
be considered, a work program was prepared and 
adopted (Resolution 1). It is the opinion of the 
committee that this work program makes ample 
provision for the fullest possible initial imple- 
mentation by the committee of its assigned tasks. 

2. Organization of the committee into sub- 
committees, each charged with specific duties in 
promoting the implementation of a particular set 
of resolutions (Resolution 11). These subcom- 
mittees will continue to function during the 
periods between meetings thus accelerating the 
work. 

3. The committee studied with care each of the 
resolutions adopted by the Inter-American Port 
and Harbor Conference of 1956 and as a result of 
its analysis, a number of technical recommenda- 
tions were incorporated into the resolutions 
adopted at this meeting. ... 

4. A review was made of the technical reference 
documents, submitted to the Inter-American 
Port and Harbor Conference of 1956, that did 
not serve as a basis for draft resolutions or recom- 
mendations at that conference. This committee 
was required to study these documents and to 
submit such recommendations as it deemed 
pertinent. As a result of this work, Resolution x1 
“Marking of Cargo’ and Resolution x1 ‘‘Marking 
of Hazardous Cargo”’ were adopted. 

5. A review of all technical papers presented 
to the Inter-American Port and Harbor Con- 
ference of 1956 was made to determine their value 
for reproduction and distribution to the ports of 
the Americas. The committee found many of 
these documents contained information of a 
highly useful nature and recommended the re- 
production and distribution of the following: 

Document 5—Safety Programs for Port Or- 

ganizations 

Document 9—Reduction of Losses in Mari- 

time Cargo (amended) 

Document 57—Trends in Channel Improve- 

ment and Vessel Construction 
(with up-to-date statistical 
annex) 

Document 58—Export Cargo Marking 

In addition to the above, the Permanent 
Technical Committee on Ports adopted Resolu- 
tion xvi providing for the publication, in the 
four official languages of the Organization of 
American States, of a Glossary of Inter-American 


Maritime Terminology which was presented to 
the committee. . . . This is a basic work which it 
is the hope of the committee will lead to the 
realization of a comprehensive dictionary in this 
specialized field. 

6. Established the next meeting to be held in 
Montevideo, Uruguay, the country of the chair- 
man, early in 1959, in accordance with the gener- 
ous invitation of the government of that country. 


First ReGcionaL SEMINAR ON SOCIAL 
AFrairs.—In fulfillment of a recommenda- 
tion made by the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference in its Resolution xin, the 
Inter-American Economic and __ Social 
Council on May 8, 1956, approved Resolu- 
tion 19/56, in which it was agreed to hold 
a second series of three regional seminars on 
social affairs, similar to the first series that 
was held during 1950 and 1951. The central 
theme adopted for this second series of 
seminars was “The Contribution of Social 
Programs to Economic Development”.? By 
Resolution 33/56, of November 26, 1956, 
I-A Ecosoc agreed that the first seminar of 
this series would be held in Guatemala and 
authorized the secretariat to make the 
necessary arrangements with the Govern- 
ment of Guatemala to select the date most 
convenient for the holding of the seminar. 

In conformity with the above decisions 
the First Regional Seminar on _ Social 
Affairs was held in Guatemala City, from 
June 2 to 14, 1957. The meeting was at- 
tended by delegates from the five Central 
American countries and from Cuba, the 
Dominican Republic, Mexico, and_ the 
United States. There were also representa- 
tives from the following organizations: 
Advanced School of Public Administration 
of Central America, Central American 
Institute for Industrial Research and 
Technology, Institute of Nutrition of 
Central America and Panama, _Inter- 
American Indian Institute, Inter-American 
Institute of Agricultural Sciences, Inter-

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American Regional Organization of Workers, 
Inter American Statistical Institute, Inter- 
national Labor Organization, Organization 
of Central American States, Pan American 
Institute of Geography and History, Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, and Pan Ameri- 
can Union, There were also a number of 
observers from other organizations and 
institutions. 

The inaugural session took place in the 
National Conservatory of Music, where 
speeches were delivered by Jorge Skinner- 
Klee, Guatemalan Minister of Foreign 
Affairs; José A. Mora, Secretary General 
of the Organization of American States; 
and Carlos Luis Solera, delegate of Costa 
Rica. 

The discussions of the seminar took place 
in two round tables: one was devoted to 
industrial development and social programs, 
under the direction of Dr. Manuel Noriega 
Morales, Director of Economic Studies of 
the Central American Institute for Industrial 
Research and Technology; and the other, 
directed by Ramon Colén Torres, Adminis- 
trator of Cooperative Development of 
Puerto Rico, was on agricultural develop- 
ment and social programs. Mr. Beryl 
Frank, Chief of the Division of Labor and 
Social Affairs of the Pan American Union, 
was Director General of the Seminar. The 
round tables were held alternately, in order 
to give all participants the opportunity to 
attend the discussions of both. 

During the seminar the participants 
visited the town of Chimazat to observe the 
work of the Rural Socio-educational Devel- 
opment Administration, made a trip through 
several colonization districts of the National 
Rural Affairs Administration, and made a 
conducted tour to the National Museum 
of Archeology and Ethnology. 

Speakers at the closing session were 
Mr. Beryl Frank; Professor Manuel E. de 
Zamacona, delegate of Mexico, who spoke 
on behalf of the participating countries; 


and the Guatemalan Undersecretary of 
Public Education, Rubén Villagran Paul. 

The final report® of the seminar contains 
the following conclusions: 


In studying problems of economic develop- 
ment and planning governmental action in this 
field, there is still a predominant tendency to 
accord separate treatment to economic, social, 
and political factors. For this reason, a variety of 
factors which, taken together, have significant 
bearing on economic development, are considered 
as pertaining only to the economic, social, or 
political field. Such factors, for example, are a 
literate population trained for the type of work 
required by a developing economy, the existence 
of an adequate banking system, a sound legal 
structure and public administration, an efficient 
transportation system, an adequate system of 
land tenure, and stable political conditions. More- 
over, the various social sciences have been sep- 
arately studying the changes that take place when 
an economy emerges from a stage of compara- 
tively slow development to one of rapid expansion. 

In acutely underdeveloped countries, the fac- 
tors essential to development are treated as 
basically non-economic; from the moment those 
countries accelerate their economic develop- 
ment, however, emphasis is placed on purely 
economic factors. This treatment is erroneous 
because in reality each economic phenomenon has 
a social counterpart, owing to the high degree of 
interdependence existing between social and 
economic matters and between economic and 
non-economic factors of growth. If due pre- 
cautions are not taken to prevent unbalanced 
conditions, the consequences are likely to offset 
any advantages gained. : 

The conclusion to be drawn is that we must 
not lose sight of the basic purpose of economic 
development: to serve as an instrument of social 
improvement. 

Therefore, public authorities in the economic 
field and their technical advisers should adopt an 
over-all point of view. They should always bear 
in mind the relationship between economic and 
social matters and remember that there are social 
requirements for economic progress, even as 
social progress is governed by economic laws. The 
chief practical advantage of such an approach 
would be a continuing adaptation of public

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agencies and their methods to the changing re- 
quirements of the development process. 


SEMINAR ON RURAL-ELECTRIFICATION Co- 
OPERATIVES.—On April 25, 1957, the Inter- 
American Economie and Social Council 
approved a resolution to sponsor a seminar 
on rural-electrification cooperatives, and 
accepted the invitation of the Government 
of Brazil to hold the seminar in that coun- 


try.® 
In accordance with this resolution and 
through arrangements made with the 


Government of Brazil, the Inter-American 
Seminar on Rural-electrification Coopera- 
tives was held in Recife, Brazil, October 
5-11, 1957. Delegations from Brazil, Chile, 
Costa Rica, El Salvador, the United States, 
and Venezuela participated in the seminar, 
which was directed by a representative of 
the Oas. There were observers from the 
United Nations and Fao, as well as from 
many governmental and nongovernmental 
national organizations interested in rural 
electrification. 

The principal purposes of the seminar 
were to analyze previous experience in the 
field of cooperative distribution of electrical 
energy to rural areas; to discuss the basic 
principles for programs in this field; and 
to examine methods and techniques for the 
organization, direction, and administration 
of rural-electrification cooperatives. 

The final report!® of the seminar contains 
the following general conclusions: 

The rural-electrification programs developed 
to date have fulfilled their aims; their beginnings 
have had difficulties and serious problems, but in 
general, they have attained the desired objectives. 

The production of energy for purposes of rural 
electrification is an undertaking that, by its 
characteristics and needs, rests with the state; 
the cooperative system is the most appropriate 
method for the distribution of this energy.

The success of cooperative undertaking in 
rural electrification will be assured when energy 
is available, when there are groups interested in 
the problem, when the cost level is relatively 
acceptable, when cultural levels are raised, when 
the land-tenure system is one of medium-sized 
holdings, and when capable technical personne] 
can be found. 

On the other hand, it is obvious that the 
cooperative undertaking will be in danger of 
failing when the above conditions can not be 
assured, when there is a lack of understanding 
and recognition of the problem of rural electrific:- 
tion and of cooperative techniques and principles, 
and when adequate technical studies have not 
been made. 

It is necessary to have advance educational 
and propaganda campaigns to neutralize the 
negative factors and to prepare the inhabitants 
of the rural areas for the uses and advantages of a 
rural-electrification program. In this respect the 
establishment of pilot cooperatives is very useful. 

Financial resources are derived mainly from 
the state; private capital participates to a very 
small degree. Initially, rural-electrification pro- 
grams require certain types of subsidies to estab- 
lish them in areas of limited economic possibilities, 
but generally, the need for these subsidies will 
disappear once the program is operating fully. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF RELATIONS WITH 
INTER-AMERICAN REGIONAL ORGANIZATION 
oF WorkeErS.—Under date of April 9, 1951, 
the Secretary General of the Inter-American 
Regional Organization of Workers (Orit), 
addressed a letter to the Secretary General 
of the Oas in which he requested the estab- 
lishment of cooperative relations between 
the two organizations. The Council of the 
Oas referred this matter, for study, to its 
Committee on Inter-American Organizations 
which, on May 19, 1952, requested the 
technical opinion of the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council on the advisii- 
bility of establishing such relations. 

On February 6, 1958, the Acting Chairman 
of I-A Ecosoc transmitted to the Committee 
on Inter-American Organizations a report"! 
which stated that it was the opinion of I-A

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Ecosoc that it was advisable and desirable 
to establish the cooperative relations re- 
quested. 

Taking the technical opinion into account 
the Committee on Inter-American Organiza- 
tions drew up a report” the pertinent 
paragraphs of which read as follows: 


The OrtT is an inter-American labor organiza- 
tion, with which labor organizations of a majority 
of the American countries are affiliated. It is also 
the affiliate in this hemisphere of the International 
Confederation of Free Trade Unions. 

Moreover, the Oas, through the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council, has already estab- 
lished cooperative relations with the Inter- 
American Council of Commerce and Production, 
which represents management. 

The foregoing considerations make it advisable 
to establish the cooperative relations requested 
by the Orrr. These relations, which would be of 
the general nature described in the standards 
approved by the Council on April 4, 1952, would 
be established by the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council under Article 61 of the Charter 
of the Organization. 


The Council of the Organization con- 
sidered this report at its meeting of April 
30, 1958, and approved, with some changes, 
the resolution contained in the report. 
The text of the approved resolution is 
printed below. 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING SEEN: 

The report on the establishment of coopera- 
tive relations with the Inter-American Regional 
Organization of Workers (Orit), presented by 
the Committee on Inter-American Organizations, 
and 
CONSIDERING: 

That the Inter-American Economie and Social 
Council has deemed it desirable and necessary to 
establish cooperative relations with the above- 
mentioned inter-American labor organization, 
with a view to obtaining the technical benefits of 
such relations for the economic and social ac- 
tivities entrusted to it; 

That the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, as the appropriate technical organ of the

Organization of American States, has gone on 
record as approving the establishment of co- 
operative relations with the Orit; 

That Article 61 of the Charter of the Organiza- 
tion provides that the organs of the Council of 
the Organization shall, in agreement with the 
Council, establish cooperative relations with the 
national or international agencies that function 
within their respective spheres of action; 

That there are standards governing the estab- 
lishment of cooperative relations of the Council 
and its organs with nongovernmental organiza- 
tions; and 

That, according to the above-mentioned 
standards (Article VI.2), ‘“‘the establishment of 
cooperative relations does not imply an opinion 
on the part of the Council or the respective 
technical organ as to the position or policy of the 
organization’’, 

RESOLVES: 

To express its willingness for the Inter-Amer- 
ican Economic and Social Council to establish 
general cooperative relations with the Inter- 
American Regional Organization of Workers 
(Or1T), whereby the Orit: 

a. Will receive regularly the documents or 
reports of I-A Ecosoc; 

b. May submit in writing its points of view 
on any economic or social matter that is 
of interest to both parties; and 

ce. Will be heard with regard to specific 
economic or social matters when I-A 
KEcosoc deems such action desirable at 
its plenary sessions or committee meet- 
ings. 

On May 21, 1958, the Executive Secretary 
of I-A Ecosoc addressed a letter to the 
Secretary General of the Orrr, presenting 
the above resolution and informing him 
that, in addition to the rights set forth in 
the resolution, the Orrr will be invited to 
attend, as an observer, all inter-American 
conferences or meetings of an economic or 
social nature for which I-A Ecosoc may 
extend invitations. 


SITUATION OF THE LEAD AND ZINC 
Marketr.—At its meeting of December 19, 
1957, the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council approved Resolution 21/57, 
on the lead and zine trade. In that resolution 
the Committee on Basic Products was 
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requested to continue its study of the status 
of the lead and zine trade and report on the 
matter whenever conditions so required." 

In accordance with these instructions the 
Committee on Basic Products submitted 
a report to I-A Ecosoc at the meeting 
held February 13, 1958. The report stated 
that the committee had received a study 
from the secretariat, Current Developments 
in the Zinc and Lead Markets. This study 
had then been considered by a working 
group of the committee and, as a result, the 
full committee had arrived at various 
conclusions and recommendations, which 
were listed in the report. Appended to the 
report was a draft resolution. 

The report and the draft resolution were 
discussed at the February 13 meeting but 
no decision was taken and the matter was 
postponed until the next meeting of I-A 
Ecosoc. 

At the meeting held February 20, the 
subject of the draft resolution on lead and 
zinc was re-opened. At that time the 
Representative of the United States made 
the following statement: 

The Delegation of the United States wishes to 
state the reasons for which it feels obliged to 
abstain from voting on the approval of the report 
of the Committee on Basic Products as well as 
the draft resolution. 

In the first place, as all the representatives 
know, the matter of customs duties for the im- 
portation of lead and zinc in the United States is 
at this time being studied by our Tariff Comission. 
The recommendations of that Commission, what- 
ever they may be, will be in conformity with our 
obligations under the General Agreement on 
Tariff and Trade (Gatr). Once the Commission 
has completed its studies, they, together with 
its recommendations, will be submitted to the 
President. Consequently, it would not be proper 
for the Delegation of the United States to approve 
a resolution or recommendation on a matter that 
is already being brought to the consideration of 
the President through proper channels.

I also wish to state that in general the report 
as well as the draft resolution contain broad 
statements and conclusions that, in the opinion 
of my delegation, have not as yet been proven by 
the studies at hand. This does not mean that any 
of these conclusions are incorrect. It simply 
means that, drafted in their present form, they 
are more expressions of opinion than conclusions 
based on adequate studies. 

Also, there are some phrases that present only 
one part of the situation—for example, when the 
increase in production is spoken of no mention is 
made of the fact that while world production has 
increased in the last years, production in the 
United States has been decreasing. I note also 
that the present decline in production is men- 
tioned, but the figures indicate that production in 
Latin America has been increasing. Consequently, 
you will understand that for the reasons I have 
given here, the United States Delegation will 
have to abstain from voting. 


Following this statement by the Repre- 
sentative of the United States the Chairman 
put the report of the Committee on Basic 
Products to a vote and it was approved. 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council then went on to discuss the draft 
resolution presented by the committee. 
After some amendments suggested by the 
representatives the resolution (3/58) was 
approved as follows: 


The Inter-American Economic and_ Social 
Council, 
HAVING SEEN: 

The report on the lead and zine market situa- 
tion, submitted by the Committee on Basic 
Products (ES-Productos-i-1/58, Rev. 1); and 
CONSIDERING: 

That in this report and in the document pre- 
pared by the secretariat, entitled Current Develop- 
ments in the Zinc and Lead Markets (ES-Products- 
1/58), the following comments are made: 

a. The present general decline in the prices of 
lead and zinc in world markets is caused 
by the existing imbalance between the 
production of and demand for these 
metals, to which various factors have 
contributed, and adversely affects all 
the producing and exporting countries, 
particularly those that are less de- 
veloped; 

b. The constant increase in production in 
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recent years and the changes in the 
policies of purchasing minerals for 
national stockpiles have been the pri- 
mary factors in the price decline in 
recent months; 

c. The solution of the problem of the decline 
in prices lies in re-establishing the bal- 
ance between production and demand, 
principally by expanding world markets 
and increasing consumption; 

d. During the period 1950-1957, the expansion 
of lead- and zinc-production capacity 
tended to be accentuated, among other 
factors, by governmental policies af- 
fecting these metals; 

e. Generally speaking, it can be predicted 
that over a long period the demand for 
lead and zine will increase and be in 
relation to world industrial expansion; 

f. The imposition of higher duties, or of 
import quotas, or both, on lead and zinc 
in the United States would have the ef- 
fect of transferring, wholly or in part, 
depending on the extent of the restric- 
tions, the burden of any necessary 
adjustment to the foreign producers and 
of accentuating in the Latin American 
producing countries, and also in other 
producing countries, the present decline 
in production and in income; and 

g. The possible imposition of the restrictions 
referred to in paragraph f above would, 
in addition to the adverse effects it 
would have on the less developed coun- 
tries that are traditionally producers 
and exporters of lead and zinc, accentu- 
ate the degree of instability to which 
countries that are primarily suppliers of 
basic products are subject, disturb the 
process of adjustment of the present 
excess of production capacity, and in- 
terfere with the increase in consump- 
tion and the expansion of the world lead 
and zine markets. 

That Resolution xxx11 of the Economic Con- 
ference of the Organization of American States 
recommends that the Committee on Basic Pro- 
ducts of the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, for the better execution of its functions, 
maintain contact with all the specialized agencies 
of the United Nations working in the field of 
international commodity problems; 

That the present problems of the lead and 
zinc market affect the economy not only of the 
various member countries of the Organization of 


American States but also of the other producing . 








and exporting countries and are therefore world 
problems; and 

That, inasmuch as no permanent liaison ar- 
rangement has yet been made between this Council 
and the Committee on Basic Products on the one 
hand, and the corresponding organs of the United 
Nations on the other, under Article 61 of the 
Charter, Article 6 of the Statutes of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council, and 
Chapter XV of its Regulations, it is deemed 
desirable to transmit to the Council of the Or- 
ganization of American States the documents 
relating to the problems of the lead and zinc 
market, issued by the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council, its Committee on Basic 
Products, and its secretariat, so that the former 
Council may decide what action should be take 
to make it possible for these documents to be 
taken into account by the agencies and institu- 
tions studying these problems, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To approve the Informe de la Comisién de 
Productos Bdsicos sobre la situacién de la comer- 
cializacién del plomo y del zinc (ES-Productos-i- 
1/58, Rev. 1). 

2. To transmit to the Council of the Organiza- 
tion the present resolution; Resolution 21/57, 
approved December 19, 1957; the report of the 
committee referred to in paragraph 1; and the 
document prepared by the secretariat, entitled 
Current Developments in the Zinc and Lead Mar- 
kets (ES-Products-1/58). 

3. To request the Council of the Organization 
to decide—in view of the urgency of this matter 
and the fact that no permanent liaison arrange- 
ment has yet been made between this Council and 
its Committee on Basic Products, on the one hand, 
and the corresponding organs of the United Na- 
tions, on the other, under Article 61 of the Charter, 
Article 6 of the Statutes of the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council, and Chapier XV of 
its Regulations—what action should be taken 
with respect to the documents enumerated in 
paragraph 2 of the operative part of this resolu- 
tion, so that they may be taken into account by 
the organizations and institutions studying these 
problems. 


On February 21, the Chairman of I-A 
Ecosoc addressed a note to the Chairman 
of the Council of the Oas transmitting the 
above resolution and calling attention to 
paragraph 3, 

The Chairman of the Council of the 
Organization presented the note and the 
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resolution to the members of the Council 
at the meeting held March 6, 1958. At the 
request of several of the representatives 
discussion of the matter was postponed 
until the next regular meeting. 

At the meeting held April 2, the delega- 
tions of Bolivia, Mexico, and Peru submitted 
a joint draft resolution dealing with the 
procedure to be followed in bringing to the 
attention of interested organizations and 
institutions the documents presented by 
I-A Ecosoc. 

The resolution, approved unanimously, is 
printed below. 


WHEREAS: 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council has sent to the Council of the Organiza- 
tion of American States the resolution approved 
on February 20, 1958, together with Resolution 
21/57, approved on December 19, 1957, the report 
on the status of the lead and zinc trade, and the 
document prepared by the secretariat of the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Council, 
entitled Current Developments in the Zine and 
Lead Markets; 

According to Article 63 of the Charter of the 
Organization of American States, the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council ‘“‘has for 
its principal purpose the promotion of the eco- 
nomic and social welfare of the American nations 
through effective cooperation for the better 
utilization of their natural resources, the develop- 
ment of their agriculture and industry and the 
raising of the standards of living of their peoples”’; 

In Article 26 of the Charter of the Organiza- 
tion of American States the member states of the 
regional system ‘‘agree to cooperate with one 
another, as far as their resources may permit and 
their laws provide, in the broadest spirit of good 
neighborliness, in order to strengthen their 
economic structure, develop their agriculture and 
mining, promote their industry and increase their 
trade’’; 

The studies and documents mentioned in the 
first paragraph of this preamble deal with a world 
problem, since it is also a matter of concern to 
countries that are not members of the Organiza- 
tion of American States; 

According to Article 55 of the United Nations 
Charter, the world organization shall promote, 
among other things, ‘‘solutions of international 
economic .. . problems’’; and 


Article 53.e of the Charter of the Organization 
of American States provides that one of the 
duties of the Council of the Organization of 
American States shall be ‘‘to promote and facili- 
tate collaboration between the Organization of 
American States and the United Nations’’, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To authorize the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council to send to the Secretary- 
General of the United Nations, through the 
Secretary General of the Organization of American 
States, the afore-mentioned documents and the 
statements pertaining thereto made before the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Council by 
various delegations, with the request that the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations trans- 
mit the aforesaid documents and statements io 
the United Nations Economic and Social Council, 
together with the text of this resolution. 

2. To express to the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council the appreciation of the Council 
of the Organization of American States for the 
work it is doing to promote the economic welfare 
of the American peoples. 


On April 11, the Chairman of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council 
sent a letter to the Secretary General of the 
Oas, in which he referred to the provisions 
in the above resolution and enclosed copies 
of I-A Ecosoc Resolutions 21/57 and 3/58; 
the report of the Committee on Basic 
Products; the secretariat document, Current 
Developments in the Zine and Lead Markets; 
and the minutes of the I-A Ecosoc meetings 
of December 19, 1957, February 13, 1958, 
and February 20, 1958, which contain the 
statements made on the matter by the 
various delegations to I-A Ecosoc. 

On April 14, 1958, Secretary General of 
the Oas, transmitted these documents to 
the Secretary-General of the United Nations. 


FINANCIAL SITUATION OF THE PROGRAM 
oF TECHNICAL CoopERATION.—In Resolu- 
tion 20/57 the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council approved the budget for 
the Program of Technical Cooperation for 
the calendar year 1958 and requested the 
Committee on Technical Cooperation to 
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make such revisions as deemed necessary 
and present recommendations to I-A 
Ecosoc.® 

In accordance with these instructions the 
Committee on Technical Cooperation pre- 
sented a report!” to I-A Ecosoc at the 
meeting held March 31, 1958. The substan- 
tive paragraphs of the report are printed 
below. 


2. Insofar as the present financial outlook of 
the Program is concerned, the committee wishes 
to point out first that, subsequent to the date on 
which Resolution 20/57 was approved, both the 
total estimated receipts and the total estimated 
disbursements for 1958 were changed. It is there- 
fore necessary, pursuant to the aforesaid resolu- 
tion, to revise the budget of the Program ap- 
proved by the I-A Ecosoc. 

3. The committee had, in its report, estimated 
that the total resources of the Special Account for 
Technical Cooperation that were expected to be 
available in 1958 to cover the approved budget of 
the projects in operation would amount to $1,615,- 
068. A more recent study made by the office of the 
Executive Director, however, shows that the 
estimate should be increased to $1,669,624.82. This 
amount, plus the $8,000 that would be used from 
the Accumulated Local Currency Funds account, 
equals $1,677,624.82, the total amount that the 
committee proposes for the budget of the 1958 
Program. ... 

4, At that time the committee had also esti- 
mated the total expenditures to be charged to the 
Special Account for Technical Cooperation at 
$1,657,563. Of this amount, $8,000 pertained to 
the Accumulated Local Currency Funds account. 
In addition, the approved budget included an 
item of $170,004 for the Working Capital Fund. 
Of this sum, $119,187 was to be set aside to cover 
the activities of Project 22, the Inter-American 
Housing Center, during the second six months of 
1958, in case the Council of the Oas failed to 
incorporate this proposed program into the 
regular program of the Pan American Union 
during the second half of 1958. As the result of a 
decision of the Oas Council taken on January 15, 
1958, the Pan American Union will not be re- 
sponsible for this project until January 1, 1959, so 
it is necessary for the Program to defray the 
expenses of Project 22 throughout 1958. The

committee revised the budget of Project 22 for 
the second half of 1958, and recommends that an 
item of $9,008 be continued in the budget for the 
purchase of equipment, the cost of which had 
originally been estimated at $9,240. It is therefore 
necessary to continue the item of $118,955 in the 
budget of the Program to defray the expenses of 
Project 22 during the second six months of 1958, 
$3,235 of which should be credited to the Personnel 
Replacement Fund. 

5. As for the $50,817 remaining in the above- 
mentioned Working Capital Fund, it was agreed 
that this amount would be allocated to Project 29, 
in case the negotiations begun with the Govern- 
ment of Brazil for the gradual transfer of Project 
29 to that country, beginning in 1958, should not be 
satisfactorily concluded. The Executive Director 
has informed the committee, on the basis of a 
communication dated January 8, 1958, from the 
Director of the Pan American Training Center 
for the Evaluation of Natural Resources, that an 
item of 6,829,383 cruzeiros has been included in 
the 1958 budget of the Federal Government of 
Brazil for the operation of this project under the 
approved maximum budget of $210,086. It will 
therefore not be necessary to continue in the 
Working Capital Fund the $50,817 that had been 
allocated to it for Project 29. 

6. The estimated receipts and disbursements 
of the Special Account for Technical Coopera- 
tion ...show a favorable balance of $71,110.82 
that could be allocated as an initial amount for 
the creation of the Working Capital Fund. The 
committee is engaged in drafting the bases for the 
creation of and the regulations for the aforesaid 
Working Capital Fund, which it will submit with 
all due speed to the Council for consideration. 

7. The committee wishes to point out that the 
projects of the program have available, in addition 
to the funds from the Special Account for Tech- 
nical Cooperation, additional contributions made 
in cash and in services by the host countries... . 
Furthermore, in order to present properly the 
Contributions of Host Countries account, the 
committee recommended to the Executive Di- 
rector that he endeavor to estimate also the 
additional contributions in tangible materials and 
services and present to it a report on the subject. 

8. Although the committee has not completed 
the study that it is making on new activities 
appropriate for the Program of Technical Co- 
operation in future years, it has given considera- 
tion to the desirability of introducing new activ- 
ities into the 1958 Program, thus utilizing ac- 
cumulated local currency funds. To this end, it 
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decided to request the Executive Director of the 
Program to submit, as soon as possible, the 
projects proposed by the Government of Argen- 
tina and any others that could be carried out 
through the use of these funds, under paragraph 
9.b of the Bases for the Program, to a meeting of 
the Technical Cooperation Board, so that it could 
take the necessary decision. Taking this decision 
into account, the committee will make such 
recommendations to the Council as it deems 
appropriate, and if any proposals concerning the 
budget of the 1958 Program are called for, it will 
submit them at the same time. 


After a brief discussion of this report, the 
following resolution (6/58) was approved:

SEAT AND DaTE OF THE SECOND INTER- 
AMERICAN TECHNICAL MEETING ON Hovus- 
ING AND PLANNING.—By means of Resolu- 
tion 7/58, approved on March 31, 1958, 
the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council decided upon the city of Lima as the 
seat of the Second Inter-American Technical 
Meeting on Housing and Planning and set 
the month of November 1958 for the 


holding of the meeting. The resolution also 
instructed the secretariat to establish, in 
agreement with the Government of Peru, 
the opening date of the meeting, taking into 
account the possibilities of coordinating it 
with other inter-American meetings. 


STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES ON Hovusinc.— 
The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council approved the following report and 
resolution (9/58) at the meeting held 
May 22, 1958. 


The ad hoc Committee for the Study of the 
Problem of Low-cost Housing, a meeting of 
which was convoked by the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council pursuant to Resolu- 
tions 10/53 and 41/53, met at the Pan American 
Union from September 14 to 23, 1953.18 

The ad hoc committee, as a result of its ac- 
tivities, prepared a report entitled The Problem 
of Housing of Social Interest in Latin America. 

This technical report was, pursuant to Resolu- 
tion 10/53, presented to the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council for consideration 
and brought to the attention of the governments 
of the member states so that it might be con- 
sidered subsequently at the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference. 

The Tenth Inter-American Conference, through 
Subcommittee 3 (Housing of Social Interest) of 
Committee 111, studied the report presented by 
the ad hoe committee, which the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council had duly accepted 
and presented as a document to the conference so 
that it might be given specific consideration by 
the respective committee. 

That conference, in Resolution xxxIv, ac- 
cepted in general the report of the ad hoc com- 
mittee, which contained a Statement of Prin- 
ciples, and decided to amplify point 4 and amend 
point 9 of that statement. 

The First Inter-American Technical Meeting 
on Housing and Planning, convoked by the I-A 
Ecosoc pursuant to Resolution xxxv of the 
above-mentioned conference, adopted a Declara- 
tion of Principles set forth in four points.’ 

This Declaration is given in the final report of 
the above-mentioned meeting as the first of the 
decisions that should, together with the other 
resolutions adopted, be considered by the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council. 

The Committee on Social Cooperation is of 
the opinion that the First Inter-American Tech- 
nical Meeting on Housing and Planning had no 
authority to make the afore-mentioned Declara- 
tion of Principles, and that, in any event, if it 
believed that the principles accepted by the 
Tenth Inter-American Conference needed to be

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revised, it should have made recommendations on 
the subject to the I-A Ecosoc so that it could 
decide what action should be taken. 

Taking into account the situation that has 
arisen as a result of this act, it is desirable to 
study whether it would really be advisable to 
revise the principles drafted by the ad hoe com- 
mittee and accepted, with some amendments, by 
the Tenth Inter-American Conference. 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, 

HAVING SEEN: 

The report of its Committee on Social Coopera- 
tion (ES-S-i-4/58), and 
CONSIDERING: 

That the Tenth Inter-American Conference 
declared, in Resolution xxx1v, that it welcomed 
in general the report that had been prepared by 
the ad hoc Committee for the Study of the Prob- 
lem of Low-cost Housing and accepted by the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Council, 
which set forth, among other things, a Statement 
of Principles; 

That the suggestion is made in the said Resolu- 
tion XxxIv that it would be advisable to amend 
the text of points 4 and 9 of the Statement of 
Principles to conform with the text given in the 
resolution itself; and 

That the First Inter-American Technical 
Meeting on Housing and Planning, convoked by 
the Inter-American Economic and Social Council 
pursuant to Resolution xxxv of the Tenth Inter- 
American Conference, adopted a Declaration of 
Principles set forth in four points, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To approve the report of its Committee on 
Social Cooperation (ES-S-i-4/58). 

2. To request the Second Inter-American 
Technical Meeting on Housing and Planning, to 
be held in Lima in November 1958, to study 
whether it is advisable to revise, in the light of 
Resolution xxxtv of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference, the principles drafted by the ad hoe 
Committee for the Study of the Problem of 
Low-cost Housing, and, if it is considered ad- 
visable, to propose the respective amendments, 
explaining the reasons on which they are based, 
so that the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council will be able to determine the desirability 
of submitting the matter to the Eleventh Inter- 
American Conference for consideration. 


Inter-American Council of Jurists 


New MemBER OF THE INTER-AMERICAN 
JurmicAL CommiTrEE.—At the meeting 
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held June 30, 1958, the Council of the 
Organization took note of the resignation of 
Mr. George H. Owen from the Inter- 
American Juridical Committee and con- 
sidered the panel of three, submitted by the 
Government of the United States, for the 
election of his replacement. The Council 
elected Mr. Benedict M. English, an official 
of the United States Department of State, 
to fill the post. 

Mr. English was born in Nebraska in 
1894, and is a member of the Bar of that 
state. In 1919 he began his career in the 
Department of State as a member of the 
staff of the Solicitor’s Office. Since that time 
he has served as agent of the United States 
in several cases of international arbitration. 
As head of the Claims Division of the Office 
of the Legal Adviser he has had considerable 
experience in the matter of responsibility 
of states under international law. On many 
occasions he has acted as Legal Adviser 
and Deputy Legal Adviser. 


Inter-American Cultural Council 


New MemBer OF THE COMMITTEE FOR 
CurruraL Action.—At the meeting held 
April 30, 1958, the Council of the Organiza- 
tion received a letter from Mr. Paul C. 
Daniels, of the United States, in which he 
announced his resignation from the Com- 
mittee for Cultural Action, permanent 
committee of the Inter-American Cultural 
Council. At the same meeting, the Govern- 
ment of the United States presented a panel 
of three names for the election of a successor 
to Mr. Daniels. 

The Council elected Dr. Alberto M. 
JAzquez as the United States member of the 
Committee. 

Dr. Vazquez was born in Puerto Rico, on 
March 25, 1901. He obtained the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts from the University of 
Idaho in 1925, and Master of Arts, from the 
same university, in 1926. He received a 
fellowship from Yale University which 
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enabled him to live in Europe from 1932 to 
1935, conducting research in Spain, France, 
Belgium, and Italy, and studying at the 
Universities of Florence and of Paris. In 
1935 he received the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy from Yale University, for which 
his dissertation was “The activities of Don 
Diego Hurtado de Mendoza in the Republic 
of Siena, Italy (1548-1552)”’. 

He has held the following academic posi- 
tions: instructor in romance languages, 
University of Idaho (1925-31); instructor in 
romance languages and assistant professor, 
Dartmouth College (1935-37); and in- 
structor in Spanish and lecturer on Spanish 
American literature, George Washington 
University (1942-56). 

In 1942 he entered the service of the 
Department of State as a translator, and in 
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1943 and 1944 was a research analyst in the 
Office of Strategic Services. He returned to 
the Department of State in 1944 and since 
that time has held the posts of information 
and liaison officer; regional specialist; assist- 
ant chief, north and west coast branch, 
Division of Research for American Re- 
publics; acting chief, Middle American 
Branch; political officer in Mexico City; and 
consul and first secretary of the United 
States Embassy to Mexico. 

Dr. Vazquez has published several text- 
books on Spanish grammar and a number of 
anthologies of Spanish American poems and 
short stories, as well as a collection of 
letters of Don Diego Hurtado de Mendoza, 
Cartas de Don Diego Hurtado de Mendoza 
(1531-1552). 
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Retirement of William Manger, Assistant 
Secretary General of the OAS 


On November 14, 1957, Dr. William 
Manger, Assistant Secretary General of the 
Qas, announced to the Council of the 
Organization that he would not be a candi- 
date for re-election at the expiration of his 
term of office on May 18, 1958. 

Dr. Manger, who was born in Richmond, 
Virginia, September 22, 1899, first became 
associated with the Pan American Union 
in 1915. In 1925 he was appointed chief of 
the Division of Finance and he became 
Counselor of the Pan American Union in 
1934. He was unanimously elected Assistant 
Director of the Pav in 1947, a position he 
has held since that time, though the title 
was changed to Assistant Secretary Gen- 
eral in 1948, with the signing of the Charter 
of the Oas. 

During the early years of his career in the 
Pan American Union, Dr. Manger attended 
night classes at Georgetown University 
where he received the degree of Bachelor of 
Laws, in 1921; Master of Science, in 1923; 
and Doctor of Philosophy, in 1926. 

Dr. Manger has been active in many 
conferences and meetings in this hemisphere 
and is widely recognized as an authority on 
Pan American affairs. He has written many 
papers on international affairs in the Western 
Hemisphere, among them The Basie Princi- 
ples of the Inter-American System and 


Pan American Post-War Organization, both 
published by the Pan American Union. 

At the meeting of the Council of the 
Organization held April 30, 1958, the repre- 
sentatives of the 21 American republics 
paid warm tribute to Dr. Manger. The 
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delegations of Brazil, Colombia, Cuba, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, the United States, and Venezuela, 
introduced a draft resolution expressing the 
Council’s regard for the Assistant Secretary 
General. Each member of the Council rose 
to pay personal tribute to Dr. Manger and 
the following resolution was approved, by 
acclamation: 


WHEREAS: 

Dr. William Manger has been a member of the 
staff of the Pan American Union since 1915 and 
has, by personal merit, held the positions of 
Chief of the Division of Finance, Adviser to the 
Director General of the Pan American Union, 
Counselor of the Pan American Union, Assistant 
Director of the Pan American Union, and lastly 
Assistant Secretary General of the Organization of 
American States; 

He has taken a active part in every Inter- 
American Conference from the Fifth (1923) to 
the Tenth (1954), and also in many specialized 
inter-American conferences; 

In addition to his 43 vears of uninterrupted 
service, he has worked actively to make known 
the nature, structure, and purpose of the inter- 
American regional system, as well as the ideals of 
Pan Americanism; ; 

On November 14, 1957, he advised the Council 
of his irrevocable decision not to be a candidate 
for re-election at the end of his present term of 
office; 

The Council, at the same meeting expressed its 
regret at Dr. Manger’s decision; 

The Council and its committees have benefited 
greatly from his valuable and devoted collabora- 
tion; and 

Because Dr. Manger’s services have been 
exceptional, he well deserves special considera- 
tion, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To express regret at Dr. Manger’s decision. 

2. To thank him warmly for the innumerable 
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and outstanding services he has rendered in be- 
half of the inter-American regional system. 

3. To recognize Dr. Manger as ‘‘Honorary 
Adviser to the Council of the Organization of 
American States.”’ 

4. To have an oil portrait of Dr. Manger 
placed in the office of the Pan American Union 
occupied by the Assistant Secretary General. 


In response to this resolution and the 
remarks made by the members of the 
Council, Dr. Manger spoke as follows: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Council: 

I shall be brief but, obviously, in the light of the 
action that has been taken just now by the Council 
and the generous words that have been addressed 
to me, I cannot be silent. I shall be brief because, 
even if I were capable of giving expression to my 
feelings and intimate thoughts, it would be un- 
necessary for me to doso, because you gentle- 
men know how deeply I have always appre- 
ciated the many courtesies and consideration 
that you have shown me on repeated occasions and 
of which this is merely the latest and the last one. 
I should like to take this final opportunity this 
morning to say a word as to how I feel about this 
body and why I feel as I do. As I look at the Chair- 
man of the Council, the Ambassador of Argentina, 
I do not see merely Eduardo Augusto Garcia, I 
see his immediate predecessors in the Council, 
Carlos Vittone and Enrique Corominas, but I also 
see Felipe Espil, Honorio Pueyrredén, Manuel 
Malbrdn and even Romulo Naon. As I look at the 
Representative of the United States, I do not see 
merely John Dreier, I see Cordell Hull—yes, 
Cordell Hull—Sumner Welles, Nelson Rockefeller, 
also, Charles Evans Hughes, Robert Lansing, and 
even that great commoner, William Jennings 
Bryan. And as I look at every other member of the 
Council, I ean picture a long line of distinguished 
predecessors, reaching back into the distances of 
time: outstanding personalities who made great 
contributions to their respective countries and to 
the cause of inter-American understanding. Is it 
any wonder then, gentlemen, that I look upon this 
Council as a symbol—a symbol of the unity and 
the solidarity of the Western Hemisphere? But, 
gentlemen, there are symbols and symbols. A 
symbol may be representative of something alive, 
alert, dynamic, or it may be representative of 
something dead and inert. If the Organization of 
American States is going to contribute to the solu- 
tion of the problems that confront the member 
states of the Organization, I am sincerely con- 
vineed, gentlemen, that this Council must con- 


tinue to be alive, alert, and even an agressive 
symbol of the unity and the solidarity in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the Council, thank 
you very much for all your courtesies. 


Budget for 1958-1959 


On December 23, 1957, the Council of the 
Oas received from its Finance Committee 
the report! on the budget estimates for the 
Pan American Union for the fiscal year 
1958-1959. At that time the Council agreed 
to consider the matter on January 15, 1958. 

At the meeting of January 15, the Council 
approved a budget of $5,293,827 to cover 
the expenses of the Pan American Union, 
plus $291,932 for the Inter-American 
Defense Board, and $61,560 for reimburse- 
ment to the Working Capital Fund of the 
Pav. 

The report of the Finance Committee is 
printed below. 


The Finance Committee hereuy submits to the 
Council of the Organization, with this report, the 
budget estimates of the Pan American Union for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1958, and ending 
June 30, 1959. In the appended resolutions the 
appropriations covering the various chapters of 
the budget are given, as are the contributions of 
each member state for that fiscal year. 

In accordance with the Regulations of the Pan 
American Union, the budget estimates were pre- 
sented by the Secretary General on October 1, 
1957. The budget estimates contemplated expendi- 
tures of $6,433,140, divided as follows:

The budget estimates include appropriations to 
cover the expenses of the secretariats of the Inter- 
American Commission of Women, the Inter- 
American Juridical Committee, the Committee for 
Cultural Action, the Inter American Statistical 
Institute, and the budget estimates of the Inter- 
American Defense Board. 

Attached to these budget estimates are the 
work programs of the various departments and 
offices of the Pan American Union and also an

corresponding estimates for the proposed 
budget of the Pan American Union, the 
Secretary General took due consideration 
of the recommendations of the Inter- 
American Committee of Presidential Rep- 
resentatives (Cpr) that relate to the ac- 
tivities of the Pan American Union, as one 
of the most valuable sources of practical 
suggestions for making the Organization of 
American States a more effective instru- 
ment for fulfilling its objectives. 

It should be noted that many of the recom- 
mendations of the Cpr received specific sup- 
port and endorsement by the Economic Con- 
ference of the Organization of American 
States, in Buenos Aires; thus official reaf- 
firmation has been given these reeommenda- 
tions by an appropriate organ of the Organ- 
ization, inasmuch as the meeting is an 
Inter-American Specialized Conference. 
Many of the recommendations of the Cpr 
require additional financial resources for 
their implementation. The usual manner for 
financing the activities of the Pan American 
Union is by means of contributions by the 
members of the Organization of American 
States, the amounts of which are agreed 
upon each vear when the budget is approved 
by the Council. For the foregoing reason, 
and because it would be useful to consider 
the regular program along with the recom- 
mendations of the Cer, the Secretary Gen- 
eral is submitting the program and budget 
estimates in that manner. 


. An effort has been made to identify esti- 


mates which are attributable to the recom- 
mendations of the Cer. However, in many 
cases, it has been difficult to draw the line 
between the normal expansion program and 
the program having its impetus in the Cpr 
recommendations. According to the distine- 
tion made by the Secretariat, the estimated 
cost of carrying out the committee’s pro- 
posals in the first vear is $987,869. 


. The program and the corresponding esti- 


mates of expenses, in the field of economic 
and social affairs, were also affected by the 
Economic Conference of the Organization of 
American States, in Buenos Aires. The tim-

ing of the conference was such that it was 

necessary to propose some appropriations 

without the usual detail in order to comply 
with the recommendations of the confer- 
ence. 

9. The budget estimates were prepared on the 
basis of work programs for the principal 
activities of the Pan American Union. In 
this connection, the following may be noted: 

a. The work program of the Office of 
Public Relations was adjusted after re- 
view by the Council’s Committee on 
Publications and Public Information. 

b. The work program of the Office of Sta- 

tistics is substantially the same as ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee of 
the Inter American Statistica, Insti- 
tute. 

The programs and estimates for the 

Secretariat of the Inter-American Ju- 

ridical Committee of the Council of 

Jurists, the Secretariat of the Commit- 
tee for Cultural Action of the Inter- 
American Cultural Council, and the 

Secretariat of the Inter-American Com- 

mission of Women were prepared after 

consultation with the respective chair- 
men. 

d. The estimates for the Secretariat of the 
Inter-American Defense Board are 
those approved by the Board. 

. The Inter-American Economie and So- 
cial Council did not examine and report 
upon the proposed program of the De- 
partment of Economie and Social Af- 
fairs largely because of the preparations 
for, and the holding of, the Economic 
Conference of the Organization of 
American States. In accordance with 
the Statutes of the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council, represent - 
atives of the Council will have an op- 
portunity to present their observations 
to the Finance Committee of the Coun- 
cil of the Organization when it considers 
the proposed budget. 

With respect to the Department of Economic 
and Social Affairs, the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council, in accordance with its Sta 
tutes, appointed a delegation which presented to 
the Finance Committee the work program ap- 
proved on November 7 and its observations con- 
cerning the funds requested by the Secretary 
General for that department. 

In relation to the recommendations of the

fe) 
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sentatives, the Secretary General stated at the 
meeting of the Council of the Organization of 
American States held on October 2, 1957, that he 
believed it would be desirable to have this matter 
studied by the Council along with the regular 
program of the Pan American Union. The recom- 
mendations of the Cpr were presented by the 
Secretary General as a supplement to, and apart 
from, the rest of the estimates in expectation of the 
decision for carrying them out that would have to 
be made by the Council and recognizing that the 
decision would be based on the instructions re- 
ceived by its members from the chiefs of state. 

It will be recalled that the Council decided at 
the aforesaid meeting that one month from the 
day on which the Spanish text of the budget esti- 
mates was distributed the Finance Committee 
should hold a special meeting, attended by all 
members of the Council, to give them an oppor- 
tunity to state the views of their governments on 
the nature and scope of the Pan American Union 
program for the fiscal year 1958-59 and on the 
amount involved in the budget estimates. Thus, 
the Finance Committee would be provided with 
better background information that it could use as 
a guide in its due study of the budget estimates. 
This special meeting was held on November 12. 
The statements made at this meeting showed that 
there was general support by the governments of 
the Secretary General’s proposals for carrying out 
the recommendations of the Committee of Presi- 
dential Representatives on a gradual and progres- 
sive basis. It was shown that while many member 
states had a special interst in certain specific rec- 
ommendations, there were some states that 
wanted to reduce the next fiscal year’s expendi- 
tures as much as possible. These opinions were 
confirmed at the Council meeting of November 25 
that was held for the purpose of determining the 
views of the governments on the Cpr recommenda- 
tions. At that time the aforesaid recommendations 
were, in general, approved. 

As a result of the general opinions stated by the 
governments, the Secretary General offered the 
Finance Committee his help in limiting the expan- 
sion of the regular activities of the Pan American 
Union and the application of the Cpr recommenda- 
tions by adjusting these activities to conform to a 
policy of development that would be more gradual 
than that originally proposed. With this in mind, 
he made a careful and detailed review of the 
budget estimates, suggesting what changes in 
programming and timing could be made, al- 
though, as was to be expected, such changes 
would involve a considerable reduction in activ- 


ities. 


The Finance Committee studied the budget 
estimates presented by the Secretary General with 
the changes subsequently suggested by him, with 
a view to ensuring that the funds provided by the 
governments to the Pan American Union would 
be used as advantageously as possible in carrying 
out the work programs recommended by the gov- 
ernments and the competent organs of the Organi- 
zation. 

The result of the Finance Committee’s study 
was that the original estimates were changed toa 
total of $5,647,319, to be distributed as follows:

The committee pointed out that the aforesaid 
sums included appropriations for new projects 
and activities such as the Fellowship Program of 
the Oas, the programs for the Peaceful Applica- 
tion of Nuclear Energy, Direct Technical Assist- 
ance, and the Inter-American Housing Center, the 
latter to be incorporated into the regular program 
of the Pan American Union, and other new proj- 
ects and activities stemming from the recom- 
mendations of the Cpr and those of the Economic 
Conference of the Organization of American 
States. 

The changes agreed upon by the Finance Com- 
mittee are shown in the table below. [pp. 50-51] 


EXECUTIVE OFFICES 


The committee recommends an appropriation 
of $717,957 for these offices, which exceeds by 
$80,977 the amount requested by the Secretary 
General. The sum of $545,977 was included for the 
Office of the Secretary General, in the Special 
Projects and Activities Section, to initiate the 
programs suggested in Recommendations Nos. 
22, 24, and 23.b of the Inter-American Committee 
of Presidential Representatives. 

For Recommendation No. 22, Fellowship Pro- 
gram of the Oas, the committee recommends the 
sum of $360,000. The Secretary General requested 
$250,000 for this purpose, which would have en- 
abled the first group of 100 fellowships to be set 
up during the fiscal year 1958-1959, with the under- 
standing that 100 fellowships would be added each 
subsequent year so that after five years the pro- 
gram recommended by the Cpr would be in {ull 
operation. In view of the special interest shown by 
the governments in this activity, the Finance 
Committee feels that this fellowship program 
should, if possible, be developed to the fullest 
within a shorter period, perhaps three years. The 
sum recommended is therefore the equivalent of 
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one-third of that suggested by Recommendation 
No. 22 of the Cpr. The committee believes that if 
the entire amount is not used during the fiscal 
year 1958-1959, then the balance should be used 
for this same purpose during the following fiscal 
year. 

* In accordance with the resolution approved by 
the Council on November 29, 1957, the special 
committee established by the aforesaid resolution 
will study and propose the general policy that 
should be followed in carrying out the fellowship 
program, taking as a basis Recommendation No. 
22 of the Cpr and the pertinent resolutions of the 
Economie Conference of the Organization. This 
resolution of the Council also authorized the Sec- 
retary General to utilize during the present fiscal 
year, after consultation with the Finance Com- 
mittee, funds from the Working Capital Fund in 
an amount not to exeed $20,000 to cover expendi- 
tures connected with preparing for the organiza- 
tion and operation of the fellowship program. 

The committee recommends an item of $98,477, 
which exceeds by $3,477 the amount requested to 
carry out Cpr Recommendation No. 24 on the 
Peaceful Application of Nuclear Energy. The 
funds for this increase will be obtained by using 
part of the funds resulting from the elimination of 
the Science and Technology Section. This matter 
is explained in the chapter dealing with the De- 
partment of Cultural Affairs. In a resolution ap- 
proved last November 21, the Council requested 
the Secretary General to make specific studies to 
be considered at the first meeting of the Inter- 
American Nuclear Energy Commission (IANEC) 
and to assist in such other preparatory work as is 
necessary. In the same resolution, the Council de- 
cided to establish a special committee to prepare 
a draft statute of the IANEc. 

In accordance with the plan presented to the 
committee by the Secretary General, these ac- 
tivities would be carried out in several stages. 
During the first stage a competent research organ- 
ization should be employed to make a study, be- 
tween July and December, on Latin American 
needs and capacity for resear » and training in 
the nuclear field. During this ame stage the nu- 
cleus of the IANEc secretariat would be appointed 
and the following work carried out: arrangements 
for the study; initial contacts with the authorities 
of the member states; plans for. carrying out the 
work connected with the meeting of the commis- 
sion; continual liaison with the institution making 
the study; preparation of plans for the staff of the 
permanent secretariat; and formulation of plans 
for scientific exchange service in the nuclear field. 


During the second stage, the staff would be in- | 





creased, preferably by the employment of person- 
nel on a contract basis, and the following work 
would be carried out: an evaluation would be made 
of the study mentioned in the preceding para- 
graph; a draft of a coordinated plan for the devel- 
opment of nuclear energy would be prepared for 
consideration at the first meeting of the commis- 
sion; plans for a scientific exchange service in the 
nuclear field would be launched, and_ possibly 
some advisory services to the member states would 
be initiated; the organizational work for the first 
meeting of the commission would be carried out; 
and the first meeting of the [ANEc would be held. 

To carry out Cer Recommendation No. 23.b on 
Direct Technical Assistance, which was supported 
by the Buenos Aires Economic Conference, the 
committee recommends an item of $80,000. Al- 
though this is $40,000 less than the sum recom- 
mended by the Cpr and requested by the Secretary 
General, the committee feels that it will enable a 
large number of requests from the member states 
to be taken care of. The first year’s experience in 
this field of activity will enable a more realistic 
future evaluation to be made of the needs of the 
member states. When this matter was being dis- 
cussed by the committee, the Secretary General 
announced that he was working on a series of 
standards that he will duly present to the Council, 
prior to the initiation of this program. 

As a result of the study of the program of the 
Division of Education, and bearing in mind Crr 
Recommendation No. 21, the Finance Committee 
approved the request of the Secretary General to 
include the sum of $7,500 for the purpose of care- 
fully evaluating, with the advice of experts from 
outside the Pan American Union, the effectiveness 
of the activities of the Organization in the field of 
education, especially as regards publications in 
the field of fundamental education. 

The Finance Committee made no other changes 
in the sums requested for the Executive Offices. 


OFFICE OF PuBLIC RELATIONS 


Bearing in mind the policy concerning the grad- 
ual expansion of the activities of the Pan American 
Union, which has been given primary consideration 
in this budget, and also bearing in mind the sug- 
gestion of Cpr Recommendation No. 25 that the 
Council take the necessary steps ‘‘to review, and, 
if called for, to expand and strengthen the public 
relations activities of the Organization’’ the com- 
mittee deemed it advisable to reduce by $95,590 
the sum of $589,450 requested. This reduction was 
obtained by the elimination of the item of $15,000 
for Special Projects and Activities in the Office of 
the Director; by reducing the sum for Special

reducing to $500 the sum for Special Projects and 
Activities. At the same time, an effort was made to 
take care of some specific services in the field of 
publie relations that will require a slight increase 
in the allocations. Funds are being provided for 
the creation of three new posts—a Clerk-Typist, 
Class 7 in the Press Section, a Script Writer, Class 
4in the Radio and Television Section, and a Clerk- 
Typist, Class 7 in the General Publications Sec- 
tion—and for the purchase of a modest amount of 
essential equipment and working material for 
radio and photographic services and for contract- 
ing a clipping service, which is essential for the 
evaluation of the present program. 

The sum of $237,150 requested by Américas 
would be reduced by $2,700, which is the result of 
reducing the sum for travel from $3,000 to $300, 
thus maintaining it at the same level as that ap- 
proved for 1957-1958. The Finance Committee 
wishes to point out that it is necessary that the 
Committee on Publications and Publie Informa- 
tion make the study of the publications program 
of the Pan American Union entrusted to it by the 
Council so as to determine the usefulness of that 
program as a whole and consider what measures 
should be taken, in keeping with the interests and 
needs of the Oas and the member states. 


DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMIC AND SoctaAL AFFAIRS 


The committee agreed upon an item of $843,410 
for this Department, which is $247,980 less than 
requested. The item of $50,000 in the Office of the 
Director is being retained. This was requested by 
the Secretary General for the purpose of carrying 
out resolutions approved by the Oas Economic 
Conference and the Cpr recommendations. Among 
these are Resolutions xvilI, XI, XXVI, XIX, XXX, 
XXXIV, and xxxv of the Economic Conference of 
the Organization and Cpr Recommendations Nos. 
3, 5, and 7. 

The item requested for the Division of Labor 
and Social Affairs was reduced from $253,470 to 
$164,790. The post of Assistant Chief of the Divi- 
sion would not be established; the sum for Travel 
would be reduced from $4,000 to $3,000, and the 
sum for Special Projects and Activities from 
$18,000 to $14,250. The latter reduction of $3,750 
results from having reduced the expenditures for 
the Regional Seminars on Social Affairs by $1,000; 
reducing by $1,250 the amount for studies on co- 
operatives, social welfare, industrial safety, and 
social insurance, as the studies in the last-named 
field are being carried out with funds recommended 
for the Section of Social Work; and reducing by 
$1,500 the sum requested for the translation of 


basic technical material. The post of Specialist, 
Class 3, would not be created in the Cooperatives 
Section and the Inter-American Seminar on Hous- 
ing Cooperatives would be postponed. The item 
of $2,500 for Special Projects and Activites would 
be eliminated from the Section of Labor, Migra- 
tion, and Social Security; the two new posts of 
Specialist would not be created, and the sum for 
Duplicating Supplies would be reduced to $950. 

The Secretary General requested the establish- 
ment of seven new posts in the Section of Social 
Work in order to carry out Cpr Recommendation 
No. 20; an item of $6,000 for a Meeting of Social 
Insurance Experts, based on the same recom- 
mendation; and $5,000 for a Seminar on Industrial 
Social Work. The committee felt that the way to 
carry out the aforesaid recommendation would be 
to start with the Meeting of Social Insurance Ex- 
perts, and thereby determine the problems and 
needs of the various countries before expanding 
the services of the Pan American Union in this 
field. Therefore, the creation of the seven posts 
requested and the Seminar on Industrial Social 
Work would be postponed, but the sum for the 
Meeting of Social Insurance Experts would be in- 
creased to $12,090 to cover the expenses of that 
meeting and of making the necessary preparatory 
studies and arrangements. 

When discussing activities in the field of hous- 
ing and planning, the Secretary General proposed 
that the sum of $273,950 be included for the pur- 
pose of incorporating the Inter-American Hous- 
ing Center (C1nva) into the regular program of 
the Pan American Union, bearing in mind the 
recommendations of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference, the First Inter-American Technical 
Meeting on Housing and Planning, the Economic 
Conference of the Oas, and the Inter-American 
Committee of Presidential Representatives. The 
committee has verified the fact that the Program 
of Technical Cooperation, approved by the Inter- 
American Economie and Social Council, is able to 
support the Center until December 31, 1958, and 
the incorporation of the Center into the Pan 
American Union can therefore be postponed until 
January 1, 1959. The sum of $120,000, which is ap- 
proximately the amount approved by I-A Ecosoc 
for operating the Center for six months, is included 
in the budget estimates for this purpose. The com- 
mittee believes that once Crnva is incorporated 
into the regular Pan American Union program, 
there will be time to study the plans for the 
strengthening of the Center. 

In the Travel Division the sum for Travel would 
be reduced from $7,350 to $6,100 and that for 
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Contractual Printing from $10,600 to $7,000 by 
postponing the publication of the Guide to the 
United States. 

In studying the Division of Technical Coopera- 
tion, the committee kept in mind that the innova- 
tions in the administration of the Program of 
Technical Cooperation, introduced by I-A Ecosoc, 
and the new program of Direct Technical Assist- 
ance that is to be started in 1958-1959, will without 
doubt affect the present organization of the Di- 
vision. Moreover, it is possible that as a result of 
the recommendations of the firm of consultants 
that is studying the administration of the Pan 
American Union, it may be necessary to modify 
the administrative organization under which the 
activities of this Division are being carried out. 
However, the technical secretariat functions of the 
I-A Ecosoc that are being carried out by the Di- 
vision will always have to be maintained as will 
other functions connected with the technical co- 
operation program. Therefore, the only reeommen- 
dation made was that the Travel item be reduced 
by $500. 


OFFICE OF STATISTICS 


The sum agreed upon for this Office is $339,140, 
which is $23,080 less than requested. 

Funds are provided in the Statistical Transla- 
tions Section for the creation of a new position of 
Translator-Vocabulary Specialist, Class 4, and in 
the Technical Services Section for two posts of 
Specialist, Class 3, and two as Research Assistant, 
Class 5, to carry out the work suggested in Crr 
Recommendations Nos. 2, 3, and 12. The commit- 
tee has felt that these positions were especially 
necessary and has given preference to establishing 
them rather than the position of Administrative 
Assistant in the Office of the Director and that of 
Research Assistant in the Focal Point Section for 
Statistical Information. The item for Special Pro- 
jects and Activities in the Technical Services Sec- 
tion would be reduced from $52,700 to $438,700, as 
it is felt that the technical assistance services pro- 
posed in accordance with Cpr Recommendation 
No. 12, and for which $9,000 was requested, could 
be provided within the program of Direct Tech- 
nical Assistance for which the Office of the Secre- 
tary General is responsible. Also, the item for 
Travel would be reduced to $6,000, which is the 
same as that approved for this section during the 
fiscal year 1957-1958. The establishment of the 
post of Research Assistant, Class 5, in the Focal 
Point Section for Statistical Information would 
be postponed. 


PAN AMERICAN UNION 





DEPARTMENT OF INTERNATIONAL LAW 


The sum of $394,560 is recommended for this 
Department, which is $7,450 less than requested. 

The amount intended for the Fourth Meeting of 
the Inter-American Council of Jurists, which 
appears in the estimates for the Office of the Di- 
rector, would be reduced by $1,450, with the under- 
standing that the Secretary General may use the 
balance of the $3,000 included in the 1957-1958 
budget for this purpose. 

The item of $6,000 requested by the Inter-Amer- 
ican Commission of Women for Special Studies 
and Projects would be eliminated, with the under- 
standing that the Secretary General may use the 
balance of an identical item in the current budget 
that was intended for this same purpose. 

The committee has also provided for the estab- 
lishment of a post of Specialist, Class 4, in the 
Legal Division. 

With respect to the Inter-American Juridical 
Committee, the committee considered the request 
addressed to the Secretary General by the chair- 
man of the committee to be justifiable. This was 
to the effect that the salaries of the Secretariat 
staff be paid in dollars and not in cruzeiros, with 
the understanding that a proper relation should 
be maintained at all times with the local salaries 
paid at the seat of the committee. This measure 
would not affect the amount of money requested 
for the Committee Secretariat. 


DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL AFFAIRS 


The sum agreed upon by the committee for this 
Department is $701,700, which is $189,930 less than 
requested. 

The post of Assistant to the Director, Class 2, 
would not be established in the Office of the Diree- 
tor at present, and the sum for Travel would be 
reduced to $3,100. The item for Duplicating Sup- 
plies would be increased to $3,700 as a result of the 
transfer of the sum of $1,790 from the Science and 
Technology Section. The latter sum would be used 
to publish the studies of the Round Table of Amer- 
ican Scientists planned for the present fiscal year, 
concerning which further explanation is given in 
the part of this report dealing with the Science and 
Technology Section. 

The post of Clerk-Typist, Class 7, would not be 
established in the Musie Section, and the item for 
Duplicating Supplies would be reduced to $4,000. 
This would enable the expenses for the following 
publications to be met: Boletin de Misica, Direc- 
torio Musical de la América Latina, Compositores 
de América, Contemporary Music of the Americas, 
and the News Bulletin of the Inter-American 
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Music Center. The item for Special Supplies and 
Services was reduced by $400. 

In the Visual Arts Section, the item for Special 
Supplies and Services would be reduced to $6,100, 
which is the result of having reduced the proposed 
sums for the purchase of manuscripts of mono- 
graphs, and of works of art for circulating exhibits 
and loan materials and for general exhibits. It 
should be noted that $800 for the preparation of 
exhibits has been included in the item for the 
Third Meeting of the Inter-American Cultural 
Council. 

The sum recommended for the Secretariat of 
the Committee for Cultural Action would permit 
the establishment of a new post of Stenographer, 
local category. 

The sum agreed upon for the Division of Educa- 
tion is $246,590, which is $119,080 less than re- 
quested. The committee feels that the expansion 
which the Cpr advised be carried out in its Recom- 
mendation No. 21 should be postponed until a 
careful evaluation can be made of the effectiveness 
of the activities of the Organization in the field of 
education, as suggested in the aforesaid Cpr Rec- 
ommendation. For this purpose, the sum of $7,500 
has been included in the appropriations for the 
Office of the Secretary General. In line with this 
thinking, substantial changes have been made in 
the items proposed for this Division. The two new 
posts of Specialist, Class 3, in the Office of the 
Director are not being established; the item for 
Travel would be reduced to $3,200, and that for 
Contractual Printing to $11,000 by eliminating one 
number of the Biblioteca Panamericana del Maes- 
tro; the $4,000 for Seminar Monographs would be 
eliminated, as these could be published as supple- 
ments to the magazine La Educacién for which 
$10,000 is being allowed; and the sums of $30,000 
and $17,700, under Special Projects and Activities, 
intended for seminars and for the expansion of 
information services, would be eliminated. 

The item of $38,000 for fellowships at the Patz- 
cuaro Center would be reduced to $19,000 in view 
of the fact that the agreement with UNEsco, which 
governs these activities, will expire on December 
31, 1958. If the Council deems it advisable to re- 
new the agreement, it would, at the proper time, 
have to vote the sum needed to take care of the 
fellowships for the second half of the fiscal year. 
The committee did not include a sum for the sec- 
ond half of the fiscal year because it is possible 
that the terms of the new agreement will be dif- 
ferent from those of the old and, as a result, the 
obligations of the Oas will also be different. 

The sum of $650 for Duplicating Supplies for the 


Secondary Education Section would be eliminated, 
and the item in the Educational Interchange Sec. 
tion intended for Special Projects and Activities 
would be reduced to $6,300, thereby keeping this 
year’s level for the system of fellowships that the 
Pan American Union has been providing for sey- 
eral years. This does not imply that the expansion 
of these activites cannot be planned in the future, 

The item for the fundamental education pri- 
mers, which appears under Contractual Printing 
in the Fundamental Education Section, would be 
kept at the level of the current year, $15,000, and 
the sum of $1,000 for teaching charts and posters 
would be eliminated, since this program will also 
be subject to the evaluation previously mentioned 
in this report. 

The establishment of a Documentation Section, 
for which $22,000 was requested, would be post- 
poned, for the reasons set forth in connection with 
all the activities emanating from Crer Recom- 
mendation No. 21. 

The item for the Division of Philosophy, Let- 
ters and Sciences was reduced from $131,590 to 
$108,020. In the Philosophy Section the item for 
Travel was reduced by $1,000, and that for Con- 
tractual Printing by $1,500 by limiting the publi- 
cation Pensamiento de América to one number. 
In the Social Science Section the sum of $3,000 for 
the seminar on problems of the rural and urban 
population in Latin America would be eliminated; 
and in the Office of the Inter-American Review of 
Bibliography the seminar on the development of 
bibliography in the American countries, for which 
$2,500 was requested, would be postponed. 

The committee considered the situation of the 
Science and Technology Section in connection 
with the item for the program for the Peaceful 
Application of Nuclear Energy. In view of the fact 
that the governments feel that the peaceful ap- 
plication of nuclear energy is one of the most im- 
portant fields in which to carry out inter-American 
scientific cooperation, the committee believes, 
and the Secretary General agrees, that the ac- 
tivities of the Pan American Union in the field of 
science and technology could for the present be 
concentrated upon this field. To this end it was 
recommended that the Science and Technology 
Section be eliminated. As was explained in the 
chapters dealing with the Executive Offices and the 
Department of Cultural Affairs, $3,471 of the sum 
of $15,570 originally requested for this section 
would be used to increase the item for the program 
for the Peaceful Application of Nuclear Energy, 
and $1,790 would be placed in the Office of the Di- 
rector of the Department of Cultural Affairs for 
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the publication of the studies of the Round Table 
of American Scientists planned for the present 
fiscal year. In view of the elimination of the Sci- 
ence and Technology Section and the transfer of 
the funds to the program for the Peaceful Appli- 
cation of Nuclear Energy, the committee believes 
that in the organization of the afore-mentioned 
Round Table, the sciences connected with nuclear 
energy should be particularly stressed. 

The sum of $189,420 was recommended for the 
Columbus Memorial Library. This is $29,110 less 
than was originally requested. 

In the Office of the Chief the sum of $7,000 for 
the preparation of a list of subject headings in 
Spanish for library catalogs would be eliminated, 
and the post of Librarian, Class 4, in the Acqui- 
sitions Section, would not be established. 

The post of Assistant, Class 6, in the Reference 
and Public Service Section would be included. 

With an item of $23,580, which is the result of 
reducing the sum for Special Supplies and Services 
in the amount of $1,500 and eliminating the 
$14,540 requested for the Inter-American Seminar 
on the Professional Preparation of Librarians, the 
Inter-American Library Relations Section would 
be established. The establishment of a post of 
Secretarial Assistant, Class 6, and another of 
Librarian, Class 4, in this section would be au- 
thorized. 


DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE AFFAIRS 


The sum budgeted for this Department is 
$883,530, which is $137,570 less than requested. 

The establishment of the post of Assistant Di- 
rector, Class 1, in the Office of the Director, would 
be authorized. 

To carry out the new activites attributable to 
the Cpr recommendations, the sum of $17,520 
would be set aside for the establishment of the 
following posts: in the Office of the Director, a 
Special Assistant, Class 4, and a Secretarial As- 
sistant, Class 6; in the Personnel Division, a Sec- 
retarial Assistant, Class 6; and in the Duplicating 
Division a Machine Operator, Class 7. 

In the Publications Division, the following 
three proposed new posts would not be established: 
Clerk-Typist, Class 7, in the Promotion Section; 
Clerk, Class 8, in the Lists and Addressing Section; 
and an Assistant, Class 5, in the Pan American 
Union Offices Section. Also in this section, the 
post of Specialist which was proposed as Class 3, 
would be established as Class 4. 

The sum for the aforesaid Offices would be 
$110,000. This is $91,000 less than requested by the 
Secretary General, although it is $75,000 more 





than was allocated for the same purpose in the 
current budget. The committee believes that this 
increase would be in keeping with the purpose of 
Crr Recommendation No. 25, as it will enable 
new offices to be established and the existing ones 
to be strengthened. 

In the Office of the Chief of the Division, the 
item for Travel would be reduced to $2,000, thus 
maintaining it at the same level as the present 
year. The sum for the promotion of Américas 
would be maintained at $20,000, that is, at the 
present level, in accordance with the policy of not 
increasing the general publications program before 
the completion of the study that is to be made 
by the Committee on Publications and Public 
Information. 

The General Services Division would be au- 
thorized to establish one post of Telephone Oper- 
ator, Class 7, and two of the three posts, requested 
by the Secretary General, of Messenger-Chauffeur, 
Class 8. The post of Utility Man, Class 7, would 
not be established, and the sum for Extra Assist- 
ance and Overtime would be reduced by $3,600. 
This reduction would temporarily postpone the 
classifying of old records. 


Common Starr Costs 


An item of $461,070 is being recommended for 
this chapter. The reduction of $25,430 was due in 
large measure to the fact that all the items in this 
chapter were automatically adjusted to conform 
with the changes made by the committee in other 
chapters. 

The item for Recruitment and Installation 
Costs would be $12,000; the Staff Retirement and 
Pensions, $278,170; the Training Program, $3,500; 
Group Life Insurance, $1,200; Workmen’s 
Compensation Insurance, $4,700; Hospitality Ex- 
penses, $2,000; Home Travel, $24,000; Hospitaliza- 
tion and Surgical Insurance, $22,150; Staff Recre- 
ation, $500; Termination Payments, $38,000; 
Common Staff Costs Attributable to Cpr, $19,450; 
and Temporary Readjustment of Salaries for 
1958-1959, $55,400. 

Insofar as the last-named item is concerned, it 
should be noted that the Secretary General recom- 
mended in paragraph 13.a of his message, that an 
item be included under the chapter covering Com- 
mon Staff Costs to meet the expense to employees 
resulting from the necessity of paying local taxes 
on their incomes from the Pan American Union 
in accordance with the laws of the District of 
Columbia and the States of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. As stated by the Secretary General, em- 
ployees of other international organizations lo- 
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cated in this country, some of which are in the 
District of Columbia, are either exempt from the 
tax or are reimbursed for it. It was pointed out at 
the time that this matter was being studied that 
recent changes in the local income tax laws of the 
aforesaid jurisdictions, whereby the minimum 
salary on which taxes are assessed was lowered, 
have in effect reduced the salaries of a large num- 
ber of employees of the Pan American Union and 
made their financial situation more difficult. 

The committee believes it fair to treat the mem- 
bers of the staff of the Pan American Union on a 
par with those employed by other international 
organizations, and for that reason it has decided 
to take the necessary measures in this matter by 
assigning an item of $55,400 in this budget for the 
Temporary Readjustment of Salaries, in order to 
settle this matter for the time being. The commit- 
tee hopes that it will soon be possible to reach a 
full and legal settlement of this problem as a re- 
sult of the negotiations that are pending with the 
competent authorities of the host country. This 
desire of the committee is based on the political 
and juridical status of the Oas, which is an organ- 
ization composed of sovereign states, and on its 
high international standing. In stating this 
opinion, the committee hopes that the Secretary 
General will continue and intensify his efforts 
to this end. 

The item for Home Travel would be the same 
as requested. In accordance with the request of the 
Secretary General and as a result of the experience 
obtained in the administration of the plan ap- 
proved by the Council on January 19, 1955, the 
committee recommends that the allowance con- 
sist of round-trip tickets for the employee and the 
equivalent of two tickets for his dependents. 

The committee also considered the proposal of 
the Secretary General, presented last year and re- 
peated this vear, that the period of satisfactory 
service for an employee to become eligible to pass 
from step 7 to step 8 of his class be reduced from 
two years to one year. The cost of carrying out 
this measure if $6,500 and has been included in 
the items for Personnel in the offices where there 
are employees in this category. The committee rec- 
ommends this proposal of the Secretary General. 

The sum of $19,450 for Common Staff Costs 
Attributable to the Cpr is distributed as follows: 
Recruitment and Installation Costs, $5,600; Staff 
Retirement and Pensions, $11,700; Temporary Re- 
adjustment of Salaries for 1958-1959, $1,100; 


Workmen’s Compensation Insurance, $150; and 
Hospitalization and Surgical Insurance, $900. 


CoMMON SERVICES 


The amount for this chapter has been reduced 
from $270,900 to $229,050. As a result of the changes 
in other chapters of the budget on which these ex- 
penses were based, the amount for Office Supplies 
would be reduced by $500; that for Rental and 
Maintenance of Equipment by $500; and that for 
Common Services Attributable to the Cpr, by 
$24,050. The amount for Duplicating Supplies 
would be reduced by $1,000 and that for Other 
Supplies and Services by $800, taking as a basis 
the expenditures of this year. 

With regard to the item for Rental of Office and 
Storage Space, the Secretary General stated in 
his message that the emplovees who work at head- 
quarters are over-crowded and are occupying 
space unsuitable for offices, which was previously 
intended for storage or other such purposes. As the 
Council requested, the Finance Committee is mak- 
ing an exhaustive study of the space problem of 
the Pan American Union, and one phase of this 
study is that which was pointed out by the Secre- 
tary General. A working group of the committee 
visited the two buildings and, together with the 
competent members of the staff of the Pan Amer- 
ican Union, studied what immediate measures 
could be taken to improve the working conditions 
of the employees. The conclusion was reached that 
35 employees would have to be moved from the 
basements of the two buildings. The sum of $28,800 
included in the item for Rental of Office and Stor- 
age Space will permit this transfer and the ac- 
commodation of any new members of the staff 
that are appointed. 

The item of $19,050 for Common Services At- 
tributable to the Cpr would be used in the follow- 
ing way: Communications, $3,000; Office Supplies, 
$1,000; Duplicating Supplies, $500; Rental and 
Maintenance of Equipment, $150; Rental of Office 
and Storage Space, $12,600; and Other Supplies 
and Services, $1,800. 


PERMANENT EQUIPMENT 


The committee recommends an item of $76,150 
for this chapter, which is a reduction in the 
amount of $113,700 of the sum requested. As a re- 
sult of other changes in the budget estimates, and 
as it is felt that the purchase of some equipment 
and supplies can be postponed in order to take care 
of activities and services having higher priority, 
the sum for Office Equipment would be reduced 
from $86,650 to $45,000; that for Other Equipment 
from $12,700 to $4,200; and that for Alterations 
and Improvements to Premises from $42,000 to 
$10,000. In the last-named item the sum of $7,500 is 
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included to pay for consultation with architects 
and engineers in case the Council should authorize 
the construction of a new building. This matter 
will also be analyzed by the Finance Committee 
in the report that it will present on the space re- 
quirements for the Council, the I-A Ecosoc, and 
the Pan American Union. 

The sum for Permanent Equipment Attribut- 
able to the Cpr would be reduced to $12,450, as a 
result of the changes made in other chapters of 
the budget. The available amounts would be: 
Furniture, $6,100; Filing and Storage, $1,350; 
Typewriters, $3,200; and Other Office Equipment, 
$1,800. 

DesBT SERVICE 
The sum of $103,400 for this chapter covers the 


amortization of the loans authorized by the Coun- 
cil in previous years. 
CONTINGENCIES 
The item of $50,000 intended for this chapter is 
the same as that approved for the fiscal year 1957— 
1958 and represents a reduction in the amount of 
$10,000 in the sum requested. 


INTER-AMERICAN DEFENSE BOARD 


The budget estimates of the Pan American 
Union submitted by the Secretary General on Octo- 
ber 1, 1957, included the estimates for the Inter- 
American Defense Board in the amount of $266,150. 
On November 8 the Board requested, through the 
Secretary General, an additional sum of $33,371 
for Official Travel due to the fact that hereafter 
the United States Government will not furnish 
transporation for this purpose on a non-reimburs- 
able basis. Therefore, the sum requested by the 
Inter-American Defense Board was $299,521. 

The committee recommends that $291,932 be 
appropriated for the budget of the Board. This 
would include a new post as Gardener, Class 7, 
and an increase in the amount of $3,800 for Person- 
nel Services as a result of the Temporary Read- 
justment of Salaries for 1958-1959 that was recom- 
mended for the staff of the Pan American Union 
in another section of this report. The decrease of 
$11,389 in the amount requested by the Board is 
achieved by reductions that, in the opinion of the 
committee, can be made in these items: Anniver- 
saries and Official Functions, $500; Equipment, 
$2,000; Contingencies, $937; and Official Travel, 
$7,952. 


RESOLUTIONS 


The Finance Committee has the honor to sub- 
mit for the consideration of the Council the fol-

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lowing draft resolutions: 
Draft Resolution Covering Appropriations 
Draft Resolution on Quotas 
Draft Resolution on the Working Capital 
Fund 

The first of these resolutions shows the amount 
recommended for each chapter of the budget esti- 
mates. Although the budget estimates presented 
by the Secretary General show the items attribut- 
able to the Cer recommendations separate from 
those covering the regular program of the Pan 
American Union, the activities resulting from the 
recommendations should be considered as an in- 
tegral part of the aforesaid program, and they do 
not, therefore, require separate accounting. 

The sum of $15,000 that the Secretary General 
may transfer from the Working Capital Fund to 
take care of expenses resulting from increased 
printing costs, the replenishment of stock of pub- 
lications, and the increase in the number of copies 
printed of periodical publications would be the 
same. 

The quotas have been determined in accordance 
with the formula approved by the Council on De- 
cember 21, 1949, according to which they are to be 
in relative proportion to those of the states in the 
United Nations seale of contributions taking these 
two factors intoaccount: nostate shall pay a quota 
of more than 66 per cent of the total amount of 
the contributions of the member states; and no 
state shall be set a quota in which its per 
capita contribution is greater than the per capita 
contribution of the largest contributor. 

The resolution on the Working Capital Fund 
takes care of the need for continuing to increase 
the Fund up to a level of 25 per cent of the total 
budget as established by the Council, and of the 
suggestion by the external auditors that a resolu- 
tion along the terms of the attached be approved 
at the same time as the budget. 


The report of the Finance Committee, 
printed above, was discussed at the January 
15, 1958, meeting. At that time the Council 
of the Organization approved without 
change the three resolutions submitted by 
the committee. The resolutions are printed 
below.

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES:

Reorganization of the Pan American Union 


On March 13, 1957, the Council of the 
Organization authorized the Secretary 
General to carry out a study of the adminis- 
tration of the Pan American Union.’ 

The Secretary General submitted a 
report? to the Council on June 4, 1958, 
and it was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee for study. On June 20, the Finance 
Committee presented to the Council the 
following report :4 


At the meeting held on March 13, 1958, the 
Council of the Organization of American States 
approved the request of the Secretary General for 
authority to carry out a management study of the 
Pan American Union in order that available 
resources and personnel might be utilized more 
efficiently and with greater economy. In the 
memorandum accompanying this request, the 
Secretary General explained in detail the purposes 
of the study, its scope, and how it would be made. 
In order to have the study carried out with maxi- 
mum objectivity and effectiveness, the Secretary 
General contracted the services of a firm of 
management consultants. Desirous of perfecting 
the study and providing a broad basis for ap- 
praisal, the Secretary General submitted the firm’s

report to a committee of experts combining the 
experience of three distinguished specialists in the 
field of public and international administration 
from three different countries. All of these studies 
were carefully examined in the General Secretariat 
and by the Secretary General personally. On 
June 4, 1958, the Secretary General informed the 
Council that the aforesaid examination had been 
completed and at the same time he presented a 
report with certain recommendations dealing 
with the administration of the Pan American 
Union. These were submitted to the Finance 
Committee for consideration. 

The Secretary General stated in his report what 
measures had already been taken and what meas- 
ures he intended to take in accordance with the 
authority vested in him. He likewise pointed out 
the organizational changes of wider scope he 
believed should be made and which would require 
the approval of the Council. Among the changes 
in the first category, which fall within the province 
of the Secretary General according to the perti- 
nent provisions of the Regulations of the Pan 
American Union, were the following: 

1. The strengthening of the Executive Office 
in order to facilitate the more effective 
management and coordination of the Pan 
American Union by the Secretary General 
and the Assistant Secretary General. 
. The conversion of the budget to a program 
and project format in order to provide a 
better basis of planning, appraisal, and 
control of the work of the Pan American 
Union, both by the Secretary and by the 
Council. 

Essential organic separation of accounting, 
treasury, audit, and budgeting functions 
as well as those related to purchasing, 
inspecting deliveries, stock control, and 
payment of vouchers. 

. Simplification of the system of internal 
reproduction of publications to expedite 
scheduling, processing, and control, and 
thereby increase output at reduced costs. 
Coordination of the several programs of 
technical cooperation within the Oas, 
including direct technical assistance and 
fellowships, under a single head. 

During the Finance Committee’s discussions, 
it was made clear that the planned reorganization 
of the Pan American Union envisaged changes 
primarily of an administrative nature; that is to 
say, the redistribution of present functions and 
the improvement of the day-to-day procedures 
and practices of that institution. 
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However, the Secretary General was aware that 
in order to carry out the basic changes to be made 
as a result of the conclusions of the administrative 
study, certain measures requiring the approval 
of the Council of the Organization would have to 
be put into effect, in accordance with paragraphs 
a and b of Article 12 of the Regulations of the 
Pan American Union. These paragraphs state 
that it is the responsibility of the Secretary 
General: 

a. To establish, with the approval of the 
Council, such technical and administrative 
offices as are necessary for the satisfactory 
functioning of the Pan American Union; 

b. To abolish, with the approval of the 
Council, such technical and administrative 
offices of the Pan American Union as be- 
come unnecessary for its satisfactory func- 
tioning. 

The Secretary General, taking these provisions 
of the regulations into consideration, requested 
in his report that the Council authorize him to 
put into effect the following measures relating 
to the administrative structure of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union: 

1. The establishment of an Office of Council 

and Conference Secretariat Services. 

The establishment of an Office of Fiscal 
and General Services and an Office of 
Publication Services (abolishing the present 
Department of Administrative Affairs). 
The establishment of an Office of Technical 
Cooperation. 

The Secretary General also pointed out in his 
report that certain amendments would have to be 
made in the Regulations of the Pan American 
Union if the proposed changes were approved by 
the Council. 

At various meetings the Finance Committee 
has studied in detail the principles on which the 
aforesaid recommendations are based and the 
objectives sought. 

The establishment of the proposed offices would 
increase the administrative and technical units 
directly under the Secretary General from eight 
to nine. 

The recommendations of the Secretary General 
deal with the establishment of offices whose 


to 


Nad 


primary purpose will be to strengthen their 
respective administrative and technical services. 
The functions of each office are interrelated, as 
their activities are similar and lend themselves 
to the practical and efficient coordination of their 
particular services on the basis of recognized 
principles of good administration, bearing in 


mind at all times the particular needs and nature 
of the Oas. 

The principles that constitute the basis for the 
organization of these offices are set forth in the 
reports prepared by the firm of management 
consultants and by the committee of experts in 
public and international administration. The 
functions assigned to these offices coincide almost 
exactly in fact with the recommendations of the 
aforesaid committee. Copies of these reports were 
transmitted to the members of the Council by the 
Secretary General. 

Proposals 1 and 2 of the Secretary General dea! 
with the establishment of units whose services 
will be essentially of an administrative nature. .. . 

The first of the proposed offices will combine the 
conference services with those of the Council 
Secretariat. The Secretary General believes that 
this will make it possible to organize and co- 
ordinate the administrative and technical services 
required for meetings of the Council of the Organi- 
zation and its committees and for other organs 
and conferences of the Oas. The new office will 
include translation and interpretation services 
and the issuance, registration, and archiving of 
official records as well as the preparation of 
reference documents and minutes, and the making 
of the necessary arrangements for such meetings 
and conferences. 

The Office of Fiscal and General Services and 
the Office of Publication Services (according to 
the proposal) would be assigned functions now 
consolidated under the Department of Adminis- 
trative Affairs which, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the firm of management 
specialists and that of the committee of experts, 
would be abolished. As the Secretary General 
pointed out in his report, this organic separation 
is desirable not only because of the diversity in the 
nature and purposes of these functions but also 
on the grounds of volume of activity and adminis- 
trative efficiency. ... 

The basic purpose of the third proposal of the 
Secretary General, the establishment of a single 
unit in the field of technical cooperation, is to 
create an office of the Pan American Union that 
will be responsible for directing and coordinating 
the activities of the Program of Technical Co- 
operation, the Oas Fellowship Program, and the 
Direct Technical Assistance Program. This would 
establish the necessary conditions for ensuring 
close cooperation between these programs, in 
accordance with the directives on the general 
policy for the Fellowship Program of the Oas 
formulated by the Council of the Organization and 
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set forth in its resolution of January 15, 1958, and 
with the Inter-American Economie and Social 
Council’s Resolution 4/58. Thus the duplication 
of effort in this field, mentioned by both the 
management consultants and the Advisory 
Committee, would be eliminated. As a result, the 
Secretary General would have the means of effec- 
tively directing and coordinating the aforesaid 
activities, since the new office would be responsible 
for analyzing the budgets of the technical coopera- 
tion projects as well as for carrying out such 
projects and other programs as the office will be 
responsible for, thus ensuring the availability of 
proper information on these projects and _pro- 
grams. 

After studying the proposals of the Secretary 
General, the Finance Committee came to the 
conclusion that putting them into effect would 
enable the staff and the funds of the Pan American 
Union to be utilized more efficiently. The Secre- 
tary General stated on his part that his proposal 
would not involve an increase in the total amount 
of the approved budget. 

In studying the report of the Secretary General, 
the Finance Committee found it necessary to 
examine the general organization of the Pan 
American Union in order to understand and evalu- 
ate the specific recommendations. In the course 
of the committee’s study it offered certain sugges- 
tions designed to clarify the presentation of the 
organizational chart of that institution and 
enable the functions assigned to each office to be 
more clearly understood. These suggestions were 
accepted by the Secretary General... . 

It became evident in the course of the Finance 
Committee’s exchange of ideas on this matter, 
that it would be desirable to make uniform, to 
the extent that is logical and practicable, the 
nomenclature of the names or titles of the princi- 
pal units of the Pan American Union. The Secre- 
tary General stated that he considered this 
idea to be excellent and that he was inclined to 
adopt it and to change his original proposals 
accordingly. To that end, units with functions of 
atechnical nature that are carrying out important 
substantive programs would be given the name 
and status of a department and units whose 
functions are essentially in the nature of adminis- 
trative services would be called offices. Conse- 
quently, in addition to the present Departments 
of Economic and Social Affairs, Legal Affairs, and 
Cultural Affairs, the proposed Office of Technical 
Cooperation and the present Offices of Statistics 
and Public Relations would be called departments. 

... The Secretary General stated to the com- 


mittee that if any of the changes in the internal 
organization of the major units involved an 
increase in the budget, the General Secretariat 
would duly submit these changes to the Council 
of the Organization. 

With respect to the application of the adminis- 
trative measures and other aspects of the re- 
organization, the Finance Committee heard with 
satisfaction the Secretary General’s statement to 
the effect that he would in due time inform the 
Council of the results achieved by this process of 
reorganizing the Pan American Union. 

As the Secretary General observed, the ap- 
proval of the recommendations contained in this 
report will entail certain modifications in the 
Regulations of the Pan American Union. The 
Secretary General also suggested the amendment 
of Article 4 to clarify the responsibility of the 
Secretary General with respect to the secretariat 
services the Pan American Union is called upon 
to provide for the Council of the Organization and 
its organs. Another suggestion was to change the 
name of the Department of International Law 
to Department of Legal Affairs, in the English 
text of the Regulations. The Finanee Committee 
will not go into the question of these changes as 
this is a matter to be handled by the Committee 
on the Regulations of the Council and of the 
Pan American Union. 

On the basis of the foregoing, the Finance 
Committee has the honor to submit the following 
draft resolution to the Council: 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING SEEN: 

The report on changes in the organization of 
the Pan American Union, presented by the 
Finance Committee, 

RESOLVES: 
1. To authorize the Secretary General to estab- 
lish the following units: 
a. Department of Technical Cooperation 
b. Office of Council and Conference Secre- 
tariat Services 
c. Office of Financial Services 
d. Office of Publication Services 

2. To authorize the Secretary General to 
convert the present Offices of Statistics and 
Public Relations into the Departments of Sta- 
tistics and of Public Information. 

3. To authorize the Secretary General to 
abolish the Department of Administrative Affairs. 

4. To request the Committee on the Regula- 
tions of the Council and of the Pan American 
Union to consider what changes will be necessary 
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in the Regulations of the Pan American Union 
as a result of the present resolution and the 
report of the Finance Committee. 


The above resolution was approved, 
without change, by the Council at the 
June 20 meeting. 


Report of the Assumption of Inter-Ameri- 
can Radio Office’s Duties by the PAU 


At the meeting of the Council of the Oas 
held February 13, 1958, the Committee on 
Inter-American Organizations presented the 
following report’ on the Inter-American 
Radio Office: 


When the Council of the Organization con- 
sidered, on November 21, 1951, the status of the 
Inter-American Radio Office (as one of the Inter- 
American Organizations the study of which was 
initiated in accordance with Resolution 111 of the 
Ninth International Conference of American 
States), it requested the governments that had 
not yet done so to indicate to the Government of 
Cuba, charged with the administration of that 
Office, ‘‘what support they will extend for the 
financial and technical functions of that organiza- 
tion’. Replies were received from 13 govern- 
ments but the diversity of the opinions expressed 
made it impossible for the Council to reach a 
decision. 

On June 4, 1952, the Council decided to defer 
the study of the status of the Inter-American 
Radio Office until the results of the proposed 
Plenipotentiary Inter-American Telecommunica- 
tion Conference had become available.? This 
conference has not yet been held. 

Meanwhile, on December 20, 1957, the Govern- 
ments of Canada, Cuba, the Dominican Republic, 
Haiti, Mexico, the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, in respect of the 
territories in the North American Region (Bahama 
Islands and Jamaica), and the United States 
signed a contract with the Pan American Union 
in which the latter agreed to perform the func- 
tion of exchanging notifications concerning 
changes made in broadcasting station frequency 
assignments in the North American Region, a

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function formerly performed by the Inter-Ameri- 
can Radio Office.’ Prior to that date, the govern- 
ments of these countries, together with the 
Governments of Brazil, Nicaragua, and Panama, 
which were also members of that Office, had 
denounced the part of the Inter-American Radio- 
communications Convention of 1937 establishing 
the Office. 

In view of the foregoing, the committee feels 
that no further action by the Council on this 
matter is required. 


Annual Report of the Rowe Fund Com- 
mittee 


At the meeting held March 5, 1958, the 
Council of the Oas took cognizance of the 
annual report of the Committee on the 
Leo S. Rowe Pan American Fund, covering 
the fiscal year July 1, 1956-June 30, 1957. 

The fund, established by a legacy from 
Leo 8S. Rowe, former Director General of the 
Pan American Union, is used for loans to 
Latin American students wishing to study 
in the United States and to staff members 
of the Pau for educational purposes or in 
case of emergency. 

The 1956-57 report of the committee 
summarized the loans granted during the 
fund’s nine years of operation and included 
financial statements of the treasurer. 

During 1956-57 loans were granted to 67 
students and professional persons, coming 
from 16 Latin American countries, who 
studied or worked in 21 states and the 
District of Columbia. The fields of study of 
the grantees was as follows: agronomy, 2; 
architecture, 3; economics and _ related 
subjects, 6; engineering and mechanical 
arts, 16; fine arts, 3; geography, 1; geology, 
4; law and philosophy, 6; library science, 1; 
medicine and related subjects, 19; and 
teaching and related subjects, 6. Loans were 
also granted, during the same period, to 29 
members of the staff of the Pan American 
Union.

ADVISABILITY OF HoLDING THE COoN- 
FERENCE.—At its meeting of March 13, 
1957, the Council of the Oas requested the 
governments of the member states to express 
their views on the desirability of holding 
the Plenipotentiary Inter-American Tele- 
communication Conference,! and set the 
meeting of October 2, 1957, as the time at 
which the replies would be considered. 

At the October 2 meeting the govern- 
ments of Cuba and Mexico presented notes 
concerning the conference. The Council 
referred these to the Committee on Inter- 
American Conferences for study, and re- 
quested the committee to submit a report. 

In the report? presented at the Council 
meeting of November 6 the committee 
pointed out that prior to the request of 
March 13, 1957, the Governments of 
Argentina, Costa Rica, Cuba, the Dominican 
Republic, Paraguay, and Uruguay had 
stated that they had no objection to the 
holding of the meeting, and after the re- 
quest of March 13, replies had been received 
only from the Governments of Cuba, 
Mexico, and the United States. 

In view of this information the committee 
stated that it believed that a larger number 
of replies might be obtained from the 
governments if they had before them a 
revised draft agenda’ that would enable 
them to appraise the advisability of holding 
this meeting. The committee therefore

recommended that the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council be requested 
to prepare such a revision, to be submitted 
to the Council of the Organization within 
two months. A resolution to this effect was 
approved by the Council. 

On January 6, 1958, the Economic and 
Social Council considered a revised draft 
agenda prepared by its Committee on 
Economic Cooperation and agreed to trans- 
mit it, with a few minor changes, to the 
Council of the Organization. This document 
is printed below.

COMMENTS ON THE REVISED 
Drarr AGENDA 


With respect to point 1, it should be noted 
that if the Plenipotentiary Inter-American 
Telecommunication Conference is held prior to 
the World Conference, the convention to be 
studied would be that of Buenos Aires, 1952, and 
the regulations on radio, telegraph, and telephone 
appended thereto. 

Point 4 of the agenda would make it possible 
to discuss, among other matters, Recommendation 
3 of the 1949 Washington Agreement, to the 
effect “that the holding of future Inter-American 
Telecommunication Conference simultaneously 
with Irv Region 2 Conferences be avoided,’’ 
pointing out, however, that when simultaneous 
meetings are decided upon, a separate agenda 
should be prepared for each meeting. 

Point 10 originates in Recommendation 1 and 
Appendix 1 of the Washington Agreement, on the 
creation of an Inter-American Monitoring Com- 
mittee and the regulations thereof. 

For the Conference to consider Point 12, it 
would be necessary to have a study made by, and 
recommendations from a meeting of experts, 
which meeting should be convoked sufficiently 
in advance of the date on which the Plenipo- 
tentiary Inter-American Telecommunication Con- 
ference would open. 


The revised draft agenda was received 
by the Council of the Organization on 
January 15 and referred to the Committee 
on Inter-American Conferences. During the 
committee’s discussions on this matter 


several views were expressed as to whether 
the Plenipotentiary Inter-American Tele- 
communication Conference should be held 
before or after the meetings of the Inter- 
national Telecommunication Union, sched- 
uled to take place in 1958 and 1959. The 
following paragraphs from the committce’s 
report, discussed by the Council on February 
3, 1958, and again, in revised form,’ on 
February 19, illustrate the various opinions 
expressed on this question: 


The observer of the Delegation of Mexico stated 
that his government felt very strongly that there 
should be no more delay in the study and solution 
of the problems now pending in the matter of 
inter-American telecommunications. Therefore, 
in its opinion, the holding of the Plenipotentiary 
Inter-American Telecommunication Conference, 
which should have been held as long ago as 1952, 
pursuant to a resolution of the Inter-American 
Radio Conference of 1949, should not be postponed 
again. That prolonged delay makes it urgent now 
that the aforesaid conference be held, so that it 
will take place before those of the International 
Telecommunication Union—the International 
Administrative Telegraph and Telephone Con- 
ference, to meet on September 15, 1958, the Ad- 
ministrative Radio Conference, to meet on July 
1, 1959, and the Plenipotentiary Conference, to 
meet on October 1, 1959—since the interest of 
America in the field of telecommunications 
should be coordinated on the regional level before 
resolutions of world scope are reached. 

The United States Delegation sees no need of 
holding a conference of plenipotentiaries at this 
time, to consider inter-American problems in the 
field of teleeommunications prior to the adminis- 
trative and plenipotentiary conferences that are 
to be held by the International Telecommunica- 
tion Union (Iru) in Geneva. 

At the same time, in the light of Resolution 1.3 
of the Fourth Inter-American Radio Conference, 
the United States sees some advantages in having 
the representatives of the American governments 
meet prior to the above-mentioned conferences 
of the Irv to be held in 1959, in order to exchange 
points of view on the policy to be followed and 
the proposals that might be considered at these 
conferences. This would be an ‘‘administrative” 
regional meeting of technical experts convoked 
pursuant to Article 42 of the Irv Convention.

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The United States hopes that one of the American 
governments will propose to the Secretary General 
of the Irv that such a meeting be organized. 
While this matter was being studied at the 
Council meeting of February 3, 1958, various 
delegations expressed the opinion that it would be 
desirable for the conference to be held prior to 
the forthcoming conferences of the International 
Telecommunication Union, which are to be held 
in September 1958 and in July and October 1959, 
inasmuch as the regional telecommunication 
interests of the hemisphere should be studied 
before the world conferences of the Irv are held. 


On February 19, 1958, the Council of 
the Oas approved the following resolution: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING SEEN: 

The report on the holding of the Plenipotentiary 
Inter-American Telecommunication Conference, 
submitted by the Committee on Inter-American 
Conferences, 


INTER-AMERICAN SPECIALIZED CONFERENCES 





RESOLVES: 

1. To transmit to the governments of the 
member states the report of the Committee on 
Inter-American Conferences and the revised 
draft agenda prepared by the Inter-American 
Economie and Social Council for the Plenipo- 
tentiary Inter-American Telecommunication Con- 
ference. 

2. To request of the governments that, taking 
into account the present revised draft agenda, 
they express to the Couneil of the Organization, 
within 60 days, their points of view as to the 
desirability of holding the conference and, if they 
do consider it desirable, as to whether or not it 
should take place prior to the world conferences 
that are to be held by the International Tele- 
communication Union in September 1958 and 
July and October 1959. 

3. To request of the governments also that, if 
they deem it necessary, they send to the Inter- 
American Economie and Social Council, likewise 
within 60 days, their observations on the above- 
mentioned draft agenda.
